Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  any  con- 
stable of  the  respective  counties,  or  in  case  of  their  ab- 
sence, of  any  suitable  person  appointed  by  the  court  for 
such  purpose,  to  convey  any  infant  committed  as  aforesaid, 
to  said  school,  and  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables 
and  sheriffs  performing  services  under  this  act  shall  be 
paid  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  similar  services  ia 
criminal  cases,  and  the  officer  conveying  any  infant  com- 
mitted, as  aforesaid,  to  snid  school,  shall  receive  therefor 
the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed  for  the  conveyance  of 
prisoners  to  the  state  prison ;  such  fees  and  compensation 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  county  from  which 
such  infant  was  committed? 

That  the  children  received  by  said  managers, 
under  the  conviction  of  any  court  within  this  state,  shall 
be  clothed,  maintained  and  instructed  by  the  said  mana- 
gers, at  the  public  expense  of  the  proper  county  from 
which  they  came ;  and  the  accounts  of  said  children  shall 
bo  kept  by  the  managers  in  an  intelligible  and  proper 
manner. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  managers  may,  from  time  to 
time,  make  by-laws,  ordinances  and  rcgnlations  relative 
to  the  management,  government,  instruction,  discipline, 
employment  and  disposition  of  the  said  children,  while  in 
the  said  reform  school,  as  they  deem  proper,  (the  same 
being  not  contrary  to  law)  and  may  appoint  such  officers, 
agents  and  servants  as  they  may  consider  necessary  to 
transact  the  business  of  said  school,  and  may  designate 
their  duties  and  salaries.

structing them,  or  employing  them  therein,  or  by  binding 
them  out  as  apprentices ;  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
said  managers,  and  generally  all  such  facts  and  particulars 
as  mav  tend  to  exhibit  the  effects,  whether  beneficial  or 
otherwise,  of  the  said  institution. 

Sec.  8.  That  all  persons  committed  to  the  Minnesota 
State  Reform  School,  shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases  of  sick- 
ness, spiritual  advice  and  spiritual  ministration  from  any 
recognized  clergyman  of  the  denomination  or  church  to 
which  said  inmates  may  respectively  belong ;  such  advice

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CHAPTER  III. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICEBS. 

offlcerttoBiTc  SECTION  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
bondt-penaity  office  Under  this  act,  shall)  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties 
ad'dmo^^ndt!  of  his  office»  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office  and  file 
the  same  duly  certified  b}'  the  officer  taking  the  same,  with 
the  recorder  of  the  city,  and  the  treasurer  and  marshal  and 
such  other  officer  as  the  commqn  council  may  direct,  shall 
severally  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  execute  to  the  city  a  bond,  with  at  least  two 
sureties,  (to  b^  approved  by  the  common  council)  who  shall 
make  affidavit  that  they  are  each  worth  the^  penalty  speci- 
fied in  said  bond  over  and  above  all  debts,  exemptions  or 
liabilities,  and  said  bonds  &hall  contain  such  penal  sum 
and  such  conditions  as  the  common  council  may  deem 
proper,  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  require  new  or 
additional  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  rclus- 
ing  or  neglecting  to  give  the  same.        * 

S£G.  2.  The  mayor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  are  duly  observed  and 
euforced,  and  that  all  other  executive  officers  of  the  city 
Duties  of  mayor  clischargc  their  respective  duties.  He  shall  from  time  to 
«wutive  offiic/  time  give  the  common  council  such  information  and  recom- 
pou<»!*^  ^'  ****  mend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the 
city.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  and 
head  of  the  police  of  the  city,  and  shall  appoint  such 
police  officers  and  watchmen,  except  when  otherwise  pro- 
vided for;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbances,  he 
may  appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  constables  as 
he  may  deem  necessary ;  and  any  police  officer  or  watch- 
men appointed  by  the  maj'or  as  aforesaid,  may  be  dis- 
charged from  office  by  him  whenever  in  his  opinion  the 
welfare  of  the  city  may  demand  it,  or  a  reduction  of  their 
number  renders  it  necessary.

city ;  the  amount  of  bonds,  orders,  certificates,  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  common  council » 
the  amount  of  all  bonds,  orders,  certificates,  or  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  which  have  been  redeemed,  and 
the  amount  of  each  outstanding,  to  countersi^^n  all  bonds, 
orders  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  city,  and 
to  keep  accurate  accounts  thereof,  stating  to  whom  and 
lor  what  purpose  issued,  and  the  amount  thereof;  to  keep 
accounts  with  all  receiving  and  disbursing  ofiicers  of  the 
-  city,  showing  the  amount  they  have  received  from  the 
different  sources  of  revenue,  and  the  amount  which  they 
have  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council. 
He  shall  keep  a  list  of  all  certificates  issued  for  work  or  any 
other  purpose,  and  before  the  levy  by  the  common  council 
of  any  special  tax  upon  the  property  in  the  city,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  report  to  the  common  council  a  schedule 
of  all  lots  or  parcels  oi  land  which  may  be  subject  to  the 
proposed  special  tax  or  assessment,  and  also  the  amount 
of  such  special  tax  or  assessment  which  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  levy  on  such  lots  or  parcels  of  land,  which  said 
schedule  shall  be  certified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  recorder, 
and  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  df  the  facts  therein 
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stated  in  all  cases  wherein  the  validity  of  such  special  tax 
or  assessment  shall  come  in  question.

able. The  recorder  shall  examine  all  repoils,  books, 
papers,  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  city  treasurer,  and 
from  time  to  time  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
common  council  may  direct.  All  claims  and  demands 
against  the  city,  before  they  are.  allowed  by  the  common 
council,  shall  be  audited  and  adjusted  by  the  recorder. 
And  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his  acts  and  doings,  and 
keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  contracts,  with  an 
index  thereto ;  such  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  all  parties  interested.  He  shall  not  be  interested  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  in  any  contract  or  job  to  which  the  city 
is  a  party,  or  in  which  the  city  is  interested  ;  and  any  con- 
tract in  which  he  may  be  interested  shall  be  null  and  void. 

The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  elect  coondi  to  cima 
an  attorney  for  the-city,  who  shall  perform  all  professional  Suty^if?"*^" 
services  incident  to  his  ofBce,  and  when  required,  shall 
furnish  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted  to  him  by  the 
common  council  or  its  committees. 

Sec.  9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  including  all  taxes,  license  money  and 
fines,  and  keep  accurate  and  detailed  account  thereof,  in 
such  a  manner  as  the  common  council  shall  from  time  to  ^  ^^^ 

time  direct.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  common  ui^r. 
council,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  annual  election,  or 
sooner  if  required  by  them,  a  full  and  detailed  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  after  the  date  of  the  last 
annual  report,  and  also  of  the  state  of  the  treasury,  which 
account  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  a  copy  of  the 
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same  published  in  one  or  more  of  the  city  newspapers,  or 
in  the  paper  published  nearest  to  said  city.

All  police  oifficers 
and  watchmen  of  said  city  shall  possess  the  powers  of  con- 
btables  at  common  law,  or  by  the  laws  ot  this  state ;  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  execute  and  serve  all  warrants,  process, 
conunitments,  and  all  writs  whatsoever,  issued  by  the  city 
justice,  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  state  oiT  Min- 
nesota, or  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  city ;  and 
also  all  writs  and  process  whatever,  issued  by  the  city 
justice  in  civil  actions ;  and  they  shall  have  authority  to 
pursue  and  arrest  any  person  fleeing  from  justice,  in  any 
part  of  the  state,  and  when  performing  the  duties  of  con- 
stables aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  like  fees.  Watch- 
men shall  have  authority  to  arrest  and  detain  any  person

by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  said  city  or  its 
charter,  and  in  all  cases  oi  offenses  committed  against  the 
same.  And  the  said  city  justices  shall  have  jurisdiction 
in  cases  of  larceny,  and  may  hear  and  try  the  same  where 
the  amount  claimed  to  have  been  stolen  does  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty- five  dollars.

same,  and  of  keeping  or  maintaining  disorderly  or  ill-gov- 
erned houses,  the  said  justices  shall  have  power,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fines  pr  penalties  imposed,  to  compel  said 
offenders  to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior,  and  to 
keep^the  peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.

Provided^  That 
the  tflayor  and  alder'men  shall  receive  no  compensation  for 
their  services  as  such  officers. 

The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  recorder  and 
each  alderman,  the  city  justices,  police  officers  and  watch- 
bToffloenof  th«  '^^Oj  i^hdW  be  officcrs  ot  the  peace,  with,  powers  of  con- 
p«M»-  stables  at  common  law,  and  may  command  the  peace,  sup- 

press in  a  summary  manner  all  rioting  aiid  disorderly  be- 
havior within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  for  such  purposes 
•  may  command  the  assistance  of  the  by-standers,  and,  if 
need  be,  of  all  the  citizens  and  military  companies ;  and 
if  any  person,  by-stander,  military  officer  or  private,  shall 
refuse  to  aid  in  maintaining  the  peace  when  so  required, 
each  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars ;  and 
in  cases  where  the  civil  power  may  be  required  to  suppress* 
riots  or  disorderly  behavior,  the  superior  or  senior  officer 
present,  in  the  order  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  direct 
the  proceedings.

The  common  council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  by  resolution  may  direct.     A  majority  of  the  alder-  • 
men  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.     The  common  council  shall   hold  stated  meet- 
ings, and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meetings,  by  notice  Tohoid«t»ted 
to  each  of  the  members^  to  be  delivered  personallj'  or  left  ScanfpeSi'*'^ 
at  their  usual  place  of  abode.     The  common  council  shall  jlSd^o?Wqal£ 
be  the  judges  of  the  election  and  qualification  of  its  own  **«•**«"•• 
members,  and  in  such  cases  shall  have  power  to  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  and  shall  also  determine  the  rules  of 
its  own  proceedings,  and  have  power  to  compel  the  atten- 
dance of  absent  members. 

Sec.  3.     The  common  council  shall  have  the  manage-  • 
ment  and  control   of  the  finances  and  all   the  property  of 
the  city,  and  shall  likewise,  in  addition  to  the  power  here-  25^6*"^  ®®"" 
in  vested  in  them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make,  ftirtnor  po^eri, 
enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,   enforce,  alter,   modify, 
amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the  city, 
for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  intemperance,  and  for  the 
prevention  of  crime,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient ;  they  . 
shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  a  city  prison  : 
Provided^  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  common 
council,  the  county  jail  of  the  county  shall  be  used  as  a 
city  prison,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  jailor  . 
of  the  county  to  take  into  custody  and  safely  keep  in  said 
jail  all  persons  committed  thereto  until  discharged  accor- 
ding to  law.     The  common  council  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  declare  and  impose  penalties  and  punish- 
ments, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  may  violate  any  provisions  of  any  ordinance  or

of  caravans,  circuses,  concerts,  or  theatrical  performances, 
billiard  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  bowling  saloons,  to 
grant  licenses  to  and  regulate  auctions  and  auctioneers, 
tavern  keepers  and  victualing  house  keepers,  and  all  per- 
sons dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors : 
■Provided J  That  all  licenses  lor  so  dealing  in  spirituous, 
vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty 
dollars  a  year,  and  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  a  less 
term  than  one  year,  and  all  licenses  shall  commence  and 
terminate  on  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year. 

Second — ^To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gambling  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the 
purpose  of  gambling  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  any  per- 
son from  selling,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous 
or  fermented  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  common 
council. 

Third — ^To  prevent  any  riots,  disorderly  assemblages 
cowS'^^  ^^^  ■  '°  ®*'^  city,"  and  provide  for  the  arrest  of  and  punishment 
of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same, 
to  suppress  disorderly  houses,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and 
to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  the  keepers 
thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  seizure  and  destruction  of  all 
instruments  used  for  the  purpose  of  gambling. 

Fourlh-^To  compel  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  cellar, 
tallow-chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn, 
privy,  sewer  or  other  unwholesome  structure  or  place,  to 
cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as 
often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort 
and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Fijlh — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  slaugh- 
ter houses  and  markets,  breweries  and  distilleries,  and  to 
establish  rates  for  and  license  venders  of  gunpowder,  and 
regulate  the  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  gunpowder 
or  other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth — To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, alleys,  lanes  and  public  grounds  with  carriages, 
carts,  wagons,  sleighs  or  other  vehicles,  or  with  boxes, 
lumber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings  or  any  other  material  or 
substance  whatever. 

Seventh — To  prevent  and  punish  immoderate  driving  or 

riding  in  the  streets,  to  regulate  (the  speed  of)  cars  and 

locomotives  in  said  city,  and  to  prevent  their  obstructing 

"^  the  streets  of  said  city,  to  compel  persons  to  fasten  their 
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horses  or  other  animals  attached  to  vehicles  or  otherwise, 
while  standiug  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  places  of 
bathing  and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the  limits  of 
the  city. 

Eighth — To  restram  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  dis- 
training and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  penalties  on 
the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation  of  the  ordinances*. 
Provided^  That  when  a  sale  of  such  animals  shall  be  made, 
the  proceeds  thereof,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  dis- 
training, keeping,  advertising  and  selling  such  animals, 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  office*  of  the  treasurer  of  said 
city,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  owners  thereof,  if  call- 
ed for  by  such  owner  within  one  year  from  the  day  of 
such  sale. 

Jfirdh-^To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  in  a  summary  manner, 
when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinance.  p6wenorthe 

Tenth — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  «'<>'*«*^' 
or  having  within  said  city  any  putrid  carcass  or  unwhole- 
some substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  of  the  same 
by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  premises  any  such 
substances,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  meat,  flesh,  or  fish, 
or  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind,  and  to  authorize  the  remo- 
val of  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  owners. 

Eleventh — ^To  establish  and  construct  public  pounds, 
pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  and  hydrants ;  to  erect 
lamps,  and  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  city,  and 
to  control  the  erection  of  gas  works  or  other  works  for 
lighting  the  streets,  public  grounds  and  public  buildings, 
and  to  create,  alter  and  extend  lamp  districts ;  to  regulate 
and  license  hacks,  carts,  omnibuses,  and  the  charges  of 
hackmen,  draymen,  cabmen  and  omnibuses  drivers  in  the 
city. 

Itoelfth-^To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds,  and  the  registra- 
tion of  births  and  deaths,  and  the  re{;urns  of  bills  of  mor- 
tality, and  to  regulate  or  prevent,  if  deemed  expedient, 
the  burial  of  the  dead  within  the  city  limits. 

Thirteenth — To  regulate  the  size  and  weight  of  bread, 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread 
baked  contrary  thereto. 

Fourteenth — To  prev^t  all  persons  riding  6T  driving 
any  horse,  mule,  or  ox  or  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks 
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in  said  city,  or  in  anyway  doing  any  damage  to  said  side- 
walks. 

Fifteenth — To  prevent  the  discharging  ot  fire  arms  or 
crackers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fire  works 
in  any  situation  which  may  be  considered  by  the  common 
council  dangerous  to  the  city  or  any  property  therein,  or 
annoying  to  any-  of  the  citizens  thereof. 

Sixteenth — To  prevent  open  and  notorious  drunkenness, 
brawling  and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of 
the  city,  and  to  .provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  ot 
all  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Seventeenth — To  restrain  and  regulate  parties,  runners, 
agents  and  solicitors  for  boats,  vessels,  stages,  cars  and 
public  houses  or  other  establishments. 

Eighteenth — To  establish  public  markets  and  other  pub- 
lic buildings,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
^1^/'  government  of  the  same  ;  to  appoint  suitable  officers  for 
overseeing  and  regulating  such  markets,  and  to  restrain  all 
persons  from  interrupting  or  interfering  with  the  due  ob- 
servance of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Nineteenth — To  license  and  regulate  butcher  shops  and 
stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butchers' meats,  but- 
ter, fish  and  other  provisions. 

Twentieth — ^To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weigh- 
ing and  selling  hay,  /ind  measuring  and  selling  of  fire 
wood,  coal,  peat  and  lime,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

Twenty  first — To  compel  .the  owner  or  occupant  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from 
the  sidewalk,  street  or  alley  opposite  thereto,  and  to  com- 
pel such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot  owned 
or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances  as  the  board  of 
health  shall  direct,  and  in  his  default  to  authorize  the  re- 
moval or  destruction  thereof  by  some  officer,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Twenty-second — To  regulate,  control  and  prevent  the 

'  landing  of  persons  from  boats,  vessels  or  other  convey- 

*   ances  whereon  are   contagious   or  infectious  diseases  or 

cisorders,  and4.o  make  such  disposition  of  such  persons 

as  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  city. 

Iwenly-third — ^To  regulate  the  time,  manner  and  place 
of  holding  public  auctions  and  vendues,  and  sales  at  public 
outcry.  ' 

Twenty-fourth — To  provide  for  watchmen,  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  number  and  duties,  and  regulate  the  same. 
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and  to  create  and  establish  tbe  police  of  said  city,  and  to 
prescribe  the  Dumber  of  police  officers  and  their  duties, 
and  to  regulate  the  same. 

Tufenty-fifih — To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard 
of  weights  and  mcMsures ;  for  the  appointment  of  a  city 
sealer,  and  require  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed 
by  the  city  sealer ;  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
the  use  ol  false  weights  and  measures. 

licenly -sixth — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  flour,  pork, 
beef,  fidh,  salt,  whiskey,  and  other  liquors  and  provisions ; 
and  to  appoint  inspectors,  measurers,  weighers  andguag- 
era ;  to  regulate  their  duties  and  prescribe  their  compen- 
sation. ,  * 

Twenty-seventh — ^To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and 
preservation  of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets,  alleys, 
highways  and  public  grounds  of  the  city. 

Tweniy-eighth — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance  in- 
jurious to  the  public  health  or  safety,  and  to  remove  or  SSLdJ.**'  **** 
require  to  be  removed  any  building,  which,  by  reason  of 
dilapidation,  detects  in  structure  or  other  causes  may  have 
or  shall  become  imminently  dangerous  to  life  and  proper- 
ty ;  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  all  persons  who 
shall  cause  or  maintain  such  nuisances,  and  to  charge  and 
assess  the  expense  of  removing  or  abating  the  same  upon 
the  lot  or  lots  upon  which  such  nuisance  or  dangerous 
building  may  be  maintained. 

Twenty  ninth — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance,  ob- 
struction or  encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  public 
groundsi  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Thirtieth  —To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regulations  which 
may  be  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  preservation  of 
health,  or  the  suppression  ot  disease,  and  to  make  regula- 
tions to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city,  and  to  make  quarantine  laws  and  enforce 
the  same  withiu  the  city. 

Thirty  first — To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendi- 
cants, street  beggars,  and  provide  for  the  punishhient  of 
the  same. 

Ihirty^econd — ^Fines,  penalties  and  punishments,  im- 
posed by  the  common  council  for  the  breactl  of  any  ordi- 
nance, by-law  or  regulation  of  said  city,  may  extend  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment 
in  the  city  prison  or  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
or  both,  and  to  be  fed  on  bread  and  water  at  the  discretion 
of  the  city  justice;  and  offenders  against  the  same  n^ay

be  required  to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior,  and 
to  keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months, 
and  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  4.     All  ordinances,   regulations,  resolutions  and 
by-laws,  shall  be  passed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  ma- 
puMd-wb?n^  jority  of  the  members  of  the  common  council  present,  by 
^spproprtaS^  ^Y^^  ^^d  uoes,  and  published  in   the  official   paper,  and 
how  Dude.        posted  in  three   conspicuous   places  in  each  ward  for  twa 
weeks,  before  the  same  shall  be  in  force,  and  shall  be  ad- 
mitted aiB  evidence  in  any  court  in  tne  state,  without  fur- 
ther proof;  they  shall  be  recorded  by  the  city  recorder  in 
books  provided  for  that  purpose.     No  appropriation  shall 
be  made  without  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  council  present  in  its  favor,  which  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  ayes  and  noes,  and   entered  among  the  proceedings  of 
the  council. 

Sec.  5.  The  power  conferred  upon  the  common  coun- 
power herein  ^^'  *^  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisances, 
jjnfciT«d^<rtu>  ghall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits^  prosecutions  or  proceedinga 
tioDs  In  coarii.  in  the  courts  according  to  law.  Depots,  houses  or  build- 
ings of  any  kind  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  wherein 
more  than  twenty-five  pounds  of  gunpowder,  or  more  than 
five  barrels  of  thirty-six  gallons  each,  (or  such  greater  or 
less  quantity  as  said  common  council  may  direct  by  ordi- 
nance,) of  petroleum,  kerosene,  naptha,  or  other  inflam- 
mable or  explosive  oils  or  substances  are  deposited,  stored 
or  kept  at  any  one  time,  gambling  houses,  houses  of  ill- 
fame,  disorderly  taverns,  and  houses  or  places  wh^re  spir- 
ituous, vinous  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  without  license 
required  therefor,  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  are  here- 
by declared  and  shall  be  deemed  public  or  common  nui- 
sances. 

Sec.  6.  The  common  council  shall  examine,  audit  and 
adjust  the  accounts  of  the  recorder,  treasurer,  street  com- 
missioners, city  justice  and  all  other  officers  and  agents  of 
wJiunt^ni  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also 
^ir^ct!"*^*^^*  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before  the  terms  for  which 
the  officers  of  said  city  were  elected  or  appointed  shall 
have  expired.  And  the  common  council  shall  require 
each  and  every  such  officer  and  agent  to  exhibit  his  books, 
accounts  and  vouchers  for  such  examination  and  settle- 
ment ;  and  if  any  such  officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  com  - 
ply  with  the  orders  of  said  council,  in  the  discharge  of 
their  s^iid  duties,  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  render  his  accounts,  or  present  his 
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books  and  vouchers  to  the  council,  or  a  committee  there- 
of, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common  council  to  declare 
the  office  of  such  person  vacant.  And  the  common  coun  - 
cil  shall  institute  suits  and  proceedinge;  at  law  against  any 
officer  and  agent  of  said  city  who  may  be  found  delinquent 
or  defaulting  in  his  accounts,  or  in  the  discharge  of  his  ' 

official  duties,  and  shall  make  a  full  record  of  all  such 
settlement  and  adjustment. 

Sec.  7.     That  the  common  council  of  the  city  shall 
have  full  power  from  time  to  time  to  borrow  money  to 
pay  the  indebtedness  of  the  city,  and  in  order  to  pay  such  Toi«ue  bondt— 
indebtedness  the  city  may  issue  city  bonds  therefor,  bear-  !^oantA>rinci. 
ing  interest  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  re- SSl^Sd?*"*** 
deemable  at  any  time  within  ten  years,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  common  council.     Provided^  That  at  no  time  shall 
it  be  lawful  for  said  indebtedness,  bonded  or  otherwise, 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  unless  the 
same  be  authorized  by  two  thirds  vote  of  the  legal  votes 
cast  at  the  election  held  for  such  purposes.     And  provided 
Jurlher^  That  the  city  council   shall  each  and  every  year 
levy  a  tax  of  one  mill  on  the  dollar  of  the  taxable  proper- 
ty of  the  city  for  each  thousand  dollars  that  may  be  funded 
by  the  said  city   into  bonds   to   pay   the  interest  on  said 
bonds  and  create   a  sinking  fund   to  pay  the  same  when 
due.    All  laws,  ordinances^  regulations  and  by-laws,  shall 
be  passed  by  an  affirmative  vote   of  the   majority  of  the 
common  council,  and  be  signed   by  the  mayor,   and  shall 
be  published  in  the  official   paper  of  the  city,  before  the 
same  shall  be  in  lorce,  and  within  twenty  days  thereafter 
they  shall  be  recorded  by  the  recorder  in  books  provided 
for  that  purpose,  but  before   any  of  the  said  laws,   ordi- 
nances, regulations  or  by-laws  shall  be  recorded,  the  pub- 
lication thereof,  as  aforesaid,   shall   be  proved  by  the  affi- 
davit of  the  foreman   or  publisher  of  such   newspaper, 
and  the  said  affidavit  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  at 
all  times  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence 
of  such  publication. 

CHAPTER  V. 

TAXES. 

Section  1.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
levy  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  city  taxes  to  currentttcpeDMr 
provide  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  government 
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and  police,  for  the  opening,  maintaining  and  improvement 
ot  public  grounds,  and  the  construction  of  buildings  and 
improvements  of  a  general  character;  Provided j  That 
such  taxes  shall  in  no  year  exceed  one  per  cent,  of  the 
assessed  valuation. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  levy 
Totojyjjwd ux  ft  spccial  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  city,  or 
prooMda,  ^  of  the  different  wards  of  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructiug,  mamtaining  bridges  and  culverts,  and  open- 
ing, constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing  roads,  high- 
ways, streets  and  alleys ;  for  the  construction  of  reservoirs, 
cisterns,  sewers,  drains  and  street  gutters  and  grading  of 
streets,  and  for  other  purposes  conducive  to  good  order 
and  cleanliness,  and  to  protection  against  crime,  disease 
and. fire.  Provided^  That  such  taxes  shall,  in  no  year, 
exceed  one  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation.  Andpro- 
vided  further y  That  for  the  improvements  in  this  section 
mentioned,  the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  assess 
the  tax  to  pay  the  same  upon  the  ward  or  wards  benefited 
,by  such  improvements,  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent 
as  the  common  council  may  think  just  and  equitable.  The 
tax  shall  be  apportioned  upon  a  cash  valuation  of  the  pro- 
perty, which  it  shall  be  determined  is  liable  to  assessment 
tot  such  improvements.  No  debt  shall  be  incurred  or 
created  by  the  city,  the  common  council,  or  any  officer  of 
the  city,  except  pursuant  to  the  authority  herein  expressly 
given  for  that  purpose ;  and  no  order  or  orders  shall  be 
issued  upon  the  city  treasury  exceeding  the  amount  of  tax 
collected  or  assessed  and  in  process  of  collection. 

Seo.  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  power,  and  it 
TotoTyuiDiMi  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council,  to  levy,  annually 
upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  taxes  sufficient  to 
pay  all  bonds  or  other  indebtedness  due  and  payable  in 
any  year,  and  the  interest  on  bonds  or  other  indebtedness 
due  or  payable  in  any  year,  unless  that  previously  to  the 
first  day  of  September  in  each  year  some  other  adequate 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 
The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  bonds 
and  levy  taxes  exceeding  the  amount  authorized  by  other 
sections  of  this  act ;  Provided^  The  same  be  authorized 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  votiug  at  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  for  that  purpose.  The  time,  place  and 
manner  of  holding  such  election  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
common  council,  the  same  notice  to  be  given  as  at  other 
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elections.    And  no  bonds  for  any  purpose  shall  be  issued 
by  the  common  council  imless  so  authorized. 

Sec.  4.  Taxes  may  be  levied  by  resolution  of  the  Howuxeitob© 
common  council »  and  no  tax  shall  be  inyalid  by  reason  of  ^^^^' 
any  informality  in  the  manner  of  levying  the  same,  nor 
because  the  amount  levied  shall  exceed  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  raised  for  the  special  purpose  for  which  the 
same  is  levied ;  but  in  such  case  the  surplus  shall,  if  the 
tax  be  a  general  tax,  go  into  the  general  fund  of  the  city ; 
if  it  be  a  bond  or  interest  tax,  it  shall  be  kept  and  used 
for  the  future  payment  of  principal  or  interest  of  the  same 
class  of  bonds,  or  the  purchase  thereof  before  due ;  if  it 
be  for  improvements,  it  shall  be  kept  and  used  for  future 
improvements  of  the  same  character. 

Sec.  5.    The  common  council  shall  cause  to  be  trans-  whentotrwiBnit 
mitted  to  the  county  auditor  of  Uie  county,  on  or  before  itotemwiof ^x. 
the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  a  statement  of  all  **"  ^^ 
taxes  by  them  levied,  and  such  taxes  shall  be  collected, 
and  the  payment  thereof  enforced,  with  and  in  like  man- 
ner as  state  and  county  taxes  are  paid  and  the  payment 
thereof  enforced,  and  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county 
shall  pay  such  taxes  over  as  fast  as  collected,  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  city. 

Sbg.  6.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city 
treasury  unless  such  payment  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
the  common  council,  and  these  shall  be  drawn  out  onlySfT®^*"';;^ 
upon  orders  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  re  ^^^'"'^ 
corder,  which  orders  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which 
they  were  drawn,  and  the  fund  out  of  which  they  are  pay- 
able, and  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  same 
are  drawn,  and  may  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  such 
person  or  to  the  bearer,  as  the  common  council  may  de- 
termine. 

S£C.  7.     When  any  such  order  shall  have  been  paid  or 
received  by  the  treasurer,  it  shall  not  again  be  issued,  but  b?^^*^."^ 
he  shall  inunediately  cancel  the  same,  and  file  the  same 
away  in  his  office,  keeping  the  orders  drawn  upon  each 
hmd  separate. 

S£C.  8.     It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council  of  Toievypoii  uz. 
said  city,  at  any  time,  to  levy  a  corporation  poll  tax  upon 
every  qualified  voter  in  said  city ;  Provided^  That  said  tax 
shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
on  each  person. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

OPENING  AND  VACATING  STREETS,  ALLEYS,  &C. 

oaneuMoon.  SECTION  1.  The  coDimon  couDcil  shall  have  the  care, 
troiufhwi^'  supervision  and  control  of  all  public  highways,  bridges, 
streets,  alleys,  public  squares  and  grounds  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  and  shall  cause  all  streets  which  may 
have  been  opened  and  graded,  to  be  kept  open  and  in  re- 
pair, and  free  from  nuisances. 

Seo.  2.  The  common  council  of  s&id  city,  by  a  vote 
of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  and 
MajoDca.uj  Constituting  a  quorum  ot  any  stated  or  special  meeting, 
•Mto,  2^  such  vote  to  embrace  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect, 
to(S«wi!Se  ^^^^^  hsLve  power  to  lay  out,  open,  alter  and  vacate  public 
proptrtyhowto  gquarcs,  streets,  groundi^  highways  and  alleys,  and  to 
prooee .  widen  and  straighten  the  same.    I^tovided^  That  whenever 

it  shall  be  required  to  take  private  property  for  the  pur- 
poses above  stated,  they  shall  proceed  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter provided. 

JPirst — The  common  council,  upon  ordering  an  improve- 
ment above  mentioned  to  be  made,  shall  appoint  as  many 
commissioners  as  there  may  be  wards  of  said  city,  select- 
ing one  from  each  ward,  who  shall  be  a  disinterested  free- 
holder and  qualified  voter  of  said  city,  to  view  the  premises, 
and  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  occasioned  by  the 
taking  of  private  property  or  otherwise,  in  making  said 
improvement.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  notified  as 
soon  as  practicable  by  the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  to  attend 
at  his  office,  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  him,  for  the  purpose 
of  qualifying  and  entering  upon  their  duties ;  and  in  case 
any  such  commbsioner,  upon  being  so  notified,  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  fine  to  said  city,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted  therefor  before  the  city 
justice  of  said  city,  as  in  the  case  of  fines  imposed  for  a 
violation  of  an  ordinance  of  said  city ;  and  the  commis- 
bioners  in  attendance  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint  another 
commissioner  or  commissioners  in  place  ot  any  absentee 
or  absentees  aforesaid,  selected  from  the  ward  in  each  case 
not  represented,  and  possessing  the  qualifications  afore- 
said. In  all  other  cases  of  vacancy  the  common  council 
shall  fill  such  vacancy. 

^tcond — ^The  commissioneis  shall  be  sworn  by  the  city 
clerk  to  discharge  their  duties  as  commissioners  in  the

matter  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  make  due  re- 
turn of  their  actions  and  doings  to  the  common  council. 

'third — ^The  said  commissioners  shall,  with  all  reason- 
able speed,  with  the  assistance  of  the  city  surveyor  of  said 
city,  cause  a  survey  and  plat  of  the  proposed  improvement 
to  bo  made  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  exhibiting,  as  far 
as  practicable,  the  land  or  parcels  of  property  required  to 
be  taken,  or  which  may  be  damaged  thereby,  and  shall 
thereupon  give  notice  by  publication  in  the  official  news- 
paper of  said  city,  for  at  least  ten  days,  to  the  effect  that 
such  plat  has  been  filed,  and  that  the  said  commLssioneis  J^jJ^Jg^f^^ 
will  meet  at  a  place  and  time  designated  by  them,  and  propwyxwrto 
thence  proceed  to  view  the  premises,  and  assess  the  dam-  ^""^''^^ 
ages  tor  property  to  be  taken,  or  which  may  be  damaged 
by  such  improvement. 

Fourth — At  the  time  and  pTace  appointed  according  to 
said  notice,  the  said  commissioners  shall  view  the  premises, 
and  may  hear  any  evidence  or  proof  offered  by  the  parties 
mterested,  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  if  necessary,  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid.  When  their  view  and  hearing 
aforesaid  shall  be  concluded,  they  shall  determine  and 
assess  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  eajh  parcel  of  property  proposed  to  be  taken, 
or  which  may  be  damaged  by  said  improvement,  and  in 
so  doi:.g  shall  take  into  consideration  the  value  of  the 
property  proposed  to  be  taken,  with  such  otjier  damage 
as  may  be  incident  thereto,  and  also  the  advantages  which 
will  accrue  to  such  owner  or  owners  in  making  such  im- 
provement. 

Fifth — If  their  should  be  any  building  standing  in 
whole  or  iu  part  upon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  in  each  case  determine  and  assess  the 
amount  of  damages  which  should  be  paid  to  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  in  case  such  building,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  might  be  necessary,  should  be  taken,  and  shall  also 
determine  and  assess  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  to 
buch  owner  or  owneis  in  caoe  he  or  they  should  elect  to 
remove  such  building,  and  the  damages  in  relation  to 
buildings  aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed  separately  from  the 
damages  in  relation  to  the  land  upon  which  they  are 
erected. 

Sixth — It  the  lands  and  buildings  belong  to  different 
persons,  or  if  the  land  be  subject  to  lease,  mortgage  or 
judgment,  or  if  there  be  any  estate  in  it  less  than  an  es  • 
state  in  fee,  (the)  injury  or  damage  done  to  such  persons 
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or  interests  respectively,  may  be  awarded  to  them  by 
the  commissioners,  less  the  benefit  resulting  to  them  from 
the  improvement. 

Seventh — The  said  commissioners  having  ascertained 
and  assessed  the  damage  aforesaid,  shall  make  and  file 
with  the  city  clerk  a  written  report  to  the  common  coun- 
cil, of  their  action  in  the  premises,  embracing  a  schedule 
or  assessment  of  the  damages  in  each  case,  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  and  the  name  of  the  owners,  if  known  to 
them,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  costs  of  the  proceeding. 

Eighth — Upon  such  report  being  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  city  clerk,  said  city  clerk  shall  give  at  least  ten  days^ 
notice  by  publication  in  the  official  newspaper  of  said  city, 
to  the  effect  that  such  assessment  has  been  returned,  and 

*'*5St^£w*to  ^^^^  *'^®  same  will  be  confirmed  by  the  common  council, 
p^e/  ^  at  a  meeting  thereof,  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  unless 
objections  are  made  in  writing  by  persons  interested  in 
any  land  required  to  be  taken.  Any  persons  interested 
in  buildings  standing  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  any  land 
required  to  be  taken  by  such  improvement,  shall,  on  or 
before  the  time  specified  in  said  notice,  notify  the  common 
council  in  writing  of  their  election  to  remove  such  build- 
ings, according  to  the  award  of  the  commissibners.  The 
common  council,  upon  the  day  fix^d  for  the  consideiation 
of  such  report,  or  at  such  subsequent  meeting  to  which 
the  same  may  stand  over  or  be  referred,  shall  have  power, 
in  their  discretion,  to  confirmi  revise,  or  annul  the  assess- 
ment, giving  due  consideration  to  any  objections  interposed 
by  parties  interested. 

Ninth — The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  funds  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  paid  or  tendered, 
or  deposited  and  set  apart  in  the  treasury  of  said  city,  to 
and  for  the  use  ot  the  paities  entitled  thereto,  within  six 
months  from  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  and  re- 
port, and  the  land  or  property  required  to  be  taken  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  appropriated  until  the 
damages  awarded  therefor  to  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be 
paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  his  agent,  or  deposited 
and  set  apart  for  his  use  as  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  the  said 
city  should  be  unable  to  determine  to  whom  the  damages 
in  any  particular  case  so  awarded  should  be  paid,  or  in 
case  of  disputed  claims  in  relation  thereto,  the  damages  in 
such  case  may  be  deposited,  by  order  of  the  common 
council,  in  the  district  court  of  the  county,  in  the  same 
manner  as  moneys  are  paid  into  court,  until  the  parties 
entitled  thereto  shall  substantiate  their  claim  to  the  same. 
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Tenth — ^In  case   any  owner  or  owners  of  buildings  as 
aforesaid  shall  have  elected  in  manner  aforesaid  to  remove  ^ 

his  or  their  buildings,   he  or   they  shall  so  remove  them 
within  thirty  days  from  the  confirmation  ot  said  report, 
or  within  such  further  time  as  the  common  council  may 
allow  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  thereupon   be   entitled  * 
to  payment   from  said   city  of  the   amount   of  damages 
awarded  in   such  case,  in  case  of  removal.

of  record  may,  upon  application  of  said  commissioners, 
or  of  said  city,  or  such  party,  or  his  next  friend,  appoint 
a  suitable  guardian  for  such  party,  and  all  notices  required 
by  this  act,  shall  be  served  upon  such  guardian. 

Twelfth — Any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by  such 
assessment,  may,  by  notice  in  writing,  served  on  the  may- 
or of  said  city,  a  copy  whereof,  with  proof  of  service, 
ahall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court

Such  appeal 
shall  be  entered  and  brought  on  for  trial,  and  be  governed 
by  the  same  rules  in  all  other  respects  as  appeals  from 
justices  of  the  peace  in  civil  suits.

CHAPTER  VII. 

FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  common  council,  for  the  purpose  of 
guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power 
to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden  buildings  or 
other  buildings,  the  material  or '  construction  of  which 
shall  be  regarded  as  dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  coxmdi%om- 
shall  not  hereafter  be  erected,  placed  or  repaired,  and  to  *^^  fl«M«fc 
direct  that  all  and  any  buildings  within  the  limits  prescribed, 
shall  hereafter  be  built  and  constructed  in  such  manner 
and  of  such  materials,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  common 
council,  shall  (not)  be  dangerous  to  surrounding  property, 
and  to  prohibit  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden 
buildings  within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  damaged  by  fire  or  otherwise  to  the  extent  of  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  man- 
ner of  ascertaining  such  damages.  The  common  council 
shall  have  power,  by  resolution,  to  order  any  building, 
structure,  or  materials  therefor,  hereafter  erected,  or  in 
process  of  erection,  of  which  the  construction  or  materials 
may  be  dangerous  to  surrounding  property  to  be  taken 
down  or  removed  beyond  the  fire  limits  of  the  city,  and 
shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  notice  to  be  given  to  the 
owner  or  agent  to  remove  such  building,  and  in  case  the 
same  is  not  removed  in  pursuance  of  the  notice  given,  to 
order  the  same  taken  down,  removed  by  the  police,  or  in 
such  manner  as  the  common  council  may  see  fit.  And  the 
common  council  may  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation 
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of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  aection,  or  of  any  ordi- 
nance made  or  enacted  to  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof, 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  imposed 
by  a  city  justice,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  citizen. 
Sec.  2.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
rcrentdan.  vcut  the  daugcrous  constructiou  and  conditiou  of  chimncys, 
geroiu  erection  of  fire-placec»,  hcarths,  stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens,  boilers 
chinmeTB,  *e.     ^^^  apparatus  used  in  and  about  any  building,  and  to 

cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or  placed  in  a  safe  or  se- 
cure condition,  when  considered  dangerous.  To  prevent 
the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  the  throwing  of 
ashes  in  the  streets  and  alleys.  To  require  the  inhabitants 
to  prnvide  as  many  fire  buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and 
time  as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of 
them  in  time  of  fire.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carry- 
ing on  of  manufactures  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting 
fires.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fire  arms  and 
fireworks.  To  compel  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings 
to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  to  the 
same.  To  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  wardens 
and  other  officers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicin- 
ity of  any  fire  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and  to  com- 
pel all  bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and 
the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat, 
and  generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  preven- 
tion and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  common  council 
may  deem  expedient. 

Seo.  3.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
ToporchMeflre  chasc  fire  cugines  and  all  other  apparatus  which  may  be 
flSla^iau-'  required  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  authorize 
exempttooa.       jj^^  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose 
companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  support  and  reg- 
ulation of  the  same,  and  to  order  such  companies  to  be 
disbanded,  their  public  meetings  prohibited  and  their  ap- 
paratus to  be  given  up.    Every  member  of  each  company 
which  may  be  authorized  to  be  formed,  shall  be  exempt 
from  highway  work  and  poll  tax,  from  serving  on  juries, 
and  from  military  duty  during  the  continuance  of  such 
membership. 
couacuto>p.        Sec.  4.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
SStS^JJ*    point  the  chief  engineer  and  two  assistant  engineers  of  the 
DMTf.  fire  department,  and  also  one  fire  warden  in  each  ward, 

and  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  such  officers. 

Seo.  5.     Whenever  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any 
lawful  order  of  any  engineer,fire  warden,mayororalderman» 
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at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officer  giving  such  or- 
der to  arrest  or  to  direct  orally  any  co  nstable,  police  officer,  penauy  for  nfo. 
watchman  or  any  citizen,  to  arrest  such  person,  and  con-£S£^^/£. 
fine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place,  until  such  fire  shall 
be  extinguished ;  and  in  the  same  manner  such  officers,  or 
any  ef  them,  may  arrest,  or  direct  the  arrest  and  confine- 
ment of  any  person  at  such  fire  who  shall  be  intoxicated 
or  disorderly ;  and  any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  obey 
any  such  lawful  order,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  arrest  or  aid 
in  arresting  any  person  so  refusing  to  obey,  shall  be  liable 
to  snch  penalty  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe,  not 
exceeding  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

STREET  GRADES   AND   SIDEWALKS. 

Section  1 .  The  common  council  may  cause  to  be  estab- 
lished from  time  to  time,  and  as  rapidly  as  the  convenience  co«n«u  toeiub.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

Section  1.  That  section  one,  of  chapter  sixteen,  of 
the  general  statutes,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following : 

Provided^  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  the  people  of  any  municipal  township  from  de- 
ciding for  themselves  whether  licenses  shall  be  granted  to 
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waj  person  or  persons  in  said  township ;  and  the  town 
clerk  is  hereby  required  on  the  petition  of  ten  or  more  how  noeuM 
legal  voters  of  said  township »  at  any  time,  not  less  than  ■*^*>«k»*»**^ 
twenty  days  before  any  regular  election,  to  give  notice 
that  ihe  question  of  license  will  be  submitted  at  said  elec-

WhereaSf  It  is  now  evident  that  railway  communication 
between  the  Mississippi  River  and  Lake  Superior,  in  this 
state,  will  be  opened  in  time  to  move  the  crops  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  as  well  as  the  other 
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tonnage  to  be  shipped  on  Lake  Superior » and  available  for 
and  tributary  to  that  important  route  to  and  from  the 
eastern  markets,  the  question  of  a  lake  harbor  at  the  city 
of  Duluth,  the  northern  terminus  of  the  Lake  Superior 
and  Mississippi  Railway*  and  directly  on  the  route  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway,  or  terminus  of  the  same,  be- 
PrMoibto.  comes  of  such  great  import  to  the  commercial  and  agri- 
cultural interests  of  the  people  of  this  state  and  of  the 
vast  region  of  country  west  and  north-west,  having  its 
natural  commercial  outlet  at  this  lake  port,  that  such  early 
attention  upon  the  part  of  the  general  government  as  will 
make  the  necessary  harbor  improvements  at  the  port  afore- 
said, as  will  protect  its  commerce,  should  be  earnestly 
invoked. 

In  view  of  the  opening  of  this  great  channel  of  com- 
merce to  afford  suitable  protection  and  shelter  for  the 
lake  marine  to  be  employed  in  moving  the  tonnage  thus 
created,  appropriation  was  made  by  congress  to  improve 
the  shallow,  tortuous,  uncertain  and  dangerous  entrance 
between  the  lake  and  bay  of  Superior,  in  the  expectation 
that  by  a  system  of  cribbing,  this  entrance,  through  which 
the  waters  of  the  $t.  Louis  Biver  and  bays  reach  the  lake, 
could  be  so  improved  as  to  make  the  bay  which  extends 
to  the  harbor  of  Duluth,  in  this  state,  available  for  com- 
mercial purposes,  and  thus  accommodate  and  provide  for 
the  commerce  of  this  state.  Much  labor  has  been  em- 
ployed and  a  large  expenditure  of  money  made  in  this 
attempt  to  make  a  suitable  and  safe  (passage)  through  said 
entrance. 

It  is  now,  however,  fully  denionstrated,  that  this  labor 
and  this  expenditure  has  proved  abortive ;  that  the  channel 
has  become  more  shallow,  the  entrance  more  diflicult^  and 
that  the  deposits  brought  down  by  the  river,  and  the  drift- 
ing of  the  sand  caused  by  the  action  of  the  waters  of  the 
lake  and  bay,  have  accumulated  between  the  crib,  work  in 
such  way  as  nearly  entirely  to  prevent  and  to  make  danger- 
ous the  entrance  of  even  second  class  vessels  through  the 
same;  the  channel  or  entrance  being  now  so  much  ob- 
structed as  to  render  it  nearly  entirely  useless  as  a  way  of 
reaching  the  waters  of  the  bay. 

It  is  therefore  manifest  from  what  has  been  done,  from 
the  experience  of  the  past  and  from  the  causes  that  must 
continue  to  operate  in  the  future,  that  the  commerce  of  this 
state  cannot  be  protected  by  a  harbor,  the  entrance  to 
which  is  proposed  to  be  made  through  the  outlet  or  chan- 
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nel  above  described.  It  is,  however ,  fiiUy  demonstrated 
by  intelligent  engineering,  that  a  safe  and  commodious  en- 
trance can  be  readily  made  to  the  bay  through  Minnesota 
Point  (a  mere  bar  of  sand  of  an  average  width  of  six  hun- 
dred feet  and  separating  the  waters  of  the  lake  and  bay) 
at  a  point  some  six  miles  above  said  entrance,  being  di- 
rectly on  the  best  sailing  channel  and  where  the  deep ' 
waters  of  the  lake  and  bay  should  be  united.  This  im- 
provement, while  it  will  secure  the  advantages  of  a  safe 
entrance  to  the  bay,  is  so  remote  from  the  present  entrance 
to  the  same,  as  to  leave  the  channel  at  that  point  entirely 
unaffected.  This  proposed  entrance  through  Minnesota 
Point  being  protected  by  a  breakwater  of  suitable  extent 
will  afford  a  harbor  of  large  capacity  and  give  ample  pro  • 
tection  both  in  the  bay  and  on  the  lake  for  an  unlimited 
commerce. 

The  breakwater  thus  required  to  protect  the  entrance 
proposed  to  be  made,  is  now  being  constructed  by  the 
Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi  Railway  Company,  and 
with  the  expenditure  of  said  company  and  a  suitable  ap- 
propriation on  the  part  of  the  general  government,  an  ex- 
tensive, safe  and  inexpensive  harbor >  both  in  the  lake  and 
bay,  of  sufficient  capacity  for  the  entire  lake  marine,  can 
be  certainly  secured ;  therefoi*e 

Be  it  resolvsd  by  the  Sovse  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota  {the  Senate  concurring): 

That  our  senators  in  congress  be  instructed,  and  our 
representatives  requested  to  procure  such  reasonable  ap-  Bautire  to  bar.

demands  of  our  people  and  secure  for  our  commerce  the

Whereas^  By  the  treaty  with  the  Sissiton  and  Warpeton 
SiouXy  held  and  concluded  at  Washington  City,  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  provision  was  made  for  the  location  on 
the  Lake  Traverse  reservation  of  such  persons  of  those 
bands,  as  had  not  participated  in  the  outbreak  in  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  were  believed 
to  be  reliable  in  their  professions  of  friendship  for  the 
whites,  having  served  under  the  government  against  the 
guilty  portion  of  the  Sioux  bands : 

And  wliereas^  A  reservation  at  Devil's  Lake,  far  from 
any  white  settlement  was  provided  by  the  same  treaty  for 
p^^Ki>,  such  of  said  band  as  had  not  up  to  the  time  of  making 
said  treaty,  surrendered  to  the  authorities  of  the  govern- 
ment when  they  should  so  surrender  to  said  authorities  : 

And  whereaSj  It  is  understood  that  a  number  of  those 
who  participated  in  the  outbreak  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  have  since  surrendered  themselves 
to  the  proper  authorities,  some  of  whom  have  come  to  the 
Lake  Traverse  reservation,  where  they  have  located,  con- 
trary to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  said  treaty : 

And  whereas^  Said  Indians  are  deemed  unreliable,  and 
may  at  any  time  renew  in  the  settlements  upon  our  ex- 
treme frontier,  the  horrors  perpetrated  by  them  in  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two ;  they  should  at 
once  be  removed  to  their  proper  reservation  as  a  precau- 
tionary measure  for  the  safety  of  the  frontier  settlements, 
and  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  Indians  who  properly  be- 
long to  the  Lake  Traverse  reservation,  as  in  case  of  any 
hostile  demonstrations  on  the  part  of  those  Indians  from 
Devil's  Lake,  they  (the  Lake  Traverse  Indians)  would  as 
resulted  from  the  former  outbreak,  be  subjected  to  unde- 
served punishment  because  members  of  the  same  band  as 
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those  actually  committiDg  the  outrages  upon  the  whites ; 
therefore 

Re9ol/0€dy  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  JR^esentatives  of 
the  State  of  Minnesota : 

That  the  secretary  of  the  interior  be,  and  he  hereby  is 
respectfully  and  urgently  requested  to  give  such  instruc- 
tions as  will  cause  all  Indians  not  authorized  by  said  treaty 
of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  siirty-two,  who  remain  J^J^  *•  ■'•'" 
on  said  Lake  Traverse  reservation,  to  be  removed  there- 
from to  their  proper  reservation,  and  to  prevent  all  Indians 
other  than  those  authorized  by  said  treaty  to  locate  on  said 
Lake  Traverse  reservation  from  being  harbored  or  permit- 
ted to  remain  on  said  reservation  in  the  future.

And  whereaSy  The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  is  being 
located,  and  will,  at  an  early  day,  be  completed  to  the 
Northern  Red  River,  which  will  further  tend  to  the  exten- 
sion of  settlements  west  of  that  rlyer ; 

And  whereasy  The  lands  lying  between  the  Bois  des 
Sioux  and  the  Goose  rivers  west  of  the  Red  River,  and 
extending  to  the  James  or  Dakota  River,  are  Indian  lands 
and  under  the  existing  laws  closed  against  settlement  by 
the  whites ; 

And  whereas  J  Although  the  settlement  of  those  lands 
by  the  whites  previous  to  the  extinction  of  the  Indian  title 
will  endanger  the  peace  of  the  frontier  settlements  of 
Minnesota  by  creating  trouble  between  the  settlers  on  the 
Indian  lands  and  the  Indians  claiming  them,  the  white 
settlements  will  spread  over  the  country  regardless  of  con- 
sequences, owing  to  the  desirable  character  of  the  country, 
and  the  business  resulting  from  two  railroads  reaching  it, 
and  one  of  which  will  probably  soon  be  in  process  of 
construction  through  this  tract ;  therefore,

Whereas^  The  coDgress  of  the  United  States  by  an  act 
entitled  '  *  An  act  to  secure  homesteads  to  actnal  settlers 
on  the  public  domain/'  approved  May  twentieth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  did  grant  the  right  of 
making  one  homestead  entry  upon  any  of  the  vacant  gov- 
ernment lands,  and  upon  certain  conditions  specified 
therein  ; 

And  tohereaSf  By  an  act  amendatory  thereof,  approved 
March  twenty-first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  the  provisions  of  said  act  were  so  modified  as  to  re- 
lieve persons  enlisted  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of 
the  United  States  of  the  performance  of  certain  prelimi- 
nary acts,  such  as  attendance  at  the  local  land  offices,  and 
permitted  them  to  make  their  selections  and  complete  their 
entries  through  agents  desigoated  for  that  purpose ; 

And  whereas^  Certain  persons  pretending  to  be  the 
agents  of  the  government  and  to  be  fully  advised  of  the 
proper  construction  to  be  placed  upon  such  amendatory 
act,  caused  numbers  of  such  enlisted  persons  to  believe 
that  they  were  excused  of  the  necessity  of  occupancy  and 
cultivation  of  the  premises  entered  by  them  during  the 
terms  of  their  enlistment  and  for  six  months  thereafter ; 

And  whereas^  The  land  department  at  Washington  have 
since  decided  that  such  enlisted  persons  could  not  hold  the 
lands  so  entered  by  them,  unless  the  families  of  such  per- 
sons or  some  member  thereof,  continued  in  possession 
and  cultivation  thereof  to  the  end  of  their  enlistment ; 

And  whereaSf  A  large  number  of  this  class  of  entries 
have  been  made  in  this  state,  and  prior  to  the  promulga- 
tion of  such  decision,  and  upon  false  assurances  as  to 
their  rights  in  the  premises ; 

And  whereas f  The  valuable  right  of  homestead  has  been 
exhausted  in  such  persons,  and  the  fees  and  commissions

paid  by  them  lost  under  a  mieapprehension  of  their  duties 
under  the  law,  and  they  are  without  remedy  as  the 
homestead  act  is  now  construed ;  therefore,

That  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  be 
respectfully  requested  to  procure,  if  possible,  such  a  mod- 
ification of  the  homestead  law  as  will  relieve  such  enlisted  ^^^^^ 
persons  of  a  forfeiture  of  their  homestead  rights,  and  to  homaMMAUw.

Section  24 
of  said  chapter  36  requires  the  apportionment,  by  the 
County  Auditor  ot  each  county,  of  the  moneys  in  the 
county  treasury  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  on  the  last 
Wednesday  oi  March  and  October  of  each  year.  Now, 
as  heavy  collections  are  usually  made  in  August  and  Sep- 
tember, f^r  the  current  school  fund,  I  would  suggest  the 
propriety  of  amending  said  first  named  section  44,  so  as 
to  bring  the  dates  of  apportionment  of  the  State  moneys 
more  in  conformity  with  the  dates  of  the  last  named  sec- 
tion 24  of  said  chapter,  providing  for  the  distribution  of 
the  county  moneys,  viz  :  from  *Hhe  first  Monday  of  Feb- 
ruary and  August,"  to  *Hhe  first  Monday  of  March  and 
October,"  in  order  to  enable  the  State  Superintendent  to 
make  a  more  complete  and  proper  apportionment  of  all

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  estimates  that  about 
twenty-four  thousand  dollars  will  be  the  probable  surplus 
of  the  Revenue  Fund  at  *the  close  of  the  current  year. 
BtaAeflDaaoei.  About  thirty- five  thousand  dollars  will  be  needed  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Legislature  of  1871,  which  should  be 
provided  for  in  the  estimates  for  this  year,  as  no  collec* 
tions  can  probably  be  made  for  that  year  before  the  spring 
returas  come  in,  in  March  and  April* 

The  healthy  state  of  our  finances  should  not  be  endan- 
gered by  making  appropriations  beyond  the  estimates 
above  indicated,  and  in  providing  for  the  expenditures  of 
'r  '  the  current  year,  the  strictest  economy  should  be  exer- 

cised. Nothing,  beyond  the  appropriations  already  made, 
can  probably  be  expended  during  the  year  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  numerous  public  buildings  in  course  of  erec- 
tion. 1  think  it  can  no  longer  be  doubted  that  the  State 
has  inaugurated  too  many  enterprises  of , this  kind,  and  the 
result  may  now  be,  that  actual  necessary  work  will  have 
to  be  delayed  for  want  of  the  very  funds,  which  have  been 
(injudiciously  perhaps)  expended  on  costly  edifices  of 
lesser  importance,  the  erection  of  which,  might,  without 
great  detriment  to  the  public  at  large,  have  been  delayed 
for  a  number  of  years.  Let  us  be  just  before  we  attempt 
to  be  generous.  It  cannot  be  denied  ihat,  in  providing 
numerous  costly  buildings  for  the  many  educational  and 
charitable  institutions  of  the  State,  we  have  been  too  fast, 
and  shall  now  be  compelled  to  **  go  slow,"  if  we  would 
avoid  the  recurrence  of  a  time  of  depreciated  State  scrip, 
— of  promises  to  pay  without  the  ability. 
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THE   FUNDED   DEBT. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1868,  the  funded  debt  of  the  Th«f«i4ad4«M. 
State  consisted  of  the  following  ten  year  bonds :

During  the  year  just  closed,  a  new  loan  of  $50,000  was 
<;reated  for  the  benefit  of  the  progress  and  completion  of 
the  public  buildings,  for  the  various  charitable  and  educa- 
tional institutions  of  the  State,  so  that  the  whole  funded 
debt  of  the  State  amounts  to  $350,000,  which  is  all  held 
by  the  Permanent  School  Fund,  none  of  our  bonds  being 
in  the  market.  No  provision  had  been  made  by  which  the 
Sinking  Fund  could  asssume  part  of  these  bonds  as  it  be- 
came possessed  of  the  necessary  iunds,  and  the  surplus 
was  consequently  invested  in  United  States  6  per  cent, 
carrency  bonds.  It  would  be  advisable  to  authorize  the 
School  Fund  Commissioners  to  transfer  to  the  Sinking 
Fund,  as  the  requisite  funds  shall  accrue  in  it,  such  bonds 
under  the  various  State  loans,  as  shall  next  mature. 


THE   NEW   STATE   LOAN. 

The  new  State  loan  provided  by  an  act  passed  March 
5th,  1869,  was  properly  advertised,  and  in  response  the  ^^ 
following  proposals  were  received,  viz  :  loaa!

Numerous   inquiries  are   received   at  this  office  from 

holders  of  the  so-called  Minn.  State  R.  R.  bonds,  gener- 

ifinDMou  Stole  ally  to  this  effect,  viz  :  ^^  That  they  hold  bonds  issued  by 

nairo.db«ui».    ^^^  g^^^^  ^f  Minnesota,  signed  by  Henry  H.  Sibley  as 

Governor,  and  Geo.  W.  Armstrong,  Treasurer,    issued 
under  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  in  which  said  State 
**  acknowledges  to  owe,  and  promises  to  pay"  to 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  bonds  have  fifty 
coupons  attached,  reading  as  follows:  <' State  of  Minne- 
sota (coupon  No.         )  will  pay  to  bearer  thirty-five  dol- 
lars on  the  day  of  at  the  Metropolitan  bank  in 
New  York  city,  being  six  months  int.  on  bond  No.  , 
signed,  Geo.  W.  Armstrong,  Treasurer."    As  no  provis- 
ion has  ever  been  made  for  the  settlement  of  these  bonds, 
principal  or  interest,  a  satisfactory  explanation  of   the 
matter  could  not  be  given,  and  in  answering  these  com- 
uiunications,  this  office  has  experienced  much  embarrass- 
ment,  especially   as   the   coupons  on    these    bonds    are 
almost  a  fac  simile  of  the  coupons  attached  to  other  State 
bonds  of  this  State.     The  goad  name  of  the  State  should 
not  be  permitted  to  suffer  under  this  cloud.     Something 
is  certainly  due  on  these  bonds,  and  the  issue  should  now 
be  squarely  met.     As  the  State  has  fortunately   become 
possessed; — in  the  grant  of  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of 
Internal  Improvement  lands, — of  the  requisite  means  of 
satisfactorily  settling  this  question,  it  is  certainly  the  part 
of  prudence,  to  say  nothing  of  the  obligations  of  honor 
and  a  high  State  policy,  to  apply  those  lauds  to  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  this  vexing  debt,  especially  when  it  ia 
known  that  the  lands  will  suffice  for  that  purpose.

For  the  current  year  the  tax  will  probably  reach  $40,000, 
and  hereafter,  as  railroads  progress  and  the  business  on 
them  increases,  this  tax  based  on  their  gross  receipts  will 
also  increase,  so  that  we  may  safely  estimate  that  in  ten 
years,  (when  there  will  probably  be  from  two  to  three 
thousand  miles  of  railway,  where  we  have  but  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty  at  present,  and  when  3  per  cent,  will  be 
paid  where  only  1  per  cent,  and  2  per  cent,  is  paid  now 
on  their  gross  receipts,)  the  revenue  received  from  rail- 
roads will  be  sufficient  for  all  current  expenses  of  the 
State  government.  Being  impressed  with  the  great  im- 
portance of  this  subject,  I  would  again  recommend  that 
means  be  devised,  by  which  this  large  and  steadily  grow- 
ing source  of  revenue  be  better  guarded  and  controlled, 
and  a  more  satisfactory  system  of  accounts  with  the  vari- 
ous railroad  companies  be  secured.  Under  the  present 
law,  the  companies  report  once  a  year  to  the  State 
Treasurer  the  amount  ot  gross  receipts  of  such  companies 
daring  the  preceding  year,  and  the  Treasurer  appears  to 
have  no  authority  to  examine  the  correctness)  of  such 
statements  rendered. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  various  laws  re- 
ferring to  these  taxes  be  so  amended  as  to  require  the 
respective  railroad  companies  to  report  to  the  State  Audi- 
tor monthly,  or  quarterly,  an  account  of  their  gross  earn- 
ings for  such  month  or  quarter,  and  that  such  accounts  be 
itemized  as  to  freight,  passenger,  mail  and  miscellaneous 
receipts. 

The  State  Auditor  being  the  accounting  officer  of  the 
State,  should  have  power,  and  it  should  be  his  duty,  to 
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examine  the  correctness  of  such  reports,  and  be  authorizecl 
to  draw  his  drafts  for  the  amounts  found  to  be  due  from 
the  various  companies.  Such  drafts  to  be  collected  by  the 
State  Treasurer,  who,  as  receiving  and  disbursing  officer 
of  the  State,  should  not  be  held  responsible  beyond  the 
prompt  collection  and  safe  custody  of  the  funds. 

Similar  recommendations  may  be  in  place  in  regard  to 
taxes  collected  from  telegraph  companies,  the  yearly  tax 
being  at  the  rate  of  forty,  cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  of 
telegraph  in  operation.  A  law  should  also  be  enacted, 
requiring  express  companies  to  pay  a  certain  percentage 
on  their  gross  receipts  in  this  State,  as  is  the  case  with 
railroad  and  insurance  companies.

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  law  providing 
for  these  bounties  be  repealed.  It  seems  a  useless  ex- 
pense and  cannot  be  properly  controlled  by  the  State  au- 
thorities. If  the  bounty  is  considered  necessary,  it  should 
be  regulated  and  paid  by  the  counties  interested. 

In  lookiug  over  the  list  of  bounties  returued  by  the 
difierent  counties,  it  will  be  observed  that  counties  simi- 
iarly  situated  as  regards  population,  location,  etc.,  show  a 
yery  remarkable  and  striking  diSereuce  in  the  amounts  paid 
out.  Take,  for  instance,  the  two  counties  of  Kandiyohi 
and  Douglas,  both  situated  on  the  frontier  in  one  and  the 
same  district  of  country,  and  nearly  equally  well  settled, 
there  would  seem  to  be  no  good  reason  why  one  should 
show  a  very  much  greater  amount  of  bounties  paid,  than 
the  other,  still  the  former  paid  but  $10,  while  the  latter 
returns  the  large  amount  of.  $2,698,  a  sum  very  much 
greater  than  the  whole  amount  of  State  tax  received  from  it. 

STANDARD  WEIGHTS   AND  MEASURES. 

In  compliance  with  an  act  passed  March  5th,  1869,  a 
suitable   building  has   been    provided   for  the  standard  sundtrd  wdfUi 
weights  and  measures  furnished  this  State  by  the  United  ■^** 
Stales.    The  standards  have  been  procured,  properly  set 
up  in  said  building,   and   the  weights  and  measures  of  a 
number  of  counties  have  been  adjusted  according  to  law. 

Of  the  various  dry  measures,  the  United  States  furnish 
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only  the  half  bushel  measure,  and  authority  should  be 
given  to  this  office  to  procure  the  smaller  ones,  or  to  ad- 
just by  the  standard  of  the  half  bushel  such  smaller  legal 
dry  measures  as  may  be  presented  for  adjustment. 

THE  INSUKANGE  DEPABTMENT.

The  amount  of  tax  received  from  this  source  during  the 
year  just  closed  is  $13,605.43,  being  two  per  cent,  on  tho 
gross  receipts  of  such  companies  in  Minnesota  during  the 
preceding  year. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  law  be  so  far  amended  as  to 
require  all  insurance  companies  (whether  fire  or  life  in- 
surance) to  be  placed  under  the  same  restriction  in  regard 
to  the  capital  invested. 

SALABT  OF  DEPUXr  TBEASUBEB. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  salary  of  Depu- 
ty Treasurer  be  fixed  at  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
waiTof  Deputy     js^  gj]  ^y^  position  Well,  an  uncommon  business  tact, 

combined  with  the  highest  integrity  are  required.  These 
qualifications  cannot  be  permanently  secured  for  a  smaller 
salary  than  $100  per  month ;  once  secured  in  a  suitable 
person,  it  is  the  interest  of  the  State  to  retain  such  person 
as  long  as  possible.

The  clerk  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affir- 
mations, and  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  and  other 
writings. 

The  city  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  said  city,  including  all  taxes,  license  money

over  to  the  city  treasurer  all  fines  and  penalties  collected 
by  him  belonging  to  said  city;  and  said  justice  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  county  of  St.  Louis  such 
fees  in  criminal  cases  as  are  allowed  to  other  justices  in 
the  county  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  26.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  at  any 
time  to  require  other  and  further  duties  to  be  performed 
by  any  ofScer  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  not  in- 
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•consistent  with  this  act,  and  to  appoint  such  other  officers  Furtberpo 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  *  ^^"^ 
this  act,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties,  unless  herein  other- 
wise provided  for ;  but  no  officer  elected  or  appointed  by 
the  common  council,  or  appointed  by  the  mayor,  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  term 
than  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, and  duly  qualified,  except  as  provided  in  this  act. 
The  common  council  shall  also  have  the  power,  unless 
herein  otherwise  provided,  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all 
officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act ;  such  compen- 
liation  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution,  at  the  time  the  office  is 
created  or  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  and  shall  not 
be  increased  or  diminished  during  such  year. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

THE  COMMON  COUNCIL — ITS  GENERAL  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 


Section  1 .     The  aldermen  shall  constitute  the  common 
council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall  be:  *' The  style  of  oFdiun. 
common  council  of  the  city  of  Duluth  do  ordain,  cfec."  JS^e'^ufSiirtl 
The  common  council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  v^'^rum. 
they  by  resolution  may  direct.     A  majority  of  the  alder- 
men shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings, and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meetings  by  notice  f^Jpe^difSS?* 
to  each  ot  the  members,  to  be  delivered  personally  or  left  JjJfaiifl^tSilr*" 
at  their  usual  place  of  abode.  The  common  council  shall 
be  the  judge  of  the  election  and  qualification  of  its  own 
members,  and  [in]  such  case  shall  have  power  to  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  and  shall  also  determine  the  rules  of 
its  own  proceedings,  and  have  power  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  members. 

Sec.  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances,  (subject  to  the  provisions  troiTnaocMh^ 
ol  this  act)  and  all  the  property  of  the  city,  and  shall '"''^"•"p^''*"- 
likewise,  in  addition  to  the  power  herein  vested  in  them, 
have  lull  power  and  authority  to  make,  enact,  ordain,  es- 
tablish, publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify,  amend  and  repeal 
all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government 
and  good  order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice 
and  intemperance,  and  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient ;  they  shall  have  the  power  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  a  city  prison  and  watch-houses,  for  the 
3 
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imprisonment,  custody  and  safe  keeping  of  all  persons- 
arrested  for  or  charged  with  any  offSence  whatever,  in  any 
way  cognizable  before  the  city  justice ;  to  make  all  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  and  management  of 
such  prison  and  watch-houses,  to  appoint  keepers  and 
other  officers  for  the  same,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and 
fix  their  compensation;  the  keepers  of  said  prison  and 
watch-houses  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  and 
authority  of  jailors  at  the  common  law  or  by  the  laws  of 
this  state.  The  common  council  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  declare  and  impose  penalties  and  punishmentt^, 
and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  persons 
who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance, 
rule  or  by-law  passed  and  ordained  by  them ;  and  all  such 
ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
and  have  the  force  of  law ;  Provided^  That  they  be  not 
repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State ;  and  for  these  purposes  shall  have 
Powers  of  coan-  authority  by  ordinances,  resolutions  or  by-laws — 

First. — To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  common 
showmen,  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  and  the  exhibition  of 
caravans,  circuses,  concerts  and  theatrical  performances, 
and  also  to  license  and  regulate  all  auctioneers,  billiard 
tables,  pigeon  hole  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  bowling 
saloons,  butcher  shops  and  butcher  stalls,  and  venders  of 
butchers'  meat,  pawnbrokers,  insurance  offices  and  insur- 
ance agencie3,  taverns,  lager  beer  saloons,  victualing 
houses,  and  all  persons  vending,  dealing  in  or  disposing 
of  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  fermented  liquors.  JPro 
videdy  That  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
pork- packers  from  disposing  of  ofial  or  trimmings  of  hogs, 
nor  shall  any  person,  selling  game,  or  who  may  dispose 
of  any  animals  raised  or  fatted  by  him,  or  whom  may  sell 
fresh  meats  by  the  carcass  or  quantities  not  less  than  by 
the  quarter,  be  deemed  or  held  to  be  a  vender  of  fresh  or 
butchers'  meats  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  als(^ 
to  license  and  regulate  the  selling  or  contracting  for  tht^ 
sale  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  by  samples,  when 
such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  are  thereafter  to  be  sent 
or  delivered  to  the  purchaser.  And  provided  further  ^ 
That  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  for  any  license  under 
this  act,  and  the  fee  for  issuing  the  same  shall  not  exceed 
one  dollar ;  and  said  common  council  may  at  any  time 
revoke  any  license  granted  under  this  act  for  malconducu 
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in  the  course  of  trade ,  and  may  regulate  or  restrain  the 
sale  of  fresh  or  butchers'  meat  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  city,  and  punish  or  restrain  the  iorestalling  of 
poultry,  game,  eggs  or  fruit  within  said  city. 

Second. — To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  play- 
ing of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the  pur 
^pose  of  gaming,  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  any  person 
from  vending,  giving,  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  fermented, 
or  vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  city  council. 

Third. — To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance  and 
disorderly  assemblages  in  said  city,  and  to  provide  for  the 
arrest  and  punishment  of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  • 

be  guilty  of  the  same ;  to   suppress  disorderly  houses  or 
groceries,  and  houses  of  ill- fame,   and  to  provide  for  the 
arrest  and  punishment  of  the  keepers  thereof,  and  to  *^U"  poirew  of  coi 
thorize  the   destruction   of  all   instruments   used   for  the  cu. 
purpose  of  gaming. 

Fourth. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro  • 
eery,  cellar,  tallow-chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery, 
stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  unwholesome,  nause- 
ous house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same 
from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  city. 

Fifth. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter-houses  and  markets,  breweries,  distilleries  ami 
pawn-brokers,  and  to  establish  rates  for,  and  license  ven- 
ders of  gunpowder,  and  regulate  the  storage,  keeping  and 
conveying  of  gunpowder,  or  other  combustible  materials.  i 

Sixth. — ^To  prevent  tho  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes,  alleys,  public  grounds  or  wharves,  with 
carriages,  carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  boxes,  lumber,  firewood, 
posts,  awnings,  or  any  other  materials' or  substances 
whatever. 

Seventh. — To  prevent  and  punish  horse-racing,  immod- . 
erate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets ;  to  compel  persons 
to  fasten  their  horses  or  other  animals,  attached  to  vehicles 
or  otherwise,  while  standing  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate 
places  of  bathing  and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the 
limits  of  said  city. 

Eighth. — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  dis- 
training and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  penalties  oa 
the  owners  of  such  animals   for  yiolation  of  the  ordinan- 
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ceB.  Provided^  That  when  a  sale  of  such  animals  shall 
be  made,  the  proceeds  thereof,  after  deducting  the  expen- 
ses of  distraining,  keeping,  advertising  and  selling  such 
animals,  shall  bo  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer 
^  of  said  city,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  owners  thereof, 
if  called  for  by  such  owner  within  one  year  from  the  day 
i)f  such  sale. 

Ninth.  —To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  and  to  authorize  the  de- 
struction of  the  same  in  a  summary  manner,  when  at  large, 
contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

Tenth. — lo  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 

•  ing,  or  having   within   said  city,  any  putrid  carcass,  or 

other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal 

ot  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  prem- 

i:ses  any  such  substance  ;  or  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork, 

^  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind ;  and  on  default  to  author- 

^werso  coun-.  .^^  ^^^  rcmoval  thcrcof  by  some  competent  officer,  at  the 

expense  of  such  person  or  persons. 

Eleventh. — To  make  and  establish  public  pounds, 
pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  hydrants  and  reservoirs,  and  to 
provide  for  and  conduct  water  into  and  through  said  city, 
and  into  and  through  its  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  and  pub- 
lic grbunds,  and  to  provide  for  and  control  the  erection  of 
waterwo.ks  for  the  supply  of  water  to  its  inhabitants ;  to 
regulate,  and  at  a  reasonable  rate  to  license  haoks,  carta, 
omnibuses,  trucks,  wagons,  and  other  vehicles  engaged  in 
hauling  or  carrying  for  hire,  and  the  charges  of  the  dri- 
vers of  such  vehicles ;  to  regulate,  and  at  a  reasonable 
'  .  rate  to  license  second-hand  stores  and  junk  shops,  and  to 
frect  lamps  and  to  provide  for  lighting  the  city,  and  to 
control  the  erection  of  gas-works,  or  other  works  for 
lighting  the  city,  streets,  public  grounds  and  public  build- 
ings, and  to  create,  alter  and  extend  lamp  districts. 

Twelfth. — To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds,  the  registration  of 
births  and  deaths  and  the  returns  of  the  bills  of  mortality, 
and  regulate  or  prevent  the  burial  of  the  dead  within  the 
city  limits. 

Thirteenth, — To  regulate  the  assize  and  weight  of  bread, 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread 
baked  contrary  thereto. 

Fourteenth. — To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
I  ny  ox,  mule,  cattle,  or  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks  or 
( ther  public  grounds  or  property  in  said  city,  or  in  way 
doing  any  damage  to  such  sidewalks,  grounds  or  property. 
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Fifteenth. — To  prevent  the  shooting  of  firearms  or  crack- 
ers, aod  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in  any 
situation  which  may  be  considered  by  the  council  danger- 
ous to  the  city,  or  any  property  therein,  or  annoying  any 
citizen  thereof. 

Sixteenth. — To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunkenness 
and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of  said  city, 
and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  all  persons 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Seventeenth. — To  restrain  and  regulate  porters;  and 
also  runners,  agents  and  solicitors  for  boats,  vessels,  stages, 
cars,  public  houses  or  other  establishments. 

Eighteenth. — To  establish  public  markets  and  other 
public  buildings,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  same,  to  appoint  suitable  officers  for 
overseeing  and  regulating  such  markets,  and  to  restrain  all         ^ 
persons  from  interrupting  or  interfering  with  the  due  ob*  cS7^' 
servance  of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Nineteenth. — To  provide  for  the  receipt,  storage,  trans- 
portation, safe  keeping,  and  dealing  and  traffic  in  gunpow- 
der, gun-cotton,  petroleum,  kerosene  or  other  dangeroui* 
explosive  or  inflammable  oils  or  substances  within  paid 
city,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof, 
and  to  provide  for  the  nummary  condemnation  or  destruc 
tion  of  any  oi  said  articles  as  may  be  kept,  stored,  dealt 
b,  transported  through  or  received  in  saM  city,  contrary 
to  such  ordinances  as  said  city  may  enact  for  the  safety  of 
life  and  property  therein. 

Twentieth. — To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weigh- 
ing hay  and  selling  the  same,  and  the  measuring  and  selling 
of  firewood,  coal  and  lime,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

Twenty-first. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt,  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalk,  street,  or  alley,  opposite  thereto,  and 
to  compel  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot 
owned  or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances  as  the 
board  oi  health  shall  direct ;  and  in  his  default  to  author 
ize  the  removal  or  destruction  thereof,  by  some  officer  of 
the  city,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Twenty  second. — ^To  construct  or  authorize  any  individ- 
ual or  corporation  to  construct  canals  connecting  Lake 
Superior  with  Superior  Bay,  docks,  piers  or  wharves  in 
the  hike  harbor,  or  bay  of  Superior,  within  said  city,  and 
to  have  a  general  supervision  over  the  same,  so  as  to  se- 
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cure  uniformity  of  construction  and  the  freedom  of  navi- 
gation. Ptovidedj  however^  That  no  wharfage  duties  or 
tolls  shall  be  allowed  or  chargeable  to  any  boat,  vessel  or 
craft  landing  at  any  dock,  pier  or  wharf  within  said  city. 

Twenty-third. — To  regulate,  control  and  prevent  the 
landing  of  persons  from  boats  or  vessels  whereon  are  con- 
tagious or  infectious  diseases  or  disorders,  and  to  make 
such  disposition  of  such  persons  as  to  preserve  the  health 
of  said  city  ;  and  also  to  regulate,  control  and  prevent  the 
landing  and  conveyance  of  paupers  and  persons  in  a  des- 
titute condition,  into  said  city,  and  not  having  a  legal 
settlement  or  residence  therein,  by  any  boat  or  vessel  or 
other  means  of  conveyance,  and  to  require  that  such  per- 
sons shall  be  taken  back  to  the  place  from  whence  they 
may  have  been  brought  by  the  person  or  persons  bringing 
or  leaving  them  in  said  city. 

Twenty-fourth. — ^To  regulate  time,  manner  and  place  of 
holding  public  auction  or  vendues. 

Twenty-fifth. — To  provide  for  watchmen,  and  to  pre- 

powen  of  conn-  Hcrlbe  their  number  and  duties,  and  regulate  the  same; 

^  and  to  create  and  establish  the  police  of  said  city,  and  to 

prescribe  the  number  of  police  officers  and  their  duties, 

and  to  regulate  the  same. 

Twenty  sixth. — To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard 
of  weighty  and  measures;  for  the  appointment,  of  a  city 
sealer,  and  to  require  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed 
by  the  city  sealer,  and  to  provide  punishment  for  the  use 
of  false  weights  and  measures. 

Twenty-seventh. — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  flour, 
pork,  beef,  fish,  salt,  whisky  and  other  liquors  and  pro- 
visions. 

Twenty-eighth. — To  regulate  the  measurement  and  in- 
spection of  lumber,  shingles,  timber,  and  building  ma- 
terials. 

Twenty-ninth. — To  appoint  inspectors,  weighers  and 
guagers ;  to  regulate  their  duties  and  prescribe  their  com- 
pensation. 

Thirtieth. — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and 
preserviufi:  of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets  and  public 
founds.  ^ 

Thirty-first. — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance,  ob- 
struction or  encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  public 
grounds  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Thirty-second. — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance 
injurious  to  the  public  health  or  safety,  and  to  remove 
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•or  require  to  be  removed  any  building  which  by  reason 
of  dilapidation,  detects  in  structure  or  other  causes,  may 
have  or  shall  become  imminently  dangerous  to  life  and 
property  ;  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  all  persons 
^7ho  shall  cause  or  maintain  such  nuisances,  and  to  charge 
and  assess  the  expense  of  removing  or  abating  the  same^ 
'Upon  the  lot  or  lots  upon  which  such  nuisance  or  danger-' 
ous  building  may  be  maintained. 

Thirty-third. — To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regulations 
which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  tor  the  preservation 
^>f  health  and  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  make  regu- 
lations and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  dis- 
eases into  the  city ;  and  to  make  quarantine  laws,  and 
enforce  the  same  within  the  city  limits.  The  jurisdiction 
of  said  city  shall  extend  to  and  be  in  force  over  any  lands 
within  the  county  of  St.  Louis,  purchased  or  used  by  said 
city  for  the  purposes  of  a  quarantine,  for  police  and  sani- 
tary regulations  ;  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  p^^^„^^^^. 
said  city,  and  the  suppression  of  disease  and  abatement  of  cti. 
public  nuisances,  and  the  suppression  of  any  business 
•contrary  to  the  sanitary  regulations  of  the  common  coun- 
cil OT  board  of  health,  the  jurisdiction  of  said  city  shall 
extend  into  Lake  Superior  and  the  Bay  of  Superior  as 
aforesaid. 

Thirty-fourth. — ^To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendi- 
•cants,  street* beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Thirty -fifth. — Fines,  penalties  and  punishments  imposed 
by  the  common  council  for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance, 
by-law  or  regulation  of  said  city,  may  extend  to  a  fine 
noc  exceeding  oiie  hundred  dollars  and  imprisonment  in 
the  city  prison  and  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
or  both,  and  to  be  fed  on  bread  and  water  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  city  justice ;  and  offenders  against  the  same 
may  be  required  to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior, 
and  to  keep  the  peace  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a 
sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Thirty-six.  —The  common  council  of  said  city  may  pro- 
Tide  by  ordinance  that  any  one  convicted  of  an  offence 
beiore  the  city  justice,  subjecting  such  offender  to  impris- 
onment under  the  charter  and  ordinances  of  said  city,  may 
be  kept  at  hard  labor  in  any  workhouse  established  by 
^aidcity  for  that  purpose,  or  in  case  of  a  male  offender, 
may  be  kept  at  hard  labor  during  his  term  of  imprison- 
^ment,  in  such  workhouse  or  upon  the  public  streets  and 
improvements  of  said  city,  or  both ;  and  may  also  provide 
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by  ordinance  that  any  one  convicted  of  an  offenc^  before- 
the  city  justice  as  aforesaid,  and  committed  upon  non- 
payment of  a  fine  imposed,  may  be  kept  at  hard  labor  in 
any  workhouse  ot  said  city  as  aforesaid,  or  in  case  of  a 
male  offender,  may  be  kept  at  hard  labor  either  in  such 
workhouse,  or  upon  the  public  streets  and  improvements, 
or  both,  until  such  person  shall  work  out  the  amount  of 
such  fine  at  such  rate  of  compensation  as  said  common 
council  may  prescribe,  tor  a  time  not  exceeding  the  term 
of  such  commitment ;  and  the  common  council  shall  have 
full  power  to  establish  by  ordinance  all  needful  regulations 
for  the  security  of  such  prisoners  thus  employed,  and  to 
prevent  escape  and  ensure  proper  discipline,  and  shall 
have  power  to  establish  a  suitable  workhouse  in  said  city 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  said  common  council  may  provide ;  l^ovidedy  That 
the  common  council  aforesaid  shall  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  use  the  jail  of  St.  Louis  county  as  the  work- 
house of  the  city  of  Duluth,  provided  for  in  this  act,  the 
prisoners  of  the  city  to  be  as  at  present  in  the  custody  ot 
the  sheriff  of  St.  Louis  county,  except  when  employed 
upon  the  public  streets  and  improvements  of  said  city. 

Seo.  4.     All  ordinances,  regulations,  resolutions  and 
by-laws  shall  be  passed  by  an  affirmative  [vote]  of  a  majority 
.Q^^^i^^g^^  how  ^^  ^^^  members  of  the  common  council  present  by  ayes- 
pMwd^ten     and  noes,  and  published  in  the  official  paper  before  the 
*"     ^°^'  same  shall  be  in  force,  and  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence 
in  any  court  of  the  state,  without  further  proof;  and  they 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  city  clerk  in  books  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose.     No  appropriation  shall  be  made  without 
a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  elect  of  the  commou 
council  in  its  favor,  which  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and 
noes,  and  entered  among  the  proceedings  of  the  council. 
Se^.  5.     The    powers    conferred    upon   the    common 
Nainiioei,        couucil  to  providc  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisan- 
ces, shall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceed- 
ings in  the  courts  according  to  law.     Depots,  houses,  or 
buildings  of  any  kind  within  the  limits  ot  said  city,  where- 
in more  than  twenty-five  pounds  of  gunpowder,  or  more 
than  five   barrels   of  thirty  six  gallons   each,    lor  such 
greater  or  less  quantity  as  said  common  council  may  direct 
by  ordinance,)    of  petroleum,   kerosene,  naptha,  or  in- 
flammable or  explosive  oils  or  subst*mce8  are  deposited » 
stored  or  kept  at  any  one  time ;  gamblmg  houses,  housea 
of  ill-fame,  disorderly  taverns,  and  houses  or  places  where 
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8pirituous,  vinous  or  fermeDted  liquors  are  sold  without 
licence  required  therefor,  withia  the  limits  of  said  city,  are 
hereby  declared  and  shall  be  deemed  public  or  common 
naisanccs. 

Sec.  6.  The  common  council  shall  examine,  audit,  and 
adjust  the  accounts  of  the  clerk,  treasurer,  street  commis- 
8ioner,city  justice, wharfmaster and  other  officers  and  agents 
of  the  city.,  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also  ^^^'n^ta!^^ 
at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before  the  term  for  which  the 
officers  of  said  city  were  elected  or  appointed  shall  have 
eipired.  And  the  common  council  shall  require  each  and 
every  such  officer  and  agent  to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts 
and  vouchers  for  such  examination  and  settlement ;  and  if 
any  such  officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
orders  of  said  council  in  the  discharge  of  their  said  duties, 
in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
render  his  accounts  or  present  his  books  and  vouchers  to 
said  council,  or  a  committee  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  common  council  to  declare  the  office  of  such  person 
vacant.  And  the  common  council  shall  order  suits  and 
proceedings  at  law  against  any  officer  and  a^ent  of  said 
city,  who  may  be  found  delinquent  or  defaulting  in  his 
accounts,  or  in  the  dischai^e  oi  his  official  duties ;  and 
^all  make  a  full  record  of  all  such  settlements  and  adjust- 
ments. 

CHAPTER  V. 

FINANGES  AND  TAXATION. 

Seo.  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  levy 
upon  all  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  city,  ex- 
cept such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  this  state, 
taxes  for  the  support  of  the  city  government  and  payment 
of  its  debts  and  liabilities,  and  the  same  shall  bo  assessed  J^^X&tt^ 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law.  The  said  common  coun-  Ko^wnment. 
cil  may  levy  an  annual  tax  upon  all  property  in  said  city 
taxable  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  to  and  for  the  specific 
purposes  following ;  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  con* 
tained  shall  prevent  the  assessment,  levy  and  collection  of 
special  taxes  as  provided  by  chapter  seven  of  this  act 
upon  any  and  all  real  estate  within  said  city,  notwithstand- 
ing the  same  m^y  have  been  heretofore  exempt  from  tax- 
ation under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

First. — ^To  provide  a  general  fund  for  the  purchase  of 
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ground  and  erecting  and  repairing  buildings  for  city  pur- 
poses and  to  pay  the  general  current  and  incidental  ex- 
penses o(  the  city,  including  salaries  of  officers,  police, 
street  force,  fire  department,  lighting  the  city,  printing 
and  stationery,  and  for  a  contingent  fund  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  to  provide  for  the  preservation 
of  the  health  of  the  city ;  but  the  amount  of  money  to  be 
raised  for  the  above  purposes  shall  only  be  so  much  as  will 
he  necessary,  in  addition  to  amount  received  fiom  licenses, 
tines,  bridge  tolls,  wharfage,  markets,  and  other  incidental 
sources,  for  an  economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
the  city,  and  shall  not  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of 
the  assessed  value  ot  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  ;  and 
the  money  so  raised  shall  not  be  expended  lor  any  other 
purpose  than  above  stated. 

Second. — To  provide  a  street  improvement  fund  for 
the  opening  and  improving  of  streets,  the  construction  of 
sidewalks,  sewers  and  other  improvements  of  a  public 
character,  there  may  be  levied  annually  a  tax  not  exceed- 
ing five  mills  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  propeity  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  levy  shall  be  made  by  said  common 
council  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year, 
and  the  same  shall  be  entered  upon  the  tax  duplicates  for 

the  county  ot  St.  Louis,  and  collected  annually  in  like 

be  due.  manner  aa  state  and  county  taxes  are  collected.     Provided^ 

That  the  said  city  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  ou  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  and  no  general  law  of 
the  state  extending  the  time  for  the  payment  of  such  taxes, 
or  remitting  costs  or  penalties  for  non-payment  thereof, 
^hall  apply  to  the  said  city  taxes,  (except  school  taxes), 
unless  the  said  law  shall  specially  name  the  same ;  And 
provided  further^  That  the  board  of  equalization  for  said 
county  of  St.  Louis  shall  not  have  power  or  authority  to 
abate,  alter  or  amend  the  city  assessment  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  as  returned  by  the  city  assessor,  nor  shall 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  St.  Louis  county 
have  power  or  authority  to  extend  the  time  for  the  pay- 
ment of  city  taxes,  or  to  remit  any  costs  or  penalties  for 
non-payment  thereof,  without  first  reporting  the  same  for 
the  action  and  approval  of  said  common  council,  who  may 
approve,  disapprove,  or  modify  the  action  of  said  board 
of  equalization,  or  of  said  board  of  county  commissioners. 
Provided^  That  such  disapproval  or  modification  shall  be 
made  within  twenty  days  after  the  same  is  proposed  and 
submitted  to  said  common  council.

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Sec.  3.  The  county  treasurer  ot  the  county  of  St.  Louis  whentixM  tob? 
«hall  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer  for  said  city,  all  taxes  freUu?o?!*  *^^ 
by  him  collected  belonging  to  said  city,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  each  month  next  after  such  collections  are  made. 
And  thereafter,  whenever  the  said  county  treasurer  shall 
pay  over  to  said  city  treasurer,  any  taxes  belonging  to 
said  city,  and  collected  under  the  levy  provided  for  by . 
said  section  four,  he  shall  credit  each  of  the  said  respec- 
tive funds  with  its  proportionate  amount  of  such  payment 
according  to  the  tax  levy  for  such  separate  fund,  and  the 
same  shall  remain  so  credited,  and  shall  not  be  paid  out  by 
said  treasurer  except  in  payment  of  such  fund  for  which 
said  funds  shall  have  been  levied  and  collected.  And  no 
ordinance,  resolution  or  order  of  said  common  coun- 
cil, or^any  committee  thereof,  or  officer  of  said  city,  shall 
warrant  or  authorize  the  said  treasurer  to  divert  any  of 
said  separate  funds  from  the  legitimate  purposes  for  which 
the  same  were  collected  and  credited  as  aforesaid,  or  to 
borrow  or  transfer  any  balance  or  portion  of  one  of  said 
funds  to  the  credit  of  the  other. 

Sec.  4.     All  funds  in  the  city  treasury  shall  be  under  ooundi  to  control 
the  control  ot  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  paid  out  JtaJj^JJ^'Sir 
upon  the  order  of  the  mayor  and  clerk,  countersigned  by  tr^nrferred. 
the  comptroller,  duly  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the^common 
council.     Moneys  out  of  the  street  improvement  fund  shall 
only  be  drawn  out  upon  orders  drawn  upon  such  fuud  by 
virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  common  council.     All  orders 
shall  be  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  in  whose  favor 
they  may  be  drawn,  and  they  may  be  transferred  by  en- 
dorsement. 

Sec.  5.     That  in  order  to  meet  the  liability  of  said  city 
to  the  Lake  Superior  &  Mississippi  Railroad  Company, 
for  moneys  expended  and  to  be  expended  by  said  compa-  M«|^e,>ondi 
ny,  under  an  agreement  with  the  citizens  of  Duluth  in  the  -'«wfc*t pur- 
construction  of  a  breakwater,  and  in  the  improvement  of  howpftid. 
the  lake  and  bay  harbors  of  said  city,  the  common  council 
shall  have  power  and  it  is  authorized  and  required  when- 
ever said  expenditure  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  have 
been  made  by  said  company  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  to  issue  and  deliver  to  said  railroad  company  the 
bonds  of  said  city  of  the  denomination  of  five  hundred 
dollars  each,  payable  to  said  company  or  bearer,  at  some 
designated  agency  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  principal 
of  said  bonds  to  become  due  and  payable  in  twenty  years 
from  date  thereof,  with  interest  coupons,  interest  at  the 
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«  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  Beniiannually 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  aforesaid.  That  the  faith  of 
said  city  stand  pledged  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the 
semi-annual  interest  and  principal  aforesaid.  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  common  council,  upon' the  issuance  of 
said  bonds,  to  cause  a  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  annu- 
ally thereafter,  to  an  iimount  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest 
and  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  ultimate  payment  of 
the  principal  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  H.  That  in  order  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
city,  and  extinguish  or  fund  its  indebtedness,  the  common 
council  may  from  time  to  time  issue  and  dispose  of  it& 
How  iiabuitiet  to  bouds  payable  to  bearer,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  fifty  thousand  dollars,  such  bonds  to  be  oi 
such  amount  and  denomination  each,  as  the  common  coun- 
cil may  deem  best,  to  be  payable  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
at  an  agency  of  said  city,  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  with  interest  coupons  attached, 
interest  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  principal  of  said 
bonds  at  such  time  after  the  date  thereof,  not  exceeding 
fifteen  years,  as  said  common  council  may  determine.  The 
faith  of  the  city  is  irrevocably  pledged  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds ;  and  to  secure  the 
same,  a  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  annually  after 
such  issue  for  said  purpose..

CHAPTER  VI. 


OPENING  AND  VACATING  STREETS,  ALLEYS,  ET^. 


Ooandl  to  con- 
trol falghwATi. 


Section  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  care, 
supervision  and  control  of  all  public  highways,  bridges, 
streets,  alleys,  public  squares  and  grounds  within  the  limits 
of  said  city,  and  shall  cause  all  streets  which  may  have 
been  opened  and  graded,  to  be  kept  open  and  in  repair 
and  free  from  nuisances. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  of  said  city,  by  a  vote  of 
not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  and  con- 
stituting a  quorum  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting,  such 
vote  to  embrace  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect,  shall 
p«rtyin^bo'  have  powcr  to  lay  out,  open,  alter  and  vacate  public 
squares,  streets,  grounds,  highways  and  alleys,  and  to 
widen  and  straighten  the  same.  Provided^  That  whenever 
it  shall  be  required  to  take  private  property  for  the  pur- 
poses above  stated,  they  sball  proceed  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided. 
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First. — The  common  council,  upon  ordering  an  improve- 
ment above  mentioned  to  be  made,  shall  appoint  as  many 
i^omtnissioners  as  there  may  be  wards  of  said  city,  select- 
ing one  from  each  ward,  who  shall  be  a  disinterested  free- 
holder and  qualified  voter  of  said  city,  to  view  the  premises, 
:ind  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  occasioned  by  the 
taking  of  private  property  or  otherwise,  in  making  said 
improvement.  Said  commissioner  shall  be  notified  as  soon 
as  practicable  by  the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  to  attend  at 
his  office,  at  a  time  fixed  by  him,  for  the  purpose  of 
qnalifying  and  entering  upon  their  duties  ;  and  in  case  any 
sach  commissioner,  upon  being  so  notified,  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  attend  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  to  said  city,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  be  p:osecuted  therefor,  before  the  city  justice  of  ?ropeSy ^mSy  be 
said  city,  as  in  the  case  of  fines  imposed  for  a  violation  of  ****^°- 
an  ordinance  ot  said  city ;  and  the  commissioners  in  at 
tendance  shall  be  au'  horized  to  appoint  ar'other  commis- 
sioner or  commissioners  in  place  of  any  absentee  or 
absentees  aforesaid,  selected  from  the  ward  in  each  case 
not  represented,  and  possessing  the  qualifications  aforesaid. 
lu  all  other  caoes  of  vacancy,  the  common  council  shall  fill 
fcuch  vacancy. 

Second. — The  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by  the  city 
clerk  to  discharge  their  [duties]  as  commissioners  in  the 
matter,  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  make  due 
return  of  their  actions  and  doings  to  the  common  council. 

Third. — The  said  commissioners  shall,  with  all  reason 
able  speed,  with  the  assistance  of  the  city  surveyor  of 
Slid  city,  cause  a  survey  and  plat  of  the  proposed  improve- 
ment, to  be  made  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  exhibiting 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  land  or  parcels  of  property  re- 
quired to  be  taken,  or  which  may  be  damaged  thereby, 
and  shall  thereupon  give  notice  by  publication  in  the  offi  - 
cial  newspaper  of  said  city,  for  at  least  ten  days,  to  the 
effect  that  such  plat  has  been  filed,  aud  that  the  said  com- 
missioners will  meet  at  a  place  and  time  designated  by 
tliem,  and  thence  proceed  to  view  the  premises,  aud  assess 
the  damages  for  property  to  be  taken,  or  which  may  be 
damaged  by  such  improvement. 

Fourth. — At  the  time  aud  place  appointed  according  to 
said  notice,  the  said  commissioners  shall  view  the  premi- 
ses, and  may  heaf  any  evidence  or  proof  offered  by  the 
parties  interested,  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day  it  ueces- 
jiary,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.     When  their  view  and 
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hearing  aforesaid  shall  he  concluded,  they  shall  determine 
and  assess  the  amount  ot  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  each  parcel  of  property  proposed  to  be  taken 
or  which  may  be  damaged  by  said  improvement,  and  in  so 
doing  shall  take  into  consideration  the  value  of  the  pro- 
perty proposed  to  be  taken,  with  such  other  damage  as^ 
may  be  incident  thereto,  and  also  the  advantages  which  will 
accrue  to  such  owner  or  owners  in  making  such  improve- 
ment. 

Fifth. — If  there  should  be  any  building  standing  in 
whole  or  in  part  upon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  in  each  case  determine  and  assess  the 
amount  of  damages  which  should  be  paid  to  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  in  case  such  building  or  so  much  thereof 
as  might  be  necessary,  should  be  taken,  and  shall  also  de* 
termine  and  assess  the  amount  of  damages  to  bo  paid  to 
such  owner  or  owners  in  case  he  or  they  should  elect  to 
How  private  icmove  such  buildiug,  and  the  damages  in  relation  to 
SlkJnr^"*^^*  Ijuildings  aforesaid  shall  be  assessed  Eepaiately  from  the 
damages  in  relation  to  the  land  upon  which  they  are 
erected. 

Sixth. — If  the  lands  and  buildings  belong  to  different 
persons,  or  it  the  land  be  subject  to  lease,  mortgage  or 
judgment,  or  it  there  be  any  estate  ia  it  less  than  an  estate  in 
lee,  the  injury  or  damage  done  to  such  persons  or  interesti^ 
lespectively,  may  be  awarded  to  them  by  the  commis- 
.sioners,  k-ss  the  benefit  resulting  to  them  from  the  im- 
provement. 

Seventh. — The  said  commissioners  having  ascertained 
and  assessed  the  damage  aforesaid,  shall  make  and  file 
with  the  city  clerk,  a  written  report  to  the  common  coun- 
cil, of  their  action  in  the  premises,  embracing  a  schedule 
or  assessment  of  the  damages  in  each  case,  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  and  the  name  of  the  owners,  it  known  to 
them,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  costs  of  the  proceeding. 

Eighth. — Upon  such  report  being  filed  in  the  ofiice  of 
the  city  clerk,  said  city  clerk  shall  give  at  least  ten  days 
notice,  by  publication  in  the  official  newspaper  of  said 
city,  to  the  effect  that  such  jtssessment  has  been  returned, 
and  that  the  same  will  be  confirmed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, at  a  meeting  thereof,  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  un- 
less objections  are  made  in  writing,  by  persons  interested 
in  any  land  required  to  be  taken.  Any  persons  interested 
in  buildings  standing  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  any  land 
required  to  be  taken  by  such  improvement,  shall,  on  or 
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before  the  time  specified  in  said  notice,  notify  the  common 
council  in  writing  of  their  election  to  remove  8uch  build- 
ings according  to  the  awaru  of  the  commissioners.  The 
common  council ,  upon  the  day  fixed  for  the  consideration 
of  such  report,  or  at  such  subsequent  meeting  to  which 
the  same  may  stand  over  or  be  referred,  shall  have  power 
in  their  discretion,  to  confirm,  revise,  or  annul  the  assess- 
ment, giving  due  consideration  to  any  objections  interposed 
by  parties  interested. 

Ninth. — The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  funds  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  paid  or  tendered, 
or  deposited  and  set  apart  in  the  treasury  of  said  city,  to 
and  for  the  use  of  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  within  six 
months  from  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  and  re- 
port, and  the  land  or  property  required  to  be  taken  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  appropriated  until  the 
damages  awarded  therefor  to  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be 
paid  or  tendered  to  the.  owner  or  his  assent,  or  deposited 
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and  set  apart  for  his  use  as  aforesaid  ;  and  in  case  the  said  property  may  be 
city  should  be  unable  to  determine  to  whom  the  damages  ****"' 
in  any  particular  case  so  awarded  should  be  paid,  or  in 
case  of  disputed  claims  in  relation  thereto,  the  damages 
in  such  case  may  be  deposited,  by  order  of  the  common 
council,  in  the  district  court  of  St.  Louis  county,  in  the 
same  manner  as  moneys  are  paid  into  court  until  the  par- 
ties entitled  thereto  shall  substantiate  their  claim  to  the 
same. 

Tenth. — In  case  any  owner  or  owners  of  buildings  as 
aforesaid,  shall  have  elected  in  manner  aforesaid  to  re- 
moye  his  or  their  buildings,  he  or  they  shall  so  remove 
them  within  thirty  days  irom  the  confirmation  of  said  re- 
port, or  within  such  further  time  as  the  common  council 
may  allow  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  thereupon  be  entitled 
to  payment  from  said  city  of  the  amount  of  damages 
awarded  in  such  case,  in  case  of  removal.  When  such 
person  or  persons  shall  not  have  elected  to  remove  such 
buildings,  or  shall  have  neglected  (after  having  elected  to 
remove),  to  remove  the  same,  within  the  time  prescribed, 
iiuch  buildings,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
upon  payment  or  depositing  the  damages  awarded  for  such 
taking,  in  manner  aforesaid,  may  be  then  taken  and  ap- 
propriated, sold  or  disposed  ot,  as  the  common  council 
shall  direct,  and  the  same,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  shall 
belong  to  said  citv. 

Eleventh. — When  any  known  owner  ot  lands  or  tene- 
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meuts,  affected  by  any  proceeding  under  this  act,  shall  be 
an  infant,  or  labor  under  legal  disability,  the  judge  of  the 
district  court  of  St.  Louis  county,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
judge  of  any  court  of  record  may,  upon  application  of 
said  commissioners,  or  of  said  city,  or  such  party,  or  his 
next  friend,  appoint  a  suitable  guardian  for  such  party, 
and  all  notices  required  by  this  act,  shall  be  served  upon 
such  guardian. 

Twelfth. — Any  person  feeling  himself   aggrieved    by 
such  assessment,  may,  by  notice  in  writing,  served^ on  the 
mayor  of  said  city,  a  copy  whereof,  with  proof  of  service, 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court 
of  the  county  of  St,  Louis,  within  twenty  days  from  the 
time  of  the  confirmation  of  said  report  or  assessment,  ap- 
peal from  such  assessment  to  the  district  court  aforesaid, 
when  such  appeal  shall  be  tried  by  the  court  and  jury,  as 
in  ordinary  cases ;  but  no  pleadings  shall  be  required,  and 
the  party  appealing  shall  specify,  in  the  notice  of  appeal, 
the  grounds  ot  objection  to  such  assessment,  and  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  have  any  other  objections  than  those  speci- 
fied, considered,  and  a  transcript  of  such  report,  certified 
by  the  city  clerk,  or  the  original  thereof,  shall  be  primi 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated,  and  that  such 
assessment  was  regular  and  just,  and  made  in  conformity 
to   law.      The  judgment  of  such   court  shall  be  final. 
Such  appeal  shall  be  entered  and  brought  on  for  trial,  and 
be  governed  by  the  same  rules  in  all  other  respects  as  a^)  • 
peals  from  justices  of  peace  in  civil  suits. 

Sec.  3.     Whenever  any  public  ground,  street  or  alley

where.  ^    *^ "~  visions  of  this  chapter,  the  common  council  shall  cause  an 

accurate  survey  and  profile  thereof  to  be  made  and  filed 

in  the  office  of  the  city  surveyor,  and  also  filed  in  the  office 

of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  of  St.  Louis. 

Sbo.  4.  No  public  grounds,  streets,  alleys,  or  high- 
ways within  said  city  shall  be  vacated  or  discontinued  by 
the  common  council,  except  upon  the  petition  of  a  major- 
wheaatreeu,  ity  of  the  owucrs  of  property  on  the  line  of  such  public 
AcM««ybe'  grounds,  streets,  alleys,  or  highways,  resident  within  the 
said  city ;  such  petition  shall  set  forth  the  facts  and  reasons 
for  such  vacation,  accompanied  by  a  plat  of  such  public 
grounds,  streets,  alleys,  or  highways,  proposed  to  be  va- 
cated, and  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  at  least  two  of 
the  petitioners.  The  common  council  shall  thereupon,  if 
they  deem  it  expedient  that  the  matter  should  be  proceed- 
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-ed  with,  order  the  petition  to  be  filed  of  record  with  the 
city  clerky  who  shall  give  notice  by  publication  in  the  .

The  common 
council,  or  such  committee  as  may  be  appointed  by  them 
for  the  purpose  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  shall  in- 
vestigate and  consider  the  said  matter,  and  shall  hear  the 
testimony  and  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  parties  interested. 
The  common  council  thereupon  after  hearing  the  same,  or 
upon  the  report  of  such  committee,  in  favor  of  granting 
such  petition,  may  by  a  resolution  passed  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  all  the  members  elect,  declare  such  public  fi;round8, 
streets,  alleys,  or  highways,  vacated,  which  said  resolu- 
tion, after  the  same  shall  go  into  effect,  shall  be  published 
as  in  the  case  of  ordinances,  and  thereupon  a  transcript  of 
^Qch  resolution  duly  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  shall  be 
filed  for  record  and  duly  recorded  in  the  oflice  of  the  reg- 
ister of  deeds  of  the  county  of  St.  Louis. 

Seo.  5.     Any  person  aggrieved  thereby,  may  within 
twenty  days  after  the  publication  thereof,  appeal  to  the  ApDeAisnAjbe 
district  court  of  St.  Louis  county,  under  the  same  regula-  ^*o5irt!*''^' 
tions  as  in  the  case  of  opening  streets  and  alleys,  and  the 
jadgment  of  the  court  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  keep 
in  his  office  a  record  of  all  proceedings  taken  under  this 
chapter,  and  after  the  confirmation  of  any  report  men- 
tioned in  sections  two  and  four  of  this  chapter,  said  clerk 
shall  carefully  record  and  transcribe  in  such  record  all 
the  proceedings  taken  in  relation  to  the  matter  in  said 
report,  including  all  petitions,  orders,  and  appointments 
of  commissioners,  returns  and  reports  of  commissioners, 
notices  and  proofs  of  publication  thereof,  and  orders  or 
resolutions  of  the  council,  and  the  said  record,  or  a  certi- 
fied transcript  thereof  or  the  original  papers,  petitions, 
proofs  of  publication,  orders  or  resolutions,  on  file  in  his 
office,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
contained,  in  any  court  in  this  state.

such  improvements  shall  be  superintended  by  the  street 
commissioner  of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  common  council  shall  deem  it 
necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  sidewalk  within  the 
city,  they  shall  require  the  street  commissioner  to  notify 
the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot  adjoining  such  sidewalk 
to  make  or  repair  the  same  at  his  own  proper  cost  and 
charge,  by  publication  in  the  official  paper  once  each  week 
for  three  successive  weeks.  If  such  work  is  not  done  in 
the  manner  and  within  the  time  prescribed,  the  common 
council  shall  order  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  lots  adjoining  such  sidewalks,  and  the  expense  thereot* 
shall  be  assessed  and  be  a  lien  upon  such  lots  so  chargea- 
ble by  the  street  commissioner  and  returned  to  the  com- 
mon council  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  under 
the  same  regulations  as  assessments  for  street  improve- 
ments, and  shall  bear  a  like  rate  of  interest  after  confirma- 
tion. Ptovided  aho^  That  the  portions  of  Union  street 
and  Lake  avenue  south  of  Superior  street  as  surveyed 
and  platted  tor  the  Western  Land  Association  of  Minne- 
sota, by  Frank  B.  Smith,  engineer,  shall  be  deemed  public 
streets  and  may  be  graded  and  improved  as  such,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  chapter. 

Sec.  3.     The  cost  and  expense  of  surveying  streets, 

Exp«nte  of  rar-  avcuues,  allcys,  sidewalks,  sewers,  and  estimating  work 

d*n!'"rtree?«.*ltc.I  thereon,  and  of  repairing  and  cleansing  streets,  avenues 

how  paid.         i^jj^j  alleys,  and  of  constructing  and  repairing  reservoirs 

and  sewers,  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable  out  of  the 

street  improvement  fund ;  graveling,  grading,  planking, 

macadamizing  or  paving  streets,  avenues  and  alleys  to  the 

center  thereof,  shall  be  chargeable  and  payable  by  the 

lots  fronting  on  such  street,  avenue  or  alley  within  the 

line  of  improvement  so  far  as  the  work  extends  ;  and  the 

whole  expense  thereof  shall  be  assessed  upon  such  lots  in 

proportion  to  their  fronts  thereon.     Sewers  and  drains 

communicating  with  main  sewers  or  drains,  may  [be]  built 
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by  order  of  the  common  council,  through  any  street, 
avenae  or  alley  for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  lots  front- 
ing such  street,  avenue  or  alley,  and  in  such  case  the 
expense  thereof  may  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  so  drained 
and  benefited  and  being  within  the  line  of  improvement. 

Sec.  4.     The  common  council  shall  cause  to  be  estab- 
Used,  imder  the  direction  of  the  engineer,  the  grade  of  all 
streets,  sidewalks  and  alleys,  in  said  city,  and  shall  cause 
accurate  profiles  thereof  to  be  made,  one  of  which  skill  bo 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  St.  Louis 
county ;  and  should  the  grade  so  established  be  at  any 
time  thereafter  altered,  all  damages,  costs  and  charges  street^ 
arising  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  the  owner  l^^Mr^"^ 
of  any  lot,  or  parcel  of  land,  or  tenement,  which  may  be  S?we2gS^«i^ 
affected  or  injured  in  consequence  of  the  alteration  of  such  []*"  Jj'iJSney* 
grade ;  Provided^  That  in  case  a  change  of  an  established  -)»ow  obliged: 
grade  shall  be  ordered  by  the  common  council,  notice  of 
such  order  shall  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  the 
city,  and  any  property  holder  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by 
8uch  order  may,  within  twenty  days  after  the  publication 
of  such  order,  appeal  therefrom  to  the  district  court  of  St. 
Louis  county,  in  the  manner  provided  tor  appeals  in  sec- 
tion two  of  chapter  six  of  this  act.     On  the  trial  of  such 
appeal  such  court  shall  have  full  power  to  determine  the 
necessity  or  expediency  of  such  proposed  change  of  grade, 
and  all  other  questions  involved  in  such  appeal ;  and  sucb 
order  of  the  common  council  shall  not  take  effect  until 
twenty  days  from  its  publication  as  aforesaid,  nor  pending 
such  appeal ;  also  the  common  council  shall  at  as  early  a 
time  as  practicable,  direct  the  city  engineer  to  report  a 
plan  for  a  system  of  sewerage  for  said  city.

modifications ;  or  they  may  reject  the  said  plan  and  pro-    • 
file,  and  appoint  another  engineer  to  prepare  the  same,  if 
such  new  appointment  shall  be  deemed  best  for  the  inter 
est  of  said  city.     When  the  said  plan  and  profile  shall 
have  been  perfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  common 
council,  they  may  by  resolution  adopt  and  establish  the 
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same,  a  certified  copy  of  which  resolution  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  city  clerk  upon  the  plan  and  profile  so  adopted.

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  owners  ot  lots  or 
parcels  of  ground  abutting  upon  any  street,  avenue  or 
alley  desire  such  street,  avenue  or  alley  to  be  graded, 
and  paved,  or  any  part  of  said  street,  avenue  or  alley 
to  be  graded  or  improved  at  the  expense  of  the  lots 
or  parcels  of  ground  abutting  upon  such  street,  avenue 
for^idjng  or  alley,  or  the  part  of  such  street,  avenue  or  alley,  a  pe- 
te^D  toYo?eit  tition  in  writing  denominating  such  street,  avenue  or  alley 
hL^w^'df'*'^*  so  desired  to  be  graded,  paved  or  improved,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  common  council  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
owners  of  the  property  upon  such  street,  avenue  or  alley, 
or  of  the  part  thereof  so  desired  to  be  improved,  and  upon 
presentation  of  any  such  petition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  common  council  to  pass  a  resolution  requiring  the  street 
commissioner,  with  the  assistance  of  the  city  engineer,  to 
examine  the  premises  described  in  the  petition,  and  to  re- 
port the  grade  thereof,  if  any,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
whole  expense  of  the  proposed  improvement,  together 
with  a  list  or  statement  ot  the  lots  chargeable  with  such 
expense,  and  the  owners  names,  it  known,  and  the  pro- 
portions 6f  the  expense,  in  their  judgment,  chargeable 
upon  each  lot.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  report,  the 
common  council  if  satisfied  that  such  petition  has  been 
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sigDC'd  by  a  majority  of  the  property  owners,  as  in  this 
cbipter  provided,  shall  adopt  a  resolution  declaring  that 
such  improvement  shall  be  made,  and  authorize  and  require 
the  street  commissioner  to  cause  notice  to  be  given  in  the 
official  paper  of  the  city  for  at  least  three  consecutive 
weeks,  that  written  proposals  will  be  received  by  him  at 
his  office,  by  a  certain  time  therein  stated,  for  the  grad- 
ing, paving  or  other  improvement  so  authorized,  and  that 
the  same  will  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder^  and 
for  an  amount  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  the  estimated 
r^ort  of  said  street  comraisdioner  and  engineer,  on  file 
with  the  city  clerk.     That  it  satlomoiury  bids  are  not  made 
within  the  time  so  specified,  the  notice  heretoforejequired, 
may  be  again  given  until  a  bid  within  such  estimated  cost 
shall  be  received ;  and  that  the  street  commissioner  and 
city  engineer  shall  open  and  consider  said  bids,  and  if  sat-

ground  benefited  thereby,  certificates  so  to  be  issued  to 
specify  the  lot  or  parcel  so  benefited,  to  bear  interest  from 
the  date  thereof,  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum 
until  paid,  but  no  certificate  shall  issue  until  said  work  or 
improvement  shall  have  been  completed  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  common  council.     That  said  street  commissioner  shall 
[sign]  such  contract  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city 
of  Duluth,  and  upon  the  making  and  signing  of  said  con* 
tract  and  the  bond  required  to  secure  the  performance  of 
the  same,  the  same  shall  be  presented  to  the  common 
council,  and  when  approved  by  a  resolution  of  the  common 
council  shall  become  obligatory  upon  the  parties  thereto.

differeut  wards  established  by  law  shall  constitute  elective 
districts  for  state  and  county  as  well  as  city  elections ; 
and  the  mode  of  conducting  all  state  .and  county  elections 
in  said  city  shall  be  in  the  manner  herein  provided  in  ref- 
erence to  city  elections,  except  that  the  returns  thereof 
dhall  be  made  by  the  judges  of  election  to  the  county  audi- 
tor of  the  county  of  Scott,  within  the  time  and  manner 
prescribed  by  law. 

Seo.  7.  The  elections  in  said  city  phall  be  held  and 
inducted  by  the  aldermen  in  each  ward,  who  shall  be  J^?eSiSSi^' 
the  judges  of  election  in  their  respective  wards  in  all  elec-  Jjjjj^^jj*  **• 
tions  of  state,  county  or  city  officers,  and  shall  take  the 
usoal  oaths  or  affirmations  as  prescribed  by  the  general 
laws  of  the  state  to  be  taken  by  judges  of  elections,  and 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  clerks  of  such  elections,  and 
to  administer  the  necessary  oaths.  Said  elections  shall  be 
held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  penalties  as  provided  for  state  and  county  elections, 
and  vacancies  among  the  judges  thereof  filled  as  required 
by  the  laws  of  this  state  regarding  elections ;  Provided^ 
That  no  alderman  shall  be  a  judge  of  an  election  at  which 
he  is  a  candidate  for  any  office.  In  such  case  the  office  of 
judge  of  election  shall  be  considered  vacant  and  filled  as 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  When  a  city  election  shall  be  closed  and  the 
Qomber  of  votes  for  each  person  V')tf^d,for  shall  have  been 
<Munted  and  ascertained,  the  said  judges  shall  make  re- 
turns thereof,  stating  therein  the  number  of  votes  for  each 
person  for  each  and  every  officer,  and  shall  deliver  or  cause  to  m«kereiarau> 
to  be  delivered  such  returns  to  the  clerk  of  the  common  **"^^'**"'**^"* 
council,  within  three  days  after  auy  election,  and  the  com- 
mon council  shall  meet  and  canvass  said  returns  and  declare 
the  result,  as  it  appears  from  the  same,  within  three  days 
thereafter.  The  recorder  of  the  common  council  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  officer  or  officers  elected,  of  their 
election,  by  written  notice  served  upon  such  officers  in

Seo.  9.  Special  elections  to  fill  vacancies,  or  for  any 
other  purpose,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  by  the  alder- 
men of  each  ward,  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  returns- 
thereof  made»  in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  in  general 
and  annual  elections,  and  within  such  time  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  resolution. 

Sbo.  10  Any  officer  removing  from  the  city  or  ward 
for  which  he  is  elected,  or  any  officer  who  shall  refuse 
or  neglect,  for  ten  days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  ap- 
pointment, to  enter  upon  the  dischai^e  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  office,  and 
the  common  council  shall  proceed  to  fill  the  vacancy  as 
herein  prescribed. 

Sec.  11.  The  term  of  every  officer  elected  imder  thia 
law  shall  commence  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April,  of 
the  year  for  which  he  was  elected,  and  shall,  unless  other- 
wise provided,  continue  for  one  year,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  12.  Should  there  be  a  failure  by  the  people  to 
elect  any  officer  herein  required  to  be  elected  on  the  day 
designated,  the  common  council  may  order  a  new  election 
to  be  held,  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  being 
given. 

CHAPTER  m. 


OflBceri  to  take 
oath  i&nd  glTO 
bonds. 


Seotiok  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  this  act  shall,  before  be  enters  upon  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office,  and 
file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  administenng  the 
same,  with  the  city  recorder ;  and  the  treasurer,  street  com- 
missioner,  recorder,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  oonunon 
council  may  direct,  shall  severally,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  execute  to  the  city 
ot  Shakopee  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  sureties,  satisfactory 
to  the  common  council;  and  such  bonds  shall  contain 
such  penal  *sums,  and  such  conditions  as  the  conunon 
council  may  deem  proper;  and  they  may  from  time  to 
time  require  new  or  additional  bonds,  and  remove  from 
office  any  officer  refusing  or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Sec.  i*  The  mayor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  of 
the  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  are  duly  observed 
and  enforced,  and  that  all  other  executive  officers  of  the 
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city  discharge  their  respeotiye  duties.  He  riiall  from  time  i>nii«of 
to  time  eive  the  common  couocil  such  informatiou,  and  re- 
oommend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  to 
the  city.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
and  head  of  the  police  of  the  city,  and  shall  appoint  such 
police  officers  and  watchmen,  except  when  otherwise 
provided  for ;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbanoes, 
he  may  appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  con- 
stables as  he  may  deem  necessary ;  and  any  police  officer 
or  watchman  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  aforesaid, 
may  be  discharged  from  office  by  him,  whenever  in  his 
opinion  the  wel£are  of  the  city  may  demand  it,  or 
a  reduction  of  their  number  renders  it  necessary.  All 
ordinances  and  resolutions  shall,  before  they  take  effect, 
be  presented  to  the  mayor,  and  if  he  approves  thereof  he 
shall  sign  the  same,  and  such  as  he  shall  not  sign  he  shall 
return  to  the  common  council,  with  his  objections  thereto,  ^ 
by  depositing  with  the  recorder  to  be  presented  to  the 
common  council  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter.  And 
upon  the  return  of  any  resolution  or  ordinance  by  the 
mayor,  the  vote  by  which  the  same  was  passed  shall  be 
reconsidered,  and  if,  after  such  reconsideration,  the  common 
council  shall  pass  the  same  by  a  vote  ot  two4hirds  et  all  its 
members,  it  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  approved  by 
the  mayor,  and  in  such  case  the  vote  shall  be  by  ayes  and 
noes,  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  record  of  the  recorder. 
If  any  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  not  be  relurned  by 
the  mayor  within  live  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  have  the 
same  effect  as  if  approved  by  him.

nag  the  absence  of  the  mayor  from  the  city,  or  his  ina- 
bility, from  any  cause,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice, the  said  president  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
dischaige  all  the  duties  of  the  ma>or.  In  case  the  presi- 
dent shall  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  common  coun- 
cily  the  vice  president  shall  act  as  presiding  officer  for  the 
time  being,  and  discharge  the  duties  of  said  presi- 
dent. The  president  of  the  common  council  while  per- 
lorming  the  duties  of  mayor»  shall  be  styled  the  acting 
mayor,  and  acts  performed  by  him  while  acting  as  mayor 
as  afopMaidf  shall  have  the  same  iforoe  and  validity  as  if 
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performed  by  the  mayor.  The  mayor  and  president  and 
vice  president  of  the  common  council  shall  have  the  right 
to  administer  oaths  and  afBrmations. 

Sec.  4.     There  shall  be  a  recorder  of  said  city  styled  the 
city  recorder,  who  shall  keep  his  ofiSce  at  the  place  of  meet- 
ing of  the  common  council,  or  such  other  place  convenient 
thereto  as  the  common  council  may  determine.     He  shall 
keep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  the  papers  and  records  oi  the 
city,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  common 
^letof  dty     council,  at  whose  meetings  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend. 
Copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from 
all  records  of  the  common  council,  certified  by  him  under 
the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  as  if  the 
original  we^e  produced.     He  shall  draw  and  countersign 
all  orders  on  the  treasurer  in  pursuance  of  any  order  cr 
resolution  of  the  common  council,  and  keep  a  full  and  ac- 
^        curate  account  thereof  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose. 
The  city  recorder  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  affirmations.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  recorder 
to  report  to  the  conunon  council,  the  financial  condition 
of  the  city  whenever  the  common  council  shall  re  quire. 
He  shall  make  and  keep  a  list  of  outstanding  city  bonds, 
to  whom  issued,  for  what  purposes,  when  and  where  pay- 
able, and  the  rate  of  interest  they  respectively  bear,  and 
recomm^id  such  action  to  the  common  council  as  will  se- 
cure the  punctual  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  such  bonds.

ing ;  to  countersign  all  bonds,  orders,  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city,  and  to  keep  accurate  accounts 
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thereof,  stating  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose  issued, 
and  the  amount  thereof;  to  keep  accounts  with  all  re- 
ceiving and  disbursing  officers  of  the  city,  showing  the 
amount  they  have  received  from  the  different  .  sources 
of  revenue,  and  the  amount  which  they  have  disbursed  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  common  council.  He  shall  keep 
a  list  of  all  certificates  issued  for  work  or  any  other  pur-

k^ep  accurate  and  detailed  account  thereof,  in  such  man- 
er  as  the  common  council  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 
The  treasurer  shall  eithibit  to  the  common  council,  at  least

duties,  and  fix  the  fees  and  compensation  for  any  services 
performed  by  him.     All   surveys,   profiles,  plans  or  esti- 
mates made  by  him  for  the  city  shall  be  the  property  of 
the  said  city,  and  shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  office 
of  the  surveyor,  open  to  the  inspection  of  persons  inter- 
ested ;  and  the  same^  together  with  all  the  books  and  pa- 
pers appertaining  to  saiu  office,  shall  be  delivered  over  by 
the  surveyor,   at  the   expiration  of  his  term^of  office,  to 
his  successor,  or  to  the  common  council. 

Seo.  15. ,  The  common  council,  at  their  first  meeting 
after  each  annual  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
shall  advertise  for  proposals  to  do  the  city  printing,  giving  PitnttDc  ciyen  t» 
public  notice  of  not  less  than  one  week,  in  such  manner  as  wh^uU^^ 
ihe  council  may  direct,  that  sealed  bids  will  be  receiyed  J3SJ,ifcS!*"' 
by  the  recorder  of  the  common  council,  for  doing  said 
printing.  The  bid  or  bids  received  by  the  clerk  to  do 
said  printing,  shall  be  publicly  opened  and  read  by  thjB 
recorder,  at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  common  council 
shall  appoint,  and  the  person  or  persons  offering  to  do 
said  printing  for  the  lowest  sum  or  price,  in  any  newspa- 
per published  in  f^aid  city,  and  shall  give  satisfactory  se- 
cority  for  the  performance  of  the  work,  shall  be  declared 
the  city  printer  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  in  the  newspaper 
designated  in  said  accepted  bid  or  proposal,  shall  he  pub- 
lished all  ordinances,  by-laws  and  other  proceedings  and 
matters  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinan- 
ces of  the  common  council,  to  be  published  in  a  public 
newspaper.  The  city  printer  or  printers,  immediately 
after  the  publication  of  any  notice,  ordinance  or  resolution 
which  is  required  to  be  published,  shall  file  with  the  city 
recorder  a  copy  of  such  publication^  with  his  affidavit,  or 
the  affidavit  of  his  or  their  ioreman,  of  the  length  of  time 
the  same  has  been  published ;  and  such  affidavit  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  publication  of  such  notice, 
ordinance  or  resolution.  Provided j  That  if  no  person 
will  publish  or  offer  to  publish  in  any  newspaper  published 
in  said  city,  such  ordinances  or  other  matters  as  the  com- 
mon council  may  require  to  be  published,  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  that  now  prescribed  by  statute  for  legal  adver- 
tisements or  notices,  the  common  council  may  make  such 
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other  provision  for  publiehing  ito  ordinances,  1)7-lawB  and 

matters  requiring  publication,  as  it  may  think  fit,  anything 

herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Seo.  16.     If  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  of  said 

^moisrfbr  refn.  city,  shall  uot,  withiu  ten  days  after  notification  and  re* 

propwtjr,  *r,  to  quest,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  property,  books, 

**'*'*"•'        papers  and  effects  of  every  description  in  hi»  possession, 

belonging  to  said  city,  or  pertaining  to  the  office  he  may 

have  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  city 

one  thousand  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused  by  his 

neglect  or  his  refusal  so  to  deliver ;  and  said  successor  may 

receive  possession  of  such  books,  papers  and  eflfects  in 

the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  17.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  at  any 
time  to  require  other  and  further  duties  to  be  performed 
Fbi^OMrMwera  by  any  officer  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act,  and  to  appoint  such  other  officers 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties,  unless  other- 
wise provided  for ;  but  no  officer  elected  or  appointed  by 
the  common  council,  or  appointed  by  the  mayor,  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  term 
than  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, and  duly  qualified.  The  common  council  shall 
have  the  power,  unless  herein  otherwise  provided,  to  fix 
the  compensation  of  all  officers  elected  or  appointed  under 
this  act ;  and  such  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  resolu- 
tion ;  and  in  regard  to  all  offices  created  by  this  charter, 
the  compensation  shall  be  fixed  within  three  months  from 
the  first  organization  and  meeting  of  the  common  council, 
and  the  compensation  so  fixed  shall  not  be  changed  previ- 
ous to  the  annual  city  electioji  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  and  after  the  present  year,  the  compensation 
of  officers  shall  be  fixed  for  the  fiscal  year  in  the  month  of 
April  of  each  year,  except  for  such  offices  as  may  hereaf- 
ter be  created,  in  regard  to  which  the  compensation  shall 
be  fixed  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  such  officer,  nor  shall 
the  compensation  of  any  officer,  after  having  been  fixed, 
be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term  for  which  such 
officer  was  elected  or  appointed.  No  officer  elected  or  ap- 
pointed to  office  under  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  shall 
be  a  party  to  or  interested  in  any  contract  in  which  the 
city  is  interested,  made  while  such  officer  is  holding  office. 
Providedf  That  the  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services  as  such  officers. 
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Sec.  18. ,  The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  chief  of  pofice,  who  deemed  to  ' 
sheriff  of  the  cotinty  of  Scott;  or  his  deputy  or  deputies,  poie.^*"  * 
coroner,  and  each  alderman,  the  city  justices,  police  offi- 
cers and  watchmen,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may 
command  the  peace,  suppress  in  a  summary  manner,  all 
rioting  and  disorderly  behavior  within  the  limits  of  the 
city,  and  for  such  purposes  may  command  the  assistance 
of  the  bystanders ;  and  if  any  peraon,  bystander,  military 
officer  or  private,  shall  refuse  in  aiding  to  maintain  the 
peace  when  so  required,  each  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  *,  and  in  cases  where  the  civil  power 
may  be  required  to  suppress  riots  or  disorderly  behavior, 
the  superior  or  senior  officer  present  in  the  order  mention- 
ed in  this  section,  shall  direct  the  proceedings. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

SixTnoir  1 .    The  aldermen  shall  constitute  the  common  style  of  ordinui. 
council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall  be:  **The  ^'^ii^ 
common  council  of  the  city  of  Shakopee  do  ordain,  Ac."  <i»«™«- 
The  common  council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  by  resolution  may  direct.     A  majority  of  the  alder- 
men shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sbo.  2.    The  common  coiincil  shall  hold  stated  meet-  stated  mettinge 
ings,  and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meetings  by  notice  I^t^^JSS-. 
to  each  ot  the  members,  to  be  delivered  personally  or  left  qtt«iw<»tfoM. 
at  their  usual  place  of  abode.    The  common  council  shall 
be  the  judges  of  the  election  and '  qualification  of  its  own 
members,  and  in  such  cases  shalV  have  power  to  send  for 
persons  aud  papers,  and  shall  also  determine  the  rules  of 
its  own  proceedings,  and  have  power  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  members. 

Sec.  3.  The  common  council  shall  [have]  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances,  and  all'  the  property  of  ommoutoeon^ 
the  city,  and  shall  likewise,  in  addition  to  the  power  f^^[£^^f^^ 
herein  vested  in  them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,^  alter, 
modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  good  order 
of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  intemperance, 
for  the  prevention  of  crime,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient ;  / 

they  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  a  city 
prison;  Provided^  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
common  council,  the  county  Jail  of  Scott  county  shall  be 
used  S8  a  city  prison  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff 
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or  jailer  of  Scott  county,  to  take  into  custody  and  safely 
keep  in  said  jail  all  persons  committed  thereto  until  dis- 
charged  according  to  law.  The  common  council  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  declare  and  impose  penal- 
ties and  punishments,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any 
person  or  persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  any  ordinance,  or  by-law  passed  or  ordained  by 
them  ;  and  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  are  here- 
by declared  to  have  all  force  of  law;  Provided  ^  That  they 
be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State ;  and  tor  these  purposes  shall  have 
authority  by  ordinance,  resolution  or  by-laws — 

First. — ^To  license  and  regulate  theexhibitionsof  commou 
showmen,  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  or  the  exhibition  of 
caravans,  circuses,  conceits  or  theatrical  performances, 
rjjwrni «««»»-  biUJard  taWcs,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  bowling  saloons, 
to  grant  licenses  to  and  regulate  auctions  and  auctioneers, 
to  license  tavern  keepers  and  victualing  house  keepers, 
and  all  persons  dealing  ^n  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors ;  Provided^  That  all  licenses  for  so  dealing  in 
spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors  shall  not  be  less 
than  twenty-five  dollars  a  year,  and  no  license  shall  be 
granted  for  a  less  term  than  one  year,  and  all  licenses 
shall  commence  and  terminate  on  the  first  day  of  May  of 
each  year.  And  provided  further  ^  Such  common  council 
shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  license  all  billiard  tables 
and  saloons  wherein  spirituous,  vinous  or  ferments  liquors 
are  sold  within  said  city. 

Second.-To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gam- 
bling and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  play- 
ing of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the  pur 
pose  of  gambling,  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  any  person 
from  selling,  giving,  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous  or 
fermented  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  common 
council. 

Third. — To  prevent  any  riots,  disorderly  assemblages 
in  said  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  of  and  punish- 
ment of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
same;  to  suppress  disorderly  houses  and  houses  of  ill- 
fame,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of 
keepers  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  seizure  and  destruc- 
tion of  all  instruments  used  for  the  purpose  of  gambling. 

Fourth. — To  compel  the  owner  of  any  cellar,  tallow- 
chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy, 
sewer,  or  other  unwholesome  structure  or  place,  to  cleanse^ 
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remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as 
may  [be]  deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Fifth. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
blaaghter-hooses  and  markets,  breweries  and  distilleries  and 
to  establish  rates  for,  and  license  venders  of  gunpowder, 
and  regulate  the  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  gun- 
powder, or  other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth. — ^To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, alleys,  bines,  and  public  grounds   with  carriages, 
*cart8,  wagons,  sleighs,  or  other  vehicles,  or  with  boxes, 
lumber,  firewood,  posts,   awnings,  or  any  other  material         ; 
or  substance  whatever. 

Seventh. — To  prevent  and  punish  immoderate  driving  or  powewof 
riding  in  the  streets ;  to  regulate  the  speed  of  cars  and  lo-  ^' 
comotives  in  said  city,  to.  prevent  their  obstructing  the 
streets  of  said  city,  to  compel  persons  to  fasten  their  horses 
or  other  animals  attached  to  vehicles  or  otherwise,  while 
btandiog  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  places  of  bathing 
and  swimming  iu  the  waters  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

Eighth. — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
horses,  mules,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose 
penalties  upon  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation 
of  the  ordinance. 

Ninth.  —To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the   same,  in  a  summary  manner,  ' 
when  at  large,  contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

Tenth. — -To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing, or  having  within  said  city,  any  putrid  carcass,  or 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal 
of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  prem- 
ises any  such  substances ;  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  meat, 
flesh  or  fish,  or  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind ;  and  to  author- 
ize the  removal  of  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  owners. 
Eleventh. — To  establish  and  construct  public  pounds, 
pumps,  weils,  cisterns,  reservoirs  and  hydrants,  to  erect 
Lunps  and  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  city,  and  to  con- 
trol the  erection  of  gas-works  or  other  works,  for  lighting 
the  streets,  public  grounds  and  public  buildings,  and  to 
create,  alter  and  extend  lamp  districts,  to  regulate  and 
license  hacks,  carts,  omnibuses,  and  the  charges  of  hack- 
men,  cabmen  and  omnibus  drivers  in  the  city. 

Tweltth. — ^To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds,  and  the  registration 
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of  births  and  deaths  and  the  returns  of  biUs  of  mortality » and 
the  regulate  or  prevent,  if  deemed  ezpedienti  the  burial  ot 
the  dead  within  the  city  limits. 

Thirteenth. — ^To  regulate  the  size  and  weight  of  breads 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread 
baked  contrary  thereto. 

Fourteenth. — To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
any  horse,  mule  or  ox,  or  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks  in 
said  city,  or  in  any  way  doing -^ny  damages  to  said  side- 
walks. 

Fifteenth. — To  prevent  the  discharging  of  firearms  or 
crackers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in 
ajiy  situation  which  may  be  considered  dangerous  by  the 
common  council  to  the  city,  or  any  property  therein,  or 
annoying  to  any  of  the  citizens  thereof. 

Sixteenth. — To  prevent  open  and  notorious  drunkenness, 
brawling  and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of 
the  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  all 
powenofooun.  persous  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Seventeenth. — To  restrain  and  regulate  parties,  runners, 
agents  and  solicitors  for  boats,  vessels,  stages,  ears  and 
public  houses  or  other  establishments. 

Eighteenth. — ^To    establish    public    markets  or  other 
public  buildings,  and  make  rules  aud  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  same,  to  appoint  suitable  officers  for 
overseeing  and  reguUtting  such  markets,  and  to  restrain  all 
^  persons  from  interrupting  or  interfering  with  the  due  ob- 

servance of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Nineteenth. — To  license  and  regulate  butcher  shops  and 
stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butchers'  meats,  but 
ter,  fish  and  other  provisions. 

Twentieth. — ^To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weigh- 
ing and  selling  hay,  and  the  measuring  and  selling 
of  firewood,  coal,  peat  and  lime,  and  to  appoint  suitable 
persons  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

Twenty-first. — To  compel  the  owner  and  occupant  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt,  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalk,  street,  or  alley,  opposite  thereto,  and 
to  compel  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot 
owned  or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances  as  the 
board  ol  health  shall  direct ;  and  in  his  default  to  author- 
ize the  removal  or  destruction  thereof,  by  sonae  officer  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Twenty-second. — ^To  regulate,  control  and  prevent  the 
landing  of  persons  from  boats,  vessels  or  other  oonv^yan* 
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ces  whereon  are  oontagious  or  infectious  diseases  or  disor- 
ders,  and  to  make  such  disposition  of  such  persons  as  to 
preserve  the  health  oi  the  city. 

Twenty-third. — To  regulate  the  time,  manner  and  place 
of  holding  public  auctions  and  vendues. 

Twenty-fourUi. — ^To  piovide  for  watchmen,  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  number  and  duties,  and  regulate  the  same ; 
and  to  create  and  establish  the  police  of  said  city,  and  to 
prescribe  the  number  of  police  officers  and  their  duties, 
and  to  regulate  the  same. 

Twenty-fifth. — To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard 
of  weights  and  measures ;  for  the  appointment  of  a  city 
sealer,  and  to  require  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed    ' 
by  the  city  sealer,  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
lalse  weights  and  measures. 

Twenty  sixth. — To  regulate   the   inspection  of   flour,  p^,^^  ^  ^„^, 
pork,  beef,  fish,  salt,  whisky  and  other  liquors  and  pro-  (di- 
visions ;  and  to  appoint  inspectors,  measurers,  weighers 
and  guagers ;  to  regulate  their  duties  and  prescribe  their 
compensation. 

Twenty-seventh. — ^To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting 
and  preservation  of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets,  alleys, 
highways  and  public  groXmds  of  the  city  and  prevent  the 
injuring  thereof. 

Twenty-eighth. — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance 
injurious  to  the  public  health,  and  to  provide  tor  the 
punishment  of  all  persons  who  shall  cause  or  maintain  such 
uuisanoes. 

Twenty-ninth. — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance,  ob- 
struction or  encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  public 
grounds  and  highways  of  the  city,  and  to  designate  the 
place  and  manner  of  holding  and  conducting  public  stock 
fairs. 

Thirtieth. — To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regulations 
which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  tor  the  preservation 
of  health  or  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  to  make  regu- 
lations to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  dis- 
eases into  the  city ;  and  to  make  quarantine  laws,  and 
enforce  the  same  within  the  city. 

Thirty-first. — To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendi- 
cants, street- beggars  and  provide  for  the  punishment  of  the 
same. 

Thirty-second. — Fines,  penalties  and  punishments  im- 
posed by  the  common  council  for  breach  of  any  ordinance, 
by-law  or  regulation  of  the  said  city,  may  extend  to  a  line 
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not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and  imprisonment  in 
the  city  prison  or  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
or  both,  and  to  be  fed  on  bread  and  water  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  city  justice ;  and  offenders  against  the  same 
may  be  required  to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior, 
and  to  keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not  *  exceeding  six 
months,  and  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 
Sec.  4.     All  ordinance^,  regulations,  resolutions  and 
by-laws  shall  be  passed  by  an  afSirmative  vote  of  a  majority 
ordiDftnoM  how  of  the  mcmbcrs  of  the  common  council  present  by  ayes 
oMdMeTidc^M.  and  noes,  and  published  in  the  official  paper  before  the 
same  shall  be  in  force,  and  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence 
in  any  court  in  the  state,  without  further  proof;   they 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  city  recorder  in  books  provided 
for  that  purpose.     No  appropriation  shall  be  made  without 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  common  council 
present  in  its  favor,  which  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and 
noes,  and  entered  among  the  proceedings  of  the  council. 
Sec.  5.    The    powers   conferred    upon   the    common 
^  council  to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisan- 

utanoM.  ^^^  ^j^^jj  ^^^  ^^^  ^^  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceed- 
ings in  the  courts  according  to  law. 
Sec.  6.  The  common  council  shall  examine,  audit,  and 
oouDoutoadjaii^^J^®^^^®  accouuts  of  the  recorder,  treasurer,  street  com- 
ftoooant»--penai.  missiouer,  citv  justices,  and  all  other  officers  and  a^fents 
proTtaioni  of  this  ot  the  City,  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also 
*^'  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before  the  terms  for  which  the 

officers  of  said  city  were  elected  or  appointed  shall  have 
expired.  And  the  common  council  shall  require  each  and 
every  such  officer  and  agent  to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts 
and  vouchers  for  such  examination  and  settlement ;  and  if 
any  such  officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
orders  of  said  council  in  the  discharge  of  their  said  duties, 
in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
render  his  account  or  present  his  books  and  vouchers  to 
the  council,  or  a  committee  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  common  council  to  declare  the  office  of  such  person 
vacant.  And  the  common  council  shall  institute  suits  and 
proceedings  at  law  against  any  officer  and  agent  of  said 
city,  who  may  be  found  delinquent  or  defaulting  in  his 
accounts,  or  in  the  discharge  ot  his  official  duties ;  and 
shall  make  a  full  record  of  all  such  settlement  and  adjust* 

ment. 

Sec.  7.     The  common  council  may,  during  their  fiscal 
year,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  those  present  and  voting, 
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issue  the  bonds  of  said  city,  bearing  interest  not  exceeding 

ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  for  a  time  not  exceeding  one 

year,  in  such  amounts  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Majiwne  bonds 

common  council  may  prescribe,  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  -»*««'*n*«»^- 

and  revenues  of    such  fiscal  year;   Ptcvided^  That  the 

amount  of  such  bonds  outstanding  shall,  not  at  any  one 

time  exceed  one-third  of  such  taxes  and  revenues ;  And 

provided^  That  said  bonds  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  shall 

be  applied  to  the  same  purposes  as  the  taxes  and  revenues 

in  anticipation  whereof  they  may  have  been  issued. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Seotion  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
levy  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  taxes  to  ii*Ti«Ty»u« 
provide  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  irovernment^r''>ppo'^«'  , 
and  police,  for  the  opening,  mamtainmg  and  improvement 
of  public  grounds  and  the  construction  of  buildings  and 
improvements  of  a  general  character;  I^ovided,  That 
such  taxes  shall  in  no  year  exceed  three  mills  upon  a  dol- 
lar of  the  assessed  valuation. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  tj  levy 
a  special  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  city,  or 
of  the  different  wards  of  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  maj  i«t7  ward 
constructing,  maintaining  bridges,  culverts,  aud  open-  ^"^^^^JMSaT'^ 
ing,  constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing  roads,  high- 
ways, streets  and  alleys ;  for  the  construction  of  reservoirs, 
cisterns,  sewers,  drains  and  street  gutters,  and  grading  of 
streets,  and  for  other  purposes,  conducive  to  good  order 
ind  cleanliness,  and  to  protection  against  crime,  disease 
and  fire ;  Provided^  That  such  taxes  shall  in  no  year  ex- 
ceed two  mills  upon  a  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation. 
And  provided  furifierf  That  for  the  improvement  in  this 
section  mentioned,  the  common  council  shall  have  power 
to  assess  the  tax»  to  pay  the  same  upon  the  ward  or  wards 
benefited  by  such  improvements,  in  such  manner  and  to 
such  extent  as  the  common  council  may  think  just  and 
equitable.  The  tax  shall  be  apportioned  upon  a  cash  val- 
nation  of  the  property,  which  it  shall  be  determined  is 
liable  to  assessment  for  such  improvements.  No  debt 
shall  be  incurred  or  created  by  the  city,  the  common  coun- 
cil, or  any  ofiScer  of  the  city,  except  pursuant  to  the 
authority  herein  expressly  given  for  that  purpose ;  and  no 
order  or  orders  shall  bo  issued  upon  the  city  treasury  ex- 
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ceediog  the  amount  of  tax  collected  or  assessed  and  in 
process  of  collection. 

Seo.  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  common  council,  to  leyj  annually, 
upon  the  taxable  property'  oi  said  city,  taxes  sufficient  to 
pay  all  bonds  or  other  indebtedness  due  and  payable  in 
any  year,  and  the  interest  on  bonds  or  other  indebtedness 
due  or  payable  in  any  year  unless  that  previously  to 
th^  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  some  other  ade- 
quate provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the 
same.  3?he  commou  council  shall  have  the  power  to  issue 
bonds  and  levy  taxes  exceeding  the  amount  authorized  by 
other  sections  of  this  act ;  Provided^  That  the  same  be 
authorized  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting 
at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose.  The  time,  place 
and  manner  of  holding  such  election  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  commou  council,  the  same  notice  to  be  given  aa  at 
other  elections. 

Sbg.  4.  Taxes  may  be  levied  by  resolution  of  the 
common  council,  and  no  tax  shall  be  invalid  by  reason  of 
any  informality  in  the  manner  of  levying  the  same,  nor 
because  the  amount  levied  shall  exceed  the  amount  required 
to  be  raised  for  a  special  purpose  for  which  the  same  is 
levied  ;  but  in  such  case  the  surplus  shall,  if  the  tax  be  a 
general  tax,  go  into  the  general  fund  of  the  city,  if  it  be  a 
bond  or  interest  tax,  it  shall  be  kept  and  used  for  the 
future  payment  of  principal  or  interest  of  the  same  class 
of  bonds,  or  the  purchase  thereof  before  due ;  if  it  be  for 
impi'ovements,  it  shall  be  kept  and  used  for  future  im- 
provements of  the  same  character. 

Sec.  5«  The  common  council  shall  cause  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  county  auditor  of  Scott  county  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  a  statement  of  all 
taxes  by  them  levied,  and  such  taxes  shall  be  collected, 
and  the  payment  thereof  enforced,  with  and  in  like  man- 
ner as  state  and  county  taxes  are  paid  and  the  payment 
thereof  enforced,  and  the  county  treasurer  of  said  count}'' 
shall  pay  such  taxes  over  as  now  provided  by  law  in  case 
of  town  taxes,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city. 

Sec.  6  No  moneys  shall  [be]  paid  out  of  the  city  treas- 
ury unless  such  payment  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the 
common  council,  and  these  shall  be  drawn  out  only  upon 
orders  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  recorder, 
which  orders  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  \^hich  thev  were 
drawn,  and  the  fund  out  of  which  they  are  payable,  and 
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4be  name  of  the  persoa  in  whose  favor  the  same  arc  drawa» 
and  may  be  made  payable  to  the  order  ot  such  persoa  or 
to  the  bearer 9  as  the  common  council  may  determine. 

Sec.  7.     When  any  such  order  shall  hare  been  paid  or  piqMMtdMiofor. 
received  by  the  treasurer^  it  shall  not«gain  be  issued,  but  f^U^^*^^ 
he  shall  immediately  endorse  date  of  payment  thereon, 
sign  his  name  thereto,  and  when  delivered  to  the  recorder, 
he  shall  receive  credit  therefor. 

SfiO.  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council  of  ,^,^^ypQ„|„ 
said  city,  at  any  time,  to  levy  a  corporation  poll  tax  upon 
every  qualified  voter  in  said  city,  exempting  all  over  the 
age  of  sixty  yeai*s.  JPravidedt  That  said  tax  shall  not  in 
any  one  year  exceed  the  sum  of  two  dollars  on  each 
person. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

SfiCTiON  1.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  have 
the  care,  supervision  and  control  of  ail  the  highways,  SSTt^wi^n?' 
bridges,  streets,  alleys,  levees,  public  squares  and  grounds 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  power  to  build 
and  keep  iu  repair  bridges ;  lay  oat,  open,  alter  and  vaoale 
public  squares,  highwaysi  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and 
widen  and  straighten  the  same,  and  to  take  grounds  for  the 
site  of  public  buildings,  subject  to  the  assessment  of 
damages  as  hereinafter  provided.  ProvicMt  That  no 
right,  title  or  interest  in  or  to  any  street,  levee,  park, 
public  grounds  or  square  in  said  city,  shall  be  granted, 
conveyed,  released  or  dischai^ged  by  the  common  council 
of  said  city  unless  the  same  ^all  be  submitted  to  a  vote 
of  the  legal  voters  ot  said  city  and  receive  a  majority  of 
said  voters  present  'and  voting  at  an  annual  or  special 
election  in  said  city  and  in  which  election  notice  of  the  ob« 
ject  of  said  election  shall  be  given  as  hereinbeiore  pre« 
iscribed. 

6£0.  2.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  order 
and  contract  lor  the  opening,  grading,  repairing  and  clean*)*  coundi  to  eon. 
ing  of  the  streets,  alleys,  public  grouuds,  reservoirs,  cis*  Ji^  cieamog  '^ 
terns,  gutters,  sewers,  and  sidewalk;^  witnin  the  city,  and  *^'^^'- 
to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  thereon ;  and 
all  such  improvements  shall  be  superintended  by  the  street 
commissioner. 

^JEC.  3.     Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private 
property  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  [the]  two  last  _   , 

sections,  application  shall  be  made  on  the  part  oi  the  oom* 
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mon  council  to  the  judge  of  the  district  court  for  Scotia 
county,  who  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall 
be  freeholders  and  qualified  electors  of  the  city,  and  one 
of  whom  at  least  shall  be  resident  of  the  ward  in  which  is 
situated  the  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  to  view  the 
premises,  and  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  occasioned 
by  the  taking  of  such  property.  Said  commissioners  shall 
be  notified,  as  soon  as  practicable,  by  the  city  recorder,  to 
attend  at  his  ofiice  on  a  day  fixed  by  him,  for  the  purpose 
of  qualifying  and  entering  upon  their  duties ;  and  in  case 
any  such  commissioner,  upon  being  so  notified,  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  attend  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  city  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  may 
be  prosecuted  therefor  before  the  city  jdstice,  as  in  the 
case  of  fines  imposed  for  the  yiolation  of  any  city  ordi- 
nance, by-law  or  regulation ;  and  the  commissioners  in 
attendance  shall  be  authorized  to  fill  all  vacancies  by  the 
election  of  a  proper  person  or  persons,  or  application  may 

pA^y^m^7  be  bc  made  to  the  district  judge  aforesaid,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

uken.  xhe  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by  the  city  recorder  or 

any  other  ofiicer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  dis- 
charge their  duties  as  commissioners  in  the  matter,  with 
impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  make  due  returns  of  their 
actions  and  doings  to  the  common  council,  which  said  oath 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  said  com- 
miBsioners,  and  which,  together  with  the  appointments  ot 
said  commissioners  (which  shall  also  be  in  writing)  shall 
be  filed  with  the  city  recorder.  The  said  commissioners 
shall,  with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  city  surveyor  cause  a  survey  and  plat  of  the  said  im- 
provements or  grounds,  to  be  made  and  filed  with  the  city 
recorder,  exhibiting  as  far  as  practicable,  the  land  or  par- 
cels of  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  or  which  may  be 
damaged  thereby,  and  shall  thereupon  fix  a  time  and  place 
when  they  will  meet  to  assess  the  damages  for  the  property 
to  be  taken,  or  that  may  be  damaged  by  the  proposed  im- 
provement. Such  time  shall  be  sufficient  to  give  personal 
notice  to  the  owners  (or  their  agents) ,  of  the  property  to  be 
taken  or  mjui'ed;  the  recorder  of  the  common  council 
shall  thereupon  immediately  cause  a  notice  in  writing  of 
the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of  the  meeting  of  the 
commissioners,  to  be  served  on  each  of  the  owners  (or 
their  agents)  of  said  propeity,  and  proof  of  service  smiU 
be  made  and  filed  with  the  report  of  the  commissioners. 
In  case  any  of  such  owners  are  non-residents  of  the  state. 
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«uch  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  them  at  their  residence,  and 
if  their  residence  is  unknown »  and  cannot  be  ascertained 
upon  diligent  inquiry,  such  fact  must  appear  by  affidavit, 
and  in  such  case  notice,  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  the 
city  paper  for  the  space  of  four  weeks,  said  notice  to  be 
published  at  least  once  in  a  week.     If  such  owners  are 
infants,  a  guardian  must  be  appointed  before  the  damages 
are  assessed,  and  notice  given  to  the  guardian.     And  the 
like  notice  shall  be  served  upon  lessees,  mortgagees  and 
judgment  creditors.     At  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
such  notice,  the  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  view  the 
premises,  may  hear  any  evidence  offered  by  the  parties  in- 
terested, and  adjourn  from  day  to  day  for  said  purpose. 
When  their  said  hearing  aforesaid  shall  be  concluded,  they 
shall  determine  and  assess  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  each  parcel  of  property  proposed  to  be 
taken  or  which  may  be  damaged  by  such  improvement,  and 
in  so  doing  shall  take  into  consideration  the  value  of  the  pr^nj  majb*

provemeut     If  there  should  be  any  building  standing  in 
whole  or  in  part  upon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  in  each  case  determine  the  amount  of  dam- 
sges  which  should  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
in  case  such  building  or  as   much  thereof  as  might  be 
necessary,    should  be    taken,    and    also    determine   and 
assess  the  damages  which  should  be  paid  to  such  owner 
or  owners  in  case  he  or  they  should  elect  to  remove  such 
•  building,  and    the  damages  in  relation  to  buildings  shall 
be  assessed  separately   from  the  damages   in  relation  to 
land  upon  which  they  are  erected.     If  the  land  and  build- 
ings belong  to  different  persons,  oi'  it  the  laud  be  subject 
to  lease,  mortgage,  judgment  or  other  lien,  or  if  there.be 
any  estate  in  it  less  than  an  estate  in  fee,  the  injury  or  daii>- 
age  done  to  such  persons  or  interests  respectively,  may  be 
awarded  to  them  by  the  commissioners,  less  the  benefit 
resulting  to  them  from  the  improvements.     Said  commis- 
6ioners  having  ascertained  and  assessed   the   damages  as 
aforesaid,  shall  make  and  file  with  the  'jity  clerk,  a  written 
report  to  the  common  council,  of  their  actiou  in  the  prem- 
ises, embracing  a  schedule  or  assessment  of  the  damages  in 
-each  case,  with  a  description  of  the  land  and  the  names  of 
the  owners,  it  known  to  them,  and  also  a  statement  of  the 
vcosts  of  the  proceedings.     Upon  such  report  being  filed  in 
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the  office  of  the  city  recorder,  said  city  shall  cause  to  her 
pablished  in  the  official  paper  of  said  city,  a  notice  to  the 
effect  that  said  assessment  had  been  returned  and  filed,  and 
that  the  same  will  be  confirmed  by  the  common  council,  at- 
a  meeting  then  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  and  shall  be 
at  least  ten  days  alter  the  publication  thereof,  unless  objec- 
tions are  made  in  writing,  by  persons  interested  in  any 
lands  required  to  be  taken.     Any  persons  interested  in 
buildings,  in   whole  or  in  part,  upon  land  to  be  taken^ 
shall,  on  or  before  the  time  specified  in  said  notice,  notify 
the  common  council  in  writing,  of  their  election  to  remore- 
paid  buildings  (if  they  so  elect)  according  to  the  awaru 
of  the  commissioners.     The  common  council,  upon  the  day 
fixed  for  the  consideration  of  said  report,   or  at  any  sub- 
How private*      Bequcut  meeting  to  be  held,  the  same  may  stand  over  or  be 
property  mi^y  be  referred,  shall  hare  power  in  their  discretion,  to  confirm, 
revise,*  or  annul  the  assessment,  and  to  discontinue  or  post- 
pone indefinitely  the  whole  proceedings,  giving  due  con- 
sideration to  the  claims  and  objections  interposed  by  the 
parties  interested.     The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid  or 
tendered,  or  deposited  and  set  apart  in  the  city  treasury, 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  within 
one  year  from  the  confirmation  of  said  assessment  and  re- 
port, and  the  land  required  to  be  taken  shall  not  be  appro- 
priated or  used  by  the  public  until  the  damages  assessed 
therefor  to  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to- 
the  owner  or  his  agent,  or  deposited  and  set  apart  for  his 
use  as  aforesaid  ;  and  in  case  the  said  city  shall  be  unable 
to  determine  to  whom  the  damages  in  any  particular  case 
so  awarded  should  be  paid,  or  in  oase  of  disputed  claims 
in  relation  thereto,  the  damages  in  such  case  may  be  de-^ 
posited,  by  order  of  the  common  council,  in  the  district 
court  of  IScott  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  moneys  are* 
paid  into  court  until  claimants  and  parties  shall  substan- 
tiate their  claims  thereto.     In  case  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  building  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  elected  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  to  remove  his  or  their  buildings,   he  or  they 
shall  so  remove  the  same  within  thirty  days  trom  the  con- 
firmation ot  such  report,  or  within  such  further  time  as 
the  common  council  may  allow  for  such  purpose,  and  shall 
thereupon  be   entitled  to  payment  from  the  city   of  the 
amount  of  damages  awarded  in  audi  case,  in  case  of  re- 
moval.    When  such  person  or  persons  shall  not  have  elect 
ed  to  remove   such    buildings,   or  shall   have  neglected 
(after  such  election),  to  remove  the  same,  within  the  time 
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prescribed,  such  buildings,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary  9  upon  payment  or  depositing  the  damages  award- 
ed for  taking,  in  manner  aforesaid,  may  then  be  taken  a^d 
appropriated,  sold   or'  disposed  ot,  in  such  manner  as  the 
common  council  shall  direct,  and  the  same,  or  the  proceeds 
thereof,  shall  belong  to  the  city.     When  any  known  owner  . 
ot  the  lands  or  tenements,  affected  by  the  proceedings  un  • 
der  this  act,  shall  be  an  infant,  or  labor  under  any  legal  dii^a- 
bilitj,  the  judge  of  the  district  court  or  court  commissioner 
for  said  county  of  Scott,  may,  upon  the  application  of  the 
aloresaid  commissioners,  or  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  or  of 
the  party  lalx>ring  under  such  disability,  or  his  next  irieud, 
appoint  a  suitable  person  as  guardian  for  said  person,  which 
guardian  shall  stand  in  all  respects  for  and  in  the  pl^ce.of  H^^pri^gi, 
the  party  whom  he  represents  in  the  proceedings.     Any  {^  "^  ^ 
person  feeling  aggrieved   by  such  assessments,  may,  by 
notice  in  writing,  served  on  the  mayor  of  said  city,  a  copy 
whereof,  with  proof  of  service,  shall  be  filed  in  the  offiibe 
of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  said  Scott  county, 
within  twenty  days  atter  the  confirmation  of  such  report 
or  assessment  of  damages,  appeal  from  such  assessment 
to  the  district  court  aforesaid.

CHAPTER  VII. 

SscmoN  1.  The  common  council,  for  the  purpose  of 
guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fires  shall  have  power  to 
prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden  buildings  or  other 
buildings,  the  material  or  construction  of  which  shall  be 
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regarded  as  dangerous  to  surrounding  property  shall  not 
ooanoutopre.  hereafter  he  erected,  placed  or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that 
•*^*^*''"°^**'- all  and  any  buildings  within  the  Hmits  prescribed,  shall 
hereafter  be  built  and  constructed  in  such  manner  and  of 
such  material,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  common  council 
shall  not  be  dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  and  to  . 
prohibit  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings 
within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  hare  been 
damage*!  by  fire  or  otherwise,  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of 
ascertaining  such  damages.  The  common  council  si^^aU 
have  power,  by  resolution,  to  order  any  building,  struc- 
ture, or  materials  therefor,  hereafter  erected,  or  in  process 
of  erection,  of  which  the  construction  or  material  may  be 
dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  to  be  taken  down  or 
removed  beyond  the  fire  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  the  notice  to  be  given  to  the  owner  or 
agent  to  remove  such  building,  and  in  ca^^e  the  same  is  not 
removed  in  pursuance  of  the  notice  given  to  order  the  same 
taken  down,  removed  by  the  police,  or  in  such  manner  as 
the  common  council  may  see  fit ;  and  the  common  council 
may  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  or  of  any  ordinance  made  or 
enacted  to  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  imposed  by  a  city 
justice,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  citizen. 

.  Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  prevent 
^«the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of  chimneys,  fire 
g^£?I?ecUou'^of places,  hearths,  stoves,  stovepipes,  ovens,  boilers  and 
etdmneys,  4c.  apparatus  uscd  in  and  about  any  building,  and  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  removed,  or  placed  in  a  safe  or  secure  con- 
dition, when  considered  dangerous.  To  prevent  the  de- 
posit of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  the  throwing  ot  ashes 
into  the  streets  and  alleys.  To  require  the  inhabitants  to 
provide  as  many  fire  buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time 
as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in 
time  of  fires.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of 
manufactories  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires. 
To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fire  arms  and  fire-  • 
works.  To  compel  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings,  to 
have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  to  the 
same.  To  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  wardens 
and  other  oflScers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity 
of  any  fire,  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and  to  compel 
all  bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the 
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preservation  of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat,  and 
generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  prevention 
and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  common  council  may 
deem  expedient. 
Sbo.  8.     Whenever  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any 

iriJi.  •  n  J  1^  Penalty  for  wfu- 

lawful  order  ot  any  engmeer,  fire  warden,  mayor  or  alder-  dng  to  obey  or- 
man,  at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officer  giving  Jjr**^*"  '*' 
SQch  order  to  arrest,  or  to  direct  orally  any  constable,  po- 
lice officer,  watchman  or  any  citizen,  to  arrest  such  person, 
and  to  confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place,  until  such 
fire  shall  be  extinguished ;  and  in  the  same  manner  such

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  q 

That  the  several  acts  of  the  legislature  of  tliis  state  in 
corporating  the  city  of  Stillwater,  and  the  sereral  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  amendatory  thereof,   be  and   the  same  are 
hereby  amended,  consolidated  and  incorporated  into  one 
act,  as  follows : 

CHAPTER  I. 

Corporate  right*.  SECTION  1.  All  that  part  of  the  county  of  Washing- 
ton, contained  within  the  limits  and  boundaries  hereinafter 
described,  shall  be  a  city  by  the  name  of  Stillwater,  and 
Ui0  people  now  inhabiting,  and  those  who  shall  he'*eafter 
inhabit  within  the  district  of  country  herein  described, 
shull  be  a  municipal  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  City 
of  Stillwater,  and  shall  have  the  general  powers  possessed 
by  municipHl  corporations  at  common  law;  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  shall  possess  the  powers  hereinafter  specifi- 
cally granted,  and  the  authorities  thereof  shall  have  per- 
petuaF  succession,  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading- 
and  being  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity ;  and 
shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.     That  the  territory  included  within  the  follow- 
ing boundaries  and  limits,  shall  constitute  the  City  of  Still- 

cit  bott  d  water :  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  middle  ol  the  river 
y  can  »iy.  gj^j^^.  c^qJ^j  qu  the  sectiou  line  directly  east  of  the  north- 
«  east  corner  of  section  number  twenty-one,  in  townsliip 
number  thirty  north,  of  range  number  twenty  west ;  run- 
ning thence  west  to  the  northwest  corner  of  said  section 
twenty-one,  thence  south  along  the  west  line  of  sections 
numbered  twenty-one,  twenty-eight  and  thirty-three,  two 
and  one-half  miles,  to  a  point  on  the  west  line  of  said 
section  thirty  three;  thence  east  through  the  centre  of 
said  section  thirt}'-three  and  section  thirty- four  to  a  point 
in  the  middle  ot  the  river,  or  Lake  Saint  Croix  ;  thence 
northerly  up  the  middle  of  said  river  or  lake,  inoluding: 
the  islands,  to  the  place  of  beginning.  Providedt  Thau 
nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  deemed  to  exclude  any 
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portion  of  the  City  of  Stillwater  from  the  limits  of  Wash- 
ington oounty. 

CHAPTER  II.

place,  within  the  city  as  the  common  council  shall  desig  "^•*****«'^"' 
Bate,  and  shall  be  conducted  and  governed  in  all  respects 
in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this  state  govern  - 
ing  elections  9  except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  notice 
of  such  elections  shall  be  given   by  the  city  recorder,  in 
the  same  manner  as  ^notices  of  general  elections  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  given  by  county  auditors. 

Smo.  2.  The  elective  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  a 
>mayor,  recorder,  three  councilmen,  two  justicea  6f  the  ^^^^^^ 
peace,  two  constables,  a  city  attorney,  an  assessor,  and  a  o^^^Wj^ 
ti^asurer.  All  other  officers  necessary  for  the  proper '*°^^ 
management  of  the  affairs  of  said  city,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  city  council.  The  mayor,  recorder,  city  attorney, 
assessor  and  treasurer  shall  each  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  councilmen  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
three  years,  and  until  their  successors^  are  elected  and 
qualified ;  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  shall 
bold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified ;  and  at  each  annual  election  one 
eouncilman  shall  be  elected  for  the  said  term  of  three 
years,  one  justice  for  said  term  of  two  years,  and  one 
constable  for  said  term  of  two  years.  Provided j  That  the 
city  council  shall  have  power,  for  due  cause,  to  expel  any 
of  its  own  members,  or  remove  any  officer  of  said  city 
elected  by  the  people  $  but  no  officer  elected  by  the  people 
shsli  be  removed  except  for  cause,  nor  unless  first  furnish- 
ed with,  or  notified  of  the  charges,  nor  until  such  person 
shall  have  had  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his 
defense.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  fix  a  time  aud 
place  for  the  trial  of  such  officer,  of  which  not  less  than 
ten  days'  notice  .shall  be  given,  and  to  compel  the  atten^ 
dance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  papers,  and  to 
hear  and  determine  the  case ;  and  if  such  officer  shall  neg  • 
lect  to  appearand  answer  to  such  charge,  the  council  may 
declare  the  office  vacant.  I^wided,  further^  That  the 
oouttoil  shall  have  power  to  remove  at  pleasure,  any  officer 
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or  agent  under  the  city  government  appointed  by  the 
council. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
mayor,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  new  election, 
which  shall  be  ordered  and  held  within  twelve  days  after 
?uch  vacancy  shall  occur.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  any 
other  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  city  council.  The  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  hold  his  office 
and  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  with  the  same  rights,  and 
subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  the  person  whose  office  he 
may  be  elected  or  appointed  to  fill,  t^ntil  the  next  annual 
election,  when  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled*  by  the  electors^ 

Sec.  4.  AU  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  constitute  an  election. 
Whenever  two  or  more  candidates  for  an  elective  office 
shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office, 
the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the  casting  of  lots  in 
the  presence  of  the  city  council,  at  such  time  and  in  auch 
manner  as  they  may  direct. 

Sec.  5.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  county  and 
state  officers,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  city  for 
ten  days  next  preceding  the  election,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  any  officer  to  be  elected  under  this  law,  and  to 
hold  any  office  hereby  created. 

Sec.  6.  The  election  in  said  city  shall  be  held  and  con- 
ducted by  the  city  councilmen  or  any  two  of  them,  who 
shall  be  inspectors  of  election,  and  who  shall  take  the  oatii 
or  affirmation  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  this  state, 
to  be  taken  by  the  judges  and  inspectors  of  elections ;  and 
the  recorder,  or  in  his  absence  some  person  to  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  inspector,  shall  be  clerk.  The  inspectors  shall 
have  power,  in  the  absence  ot  the  recorder,  to  appoint  a 
clerk,  and  to  administer  the  necessary  oaths.  Said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  and 
under  the  same  penalties,  and  vacancies  in  the  boaixl  of 
inspoctors  thereof,  filled  as  required  by  the  general  laws 
of  this  state,  regarding  elections. 

Sec.  7.  When  an  election  shall  be  closed,  and  the 
.  number  of  votes  for  eacii  candidate  or  persou  voted  for, 
counted  and  ascertained,  the  said  inspectors  shall  make 
leturu  thereof,  stating  the  number  ot  votes  tor  e>ich  per- 
son, lor  each  and  every  office,  and  shall  deliver  or  cause 
to  be  delivered,  such  return  to  theciiy  recorder,  who  shall 
forthwith  give  notice  to  each  of  the  persons  so  elected,  of 
iheir  respective  elections. 
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Seo.  8.     Special  elections  to  fill  vacancies,  or  for  any  specu  elections, 
other  purpose,  shall  be  held  and  conducied  by  the  coun-  ^^^^  ^^ 
cilmcn,  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  returns  thereof  shall 
be  made  in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  general  or  annual 
elections,  and  within  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  Any  officer  removing  from  this  city,  or  any 
officer  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  for  ten  days  after  no  •  dISlS!^d'!iMBi. 
tice  of  his  election  or  appointment,  to  qualify  or  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be 
detimed  to  have  vacated  his  office,  and  the  city  council 
may  proceed  to  fill  such  vacancy,  as  herein  prescribed  or 
provided,  by  ordinance,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
hereof. 

Seo.  10.     Should  there  be  a  failure  by  the  people  to  ^^^  ^^^^^^ 
elect  any  officer  herein  required  to  be  elected,  on  the  day  ^^^^*^ 
designated,  the  city  council  may  order  a  new  election  to  ^ 
be  held,  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  ot  holding 
tlie  same  to  be  given^  as  in  general  elections. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Section  1.     Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  this  act,  shall ,  before   he  enters  upon  ^l^^^J[^j^|^ 
duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office,  boodi. 
and  file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officers  taking  the 
same,  .with  the  recorder  of  the  city ;  and  the  treasurer,  and 
8uch  other  officers  as  the  city  council  may  direct,  shall 
severally,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  re 
apective  offices,  execute  to  the  city  of  Stillwater,  a  bond 
with  at  least  two  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  oity 
council,  and  such  bond  shall  be  in  such  amounts,  and 
contain  such  conditions  as  the  city  council  may  deem 
proper;  and  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  new  or 
additional  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  re- 
fusing or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Seo.  2.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  ^„^j^^^, 
and  head  of  the  police  of  said  city,  and  shall  appoint  all  oTeroooDou— 
police  officers  and  watchmen,  subject  to  the  approval  of'^  *"' 

the  council,  and  shall,  when  present,  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  city  council,  and  take  care  that  the  laws 
of  the  state,  and  ordinances  of  the  city  be  strictly  enforced 
and  duly  observed,  and  that  all  other  executive  officers  of 
the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties.  The  mayor  or 
any  two  councilmen,  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  city 
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counciL  He  shall  inspect  the  ooaduct  of  all  subordinate 
officers,  and  cause  negligence  and  persistent  violations  ot 
duty  to  be  prosecuted  and  punished,  and  may  require  of 
aay  officer  of  the  city,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  neoessaiy, 
an  exhibit  of  his  books  and  papers.  He  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  communicate  to  the  city  council,  and  reconmiend 
iiuch  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous,  to  the  city. 
He  shall  have  power  to  execute  all  acts  that  may  be  re- 
quired of  him,  by  any  ordinance  made  in  pursuance  of  this 
act,  and  is  hereby  authorized  lo  call  upon  every  male  in- 
habitant of  said  city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  to  aid 
in  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances,  and  in  case  of  riot 
to  call  out  the  militia  to  aid  him  in  suppressing  the  sam^, 
or  carrying  into  effect  any  law  or  ordinance.  Any  person 
who  sludl  not  obey  such  call,  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  fine 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  and  not  leas  than  five 
dollars^ 

Sec.  3.  In  case  the  mayor  shall  be  guilty  of  any  wil- 
ful oppression,  or  corrupt  partiality  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment, 
and  on  conviction  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  court  shall  have  power  (upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  jury  m  the  cause,)  to  add  to 
the  judgment  for  the  fine,  that  he  be  removed  irom  office. 
Sbg.  4.  In  case  the  mayor  shall  be  absent  from  any 
meeting  of  the  city  council,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect,  of 
their  own  number,  a  temporary  presiding  officer, .  who, 
praiidinro^er  for  the  time  being  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the 
-hi!  dntfei.  mayor.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor  from  the 
city,  or  his  inability  from  any  reason,  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office,  the  council  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from 
their  own  number,  an  officer  who  shall  be  styled  acting 
mayor,  and  all  actions  performed  by  him  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  validity  as  if  performed  by  the  mayor. 

Seo.  5.  The  recorder  shall  keep  the  corporate  seaU 
and  all  the  papers  and  tecords  of  the  city,  and  keep  a 
Di^^  ehy  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council.  He  shall 
draw  and  countersign  all  orders  on  the  treasury,  in  pur- 
suance of  any  order  or  resolution  of  the  city  council,  and 
keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  thereof,  in  books  provi 
,  (led  for  that  pur])0S6,  and  make  a  fair  and  full  record  of 
:ill  the  by-laws,  rules  or  ordinances,  made  or  passed  by 
said  city  council.  The  recorder  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
minister oaths  or  affirmations,  and  copies  of  all  papers 
filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  ot  the 
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<iity  council,  certified  to  bj  him  under  the  corporate  seal, 
^hall  be  evidence  in  all  courts,  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
original  were  produced.  He  shall  report  annually,  on  or 
^boQt  the  first  day  of  May,  to  the  council,  an  estimate  of 
the  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  current  year,  and  the 
revenue  necessary  to  be  raised  therefor,  and  the  fiscal  ' 
jear  of  the  city  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  May. 
He  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  estimates  of  the  ex- 
peuses  of  any  work  to  be  done  by  the  city,  and  counter- 
•sign  all  contracts  made  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  all  certifi- 
<cate8  of  work,  by  any  officer  of  the  city  or  any  committee 
of  the  city  council.  He  shall  negotiate  between  the  first 
of  May  and  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  same  year,  such 
tempory  loans  for  the  city  as  the  city  council  shall  direct, 
anticipating  the  revenue  for  the  current  year,  and  such 
loans  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 
He  shall  examine  the  report,  books,  papers,  vouchers,  and 
accounts  of  the  treasurer ;  and  from  time  to  time  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  council  shall  direct.  All 
claims  against  the  city,  before  they  are  allowed  by  the 
city  council,  shall  be  audited  and  adjusted  by  a  committee 
of  the  city  council  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  re- 
-corder  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his  acts  and  doings,  which 
record  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  all 
parties  interested.  He  shall  not  be  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  any  contract  or  job  to  which  the  city  is  a 
party,  or  in  any  loan  negotiated  b}'  the  city. 

Sec.  6.     The  city  attorney  shall  perform  all  professional  |^^  ^  ^ 
duties  incident  to  his  office,  and  when  requested,  shall  •MorD«j. 
furnish  written  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted  to 
him  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  7.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed  accouut  DuUM^oiiy 
thereof,  in  such  manner  as  the  city  council  shall,  from  «»«m«w, 
time  to  time  direct.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the 
city  council,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  annual  elec- 
tion, or  sooner  if  reqired  by  them,  a  full  and  detailed  ac- 
count of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  after  the  date 
of  the  last  annual  report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury, 
which  account  shall  be  filed  with  tbe  recorder. 

Sec.  8.     There  shall  be  a  chief  of  police  of  said  city, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  other  police  offi-  ^^UJ^^Jf^Jnt*^ 
cers,  and  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  pre- — >»»•  datKr^ 
scribed  by  the  council,  for  the  preservation  of  the  public 
pence.     All  police  officers  and  watchmen  of  said  city  shall 
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po8B68B  tiie  powers  of  constables  at  common  law  or  by  the 
laws  of  this  state,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  execute  and 
serve  all  warrants,  process,  commitments,  and  all  writs- 
whatever  issued  by  a  city  justice  for  any  violation  of  the 
.  laws  ol  the  state  of  Minnesota,  or  of  the  ordinances  or  by- 
laws of  said  city  ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  pursue  and 
arrest  any  person  fleeing  from  justice  in  any  part  of  the 
state,  and  when  performing  the  duties  of  constables  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  like  fees. 

Sec.  9.  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  from  time 
Forthtf  powen  time,  to  require  other  and  further  duties  to  be  performed 
of  oooD  I.  1^^  ^^^  officer  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  and  to- 
appoint  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  efiect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  aud  to  prescribe  their 
duties,  and  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers  elected, 
or  appointed  by  them ;  Provided^  That  said  mayor  and 
councilmen  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  as  compensa- 
tion more  than  two  dollars  for  each  regular  session  of  the 
council  at  which  he  shall  be  in  attendance ;  And  provided 
Jurtlier^  Tha£  there  shall  not  be  more  than,  twenty- four 
regular  sessions  of  the  council  in  any  one  year ;  And  pro- 
videdf  That  the  compensation  paid  to  the  recorder  in  any 
one  year,  shall  not  ei^ceed  three  hundred  dollars.  The 
treasurer,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  constables  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  like  officers  in  towns  receive 
tor  similar  services,  under  the  laws  of  this  state.  And 
the  city  attorney  shall  receive  no  more  than  the  services- 
rendered  by  him  shah  be  reasonably  worth,  and  that  the 
aggregate  amount  of  all  fees,  compensations,  and  emolu- 
ments, allowed  or  paid  to  any  and  all  officers  and  com- 
mittees, by  the  city,  and  the  gross  amount  of  all  expenses* 
incurred  by  said  city,  shall  n()t  exceed  in  any  year  the  tax. 
levied  during  that  year  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  said  city  government. 

Seo.  10.     Any  person  having  been  an  officer  in  said 
city,  shall  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request^ 

iT^dStm^  ^®  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^  successor  in  office,  all  property,  papers, 
pr«|^,*o.,tobooks,  and  effects  of  every  description  in  his  possession, 
belonging  to  said  city,  or  pertaining  to  the  office  he  may 
have  held.  If  he  fail  so  to  do,  after  such  notification  and 
request,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  city 
one  hundred  dollars,  beside  all  damages  causied  by  his  ne 
gleet  or  refusal  so  to  deliver ;  and  such  successor  may 
recover  the  possession  of  such  books,  papers  and  effects, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  in  case» 
.  of  unlawful  detention  of  property. 
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Sec.  11.     No  member  of  the  city  council  shall  be  party  whomny  not  be 
to,  or  interested  in  any  job  or  contract  with  the  city,  and  Mntracu. 
a  contract  in  which  any  member  of  the  city  council  may 
be  interested,  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  12.  The  mayor,  sheriff  of  Washington  county, 
each  aud  every  councilman,  justices  of  the  peace,  recorder,  supprcMioaof 
and  all  police  officers,  watchmen  and  constables  of  said  city,  havior'  ^ 
shall  be  officers  ot  the  peace,  and  lii  ly  command  the  peace, 
and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner,  all  rioting  aud  disor- 
derly behavior  within  the  limits  of  said  city ;  and  for  said 
purpose  may  command  the  assistance  of  all  by-standers, 
and  if  need  be,  of  all  citizens  and  military  companies; 
and  if  anx  person  so  commanded,  shall  refuse  to  aid  in 
maintaining  the  peacej,every  such  person  shall,  upon  con- 
viction, pay  a  fine  of  twenty  five  dollars. 

Sec  13.  The  justices  of  the  peace,  assessors  and  con- 
stables  of  said  city,  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  authori-  jjutioM or  um 
ties,  rights  and  powers  of  justices  of  the  peace,  assessors 
and  constables,  under  the  general  laws  of  this  state ;  and 
in  addition  thereto,  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  city, 
Hhall  have  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear  all  com- 
plaints, and  conduct  all  examinations  and  trials  in  criminal 
cases  arising  within  the  city,  cognizable  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace.  Said  justice  shall  also  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  cases  cognizable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
in  which  the  city  is  a  party,  and  of  all  suits,  pioseculions 
and  proceedings  for  the  recovery  ot  any  fine,  forfeiture  or 
penaltj'j  under  any  by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of 
said  city,  or  for  the  breaches  or  violation  of  any  such 
by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation.  All  prosecutions  for 
assaults,  batteries  and  affrays  not  indictable,  and  for 
a  breach  or  violation  of  any  by-law,  ordinance  or 
regulation  of  said  city,  shall  be  commenced  in  the  name 
uf  the  city  of  Stillwater,  and  the  same  proceedings 
bhall  be  had  as  are  required  by  law  in  criminal  cases 
tried  before  justices  of  the  peace  ;  Provided^  That  in  the 
case  above  mentioned,  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  when 
Ae  judgment  or  fine  imposed,  exclusive  of  costs,  shall  not 
exceed  twenty-five  dollars.  In  all  cases  of  convictions  for 
assaults,  batteries  and  affrays,  breaches  of  the  peace,  dis- 
orderly conduct,  keeping  houses  of  ill  fame  or  frequenting 
the  same,  aud  of  keeping  disorderly  houses  in  said  city, 
the  said  justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  power,  in  addition 
to  the  fine  or  penalty  imposed,  to  compel  such  offenders 
to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior,  and  to  keep  the 
12 
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peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months ,   and   in 
a  sum  not  exceeding   five    hundred   dollars;    Provided, 
That   nothing  herein  contained  shall  be   deemed  to  di- 
vest the  district  judges  of  their  authority  as  conserva- 
tors of  the  public  peace,  nor  t6  affect  in  any  manner  the 
jurisdiction  or  powers  of  the  district  or  supreme  courts  of 
this  state.     And  all  fines  levied  and   collected  for  or  on 
iiccount  of  any  breach  of  the  peace,  assault  and  battery, 
or  other  offence  not  indictable,  committed  within  said  city, 
and  for  all  offences  against  the  ordinances  of  said  city, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  city. 
Sec.  14.     The  justices  of  the  peace  shall  monthly  report 
S*^Ju!?!fhto  to  the  city  council  a  list  of  all  proceedings  instituted  be- 
-what  to  contain  fQ].^  them,   iu   behalf  ol  the   city,   and   the   disposition 
thereof;  and  shall  at  the  same  time,  account  and  pay  over 
the  amount  of  all  penalties  and  costs  collected,  which  may 
by  law  accrue  to  the  city,  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
•     receive  from  the  county  of  Washington  such  fees  in  crim- 
inal cases  as  are  allowed  to  other  justices  of  the  county 
for  similar  sex  vices. 
Au  nrreys.  ike,      Sec.  15.     All  surveys,  profiles,  plaus  or  estimates  made 
SJ*dSr!***^»  "^  for  the  city,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city,  and  shall  be 
carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  recorder,  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  parties  interested. 

CHAPTEK  IV. 


Style  of  ordinan- 
cet — whon  and 
where  to  meet— ' 
qttonuB.

Section  1.  The  mayor,  councilmen  and  recorder  shall 
constitute  the  council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall 
be,  *'  The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Stillwater  do  ordain." 
Thfe  city  council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
stiali  direct,  and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  city  council  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceed  • 
ings,  and  be  the  judges  of  the  election  and  qualific^ition  of 
their  own  members,  and  have  the  power  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  the  management 
and  control  of  the  city  finances,  and  of  all  the  property 
of  the  city ;  and  the  city  council  shall  likewise  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  make,  enact,  ordain,  establish, 
publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify,  correct  and  repeal  all  such 
ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  and  good 
order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice,  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient;  and  declare  and  impose  penalties  by  fine, 
imprisonment,  or  both,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against 
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^nj  person  or  persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  such  ordinances,  rul^s  or  by-laws ;  and  such  ordi«i 
nances,  rnles  and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and 
have  the  force  of  law.  Provided^  That  they  be  not  re-  , 
pugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  state ;  anc  for  these  purposes  shall  have  author* 
ity,  by  ordinance,  resolution  or  by-law — 

First. — ^To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  common 
showmen,  or  shows  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibition  of  car- 
avans, circuses,  concerts  or  theatrical  performances,  and 
to  license  and  regulate  billiard  and  pigeon  hole  tables,  and 
bowling  saloons,  and  to  provide  for  the  abatement  and 
removal  of  all  nuisances,  under  the  ordinances  or  at  com- 
mon law,  or  under  this  act,  and  to  grant  licenses  for  and 
to  regulate  groceries,  taverns,  victualing  houses,  and  ^U  p^^^„  ^ ^,^^,^ 
persons  vending  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous,  malt«  oit. 
fermented,  mixed  or  intoxicating  liquors,  l^ravided^  That 
the  license  for  so  dealiog  in  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  fer* 
mented,  mixed  or  intoxicating  liquors,  shall  be  at  least  one 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  as  much  higher  as  the  council 
shall  direct,  and  thai  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  a  less 
term  than  one  year ;  Frovided^  however y  That  the  council 
may  license  druggists  to  deal  in  soch  liquors  to  be  used  for 
medicinal  or  communion  purposes  only,  and  not  to  be 
drank  on  the  premises,  at  not  less  .than  fifty  dollars  a  year. 

Second. — ^To  restrain  and  prohibit  E.  O.  or  roulette 
tables,  faro  or  pharo  banks,  and  all  gaming  with  cards, 
and  all  gambling  tables,  and  to  prohibit  th^  use  of  all 
gambling  devices  whatever,  from  being  set  up  er  used  for 
gambliag  purposes,  and  to  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descrip- 
tions of  gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and 
playing  of  cards,  dice,  and  other  games  of  chance,  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  and  pro- 
hibit any  person  from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirit- 
uous, vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  intoxicating  liquors  of 
any  kind,  and  impose  such  restrictions  or  prohibitions  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Third. — To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance,  disor- 
derly assemblages,  sup[>ress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses 
or  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  authorize  the 
ilestruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the  purpose  of 
gaming,  and  of  all  spirituous,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed 
or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind,  that  may  be  kept  for 
sale,  or  dealt  in  contrary  to  any  ordinance  of  the  city. 

Fourth. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro- 
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cery^  cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery, 
stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome  or  nau- 
seous house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  or  abate  the 
same,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  &S  may  be  deemed  ne- 
cessary for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  ot  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Fifth. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter-houses  and  markets,  id  said  city,  and  to  regulate 
the  sale,  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  gunpowder  and 
other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth. — ^To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes  or  alleys,  with  carriages,  carts,  wagons,  box- 
es, sleighs,  firewood,  lumber,  or  any  other  material  or 
substance  whatever. 

Seventh. — To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  riding 

or  driving  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  places  of  bathing 

rgwcnw. «»«..  ^^^  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

Eighth. — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  im- 
pounding, distraining  and  sale  of  the  same. 

Ninth. — To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  to  im- 
pose fines  upon  their  owners,  and  to  authorize  the  destruc- 
tion ot  the  same,  when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinances. 

Tenth. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing, or  baving  within  the  city,  any  putrid  carcass,  or 
other  unwholesome  subst;ance,  and  to  require  the  removal 
of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  the  same  upon 
his  premises ;  or  from  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  if  he  shall 
have  thrown  or  put  the  same  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley, 
and  on  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  thereof,  by  any 
competent  officer,  at  the  expense  of  such  persons  or  person. 

Eleventh. — To  make  aiid  establish  public  pounds,pumps^ 
wells,  cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion of  ^ater  works,  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  inhab- 
itants, to  erect  lamps  or  other  means  whereby  to  light  the 
city,  to  regulate  and  to  license  hacks,  cabs,  drays,  carts, 
and  charges  of  hackmen,  coachmen,  draymen  and  cartmen 
in  this  city. 

Twelfth. — ^To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
provide  hospital  and  cemetery  grounds,  regulate  the  burial 
ot  the  dead,  and  the  returns  of  the  bills  of  mortality,  and 
to  exempt  burial  grounds  set  apart  for  public  use,  from 
taxation. 

Thirteenth. — ^To  regulate  the  assize  and  weight  of  bread, 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread  baked 
contrary  thereto. 
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Fourteenth. — ^To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
:my  oxt  cow,  horse  or  mule,  or  any  other  animal,  on  tUe 
sidewalks  of  the  city,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damage  to 
auch  sidewalks. 

Fifteenth. — ^To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire-arms,  crack- 
ers, rockets,  or  other  projectiles,  and  to  prevent  the  ex- 
hibition of  any  fire-works  in  any  situation  which  may*be 
deemed  by  the  council  dangerous  to  the  city,  or  any 
property  therein,  or  annoying  to  any  citizens  thereof. 

Sixteenth. — ^To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drinking 
of  intoxicating  beverages,  brawling  and  obscenity  in  the 
streets  or  public  places,  and  to  provide  for  arresting,  re-  - 
moving,  and  punishing  any  person  who  may  be  guilty  of 
the  same. 

Seventeenth. — To  restrain  and  regulate    runners   and    , 
solicitors  for  boats,  vessels,  stages,  pu'blic  houses,  rail- d^*^^'^^*^ 
roads,  and  other  establishments,  and  to  regulate  the  police 

of  the  citv. 

tt 

Eighteenth. — To  establish  public  markets,  and  to  en- 
force rales  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same. 

Nineteenth. — To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  sell- 
ing, and  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weight  of  hay,  and 
tfttone  coal,  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  fire-wood,  and  other 
fuel,  and  appoint  suitable  persons  to  inspect,  superintend, 
and  conduct  the  same. 

Twentieth — To  compel  the  owners  and  occupants  of 
buildings  or  grounds,  to  remove  snow,  dirt,  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  opposite  thereto,  and 
on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction 
thereof,  by  some  officer  of  the  city,  at  the  expense  of  sucli 
owner  or  occupant. 

Twenty-first. — ^To  regulate  the  construction  of  wharves, 
or  grading  such  wharves  into  the  river  or  Lake  Saint  Croix, 
within  tlie  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  and  to  prescribe 
nnd  control  the  prices  for  wharfage  thereon. 

Twenty- second. — To  regulate,  control,  and  prevent  the 
landing  of  persons  from  boats  or  vessels,  wherein  are  con- 
tagious or  infectious  diseases  or  di&orders,  and  to  make 
oiher  regulations,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  to  prevent 
the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  into  the  city. 

Twenty-third. — To  regulate  the  time,  place  and  manner 
of  holding  public  auctions  or  vendues. 

Tweuty-fourth. — To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard 
of  weights  and  measures,  and  for  the  punishment  of  the 
use  of  laUe  weights  and  measures. 
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-  Twenty-  fifth. — To  appropriate  money  and  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  city. 

Twenty-sixth. — To  alter,  abolish,  open,  widen,  extend, 
establish,  grade,  repair,  or  otherwise  improve,  or  keep  in 
repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  and  alleys. 

Twenty- seventh. — ^To  establish,  support,  and  regulate 
nidbt  watches. 

Twenty-eighth. — ^To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all 
needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Twenty-ninth. — To  provide  for  the  enclosing,  improv- 
ing, and  regulating  of  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city,  and  for  the  adorning  the  streets  thereof,  with  shade 
trees. 

Thirtieth. — ^To  regulate  and  license  merchants,  retailers, 
i^enofeoim-  tavcms,   groceries,    ordinaries,  hawkers,  pawnbrokers, 
money* changers  and  auctioneers. 

Thirty-first. — ^To  license  and  regulate  porters,  and  fix 
the  price  of  porterage. 

Thirty-second. — ^To  provide  for  and  r^ulatethe  inspec- 
tion of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour,  meal,  butter  and  lard, 
and  other  provisions. 

Thirty-  third.^-To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls,  and 
partition  fences. 

Thirty- fourth. — To  provide  for  taking  from  time  tc» 
time,  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

OF  hres. 

Tbirty^fifth. — To  prescribe  the  limits  within  which 
wooden  buildings,  or  buildings  of  other  materials  thai, 
shall  not  be  deemed  fire  proof,  shall  not  be  erected,  plaoeu 
or  repaired ;  and  to  direct  that  all  and  any  buildings  with- 
in the  limits  {nrescribed,  shall  be  made  and  constinuicted  of 
fire  proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  the  repairing  and  re- 
building ot  wooden  buildings,  within  such  'limits,  where 
the  same  shall  have  been  damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  man- 
ner of  ascertaining  such  value  and  damages. 

Thirty- sixth. — ^To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction , 
placing  and  condition  of  chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths, 
stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens,  boilers  and  appurtenances  used 
in  and  about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed  or  placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  oondition,  when 
considered  dangeroiis,  and  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashob 
in  unsafe  places,  and  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying 
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on  of  manufactories,  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting 
fires  within  the  city  limits. 

Thirty-seventh. — ^The  city  council  shall  have  power  to 
purchase  fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder,  and 
hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  support  and 
regulation  of  the  same ;  and  to  order  such  companies  to 
be  disbanded  and  their  apparatus  delivered  up.  Each 
company  shall  not  have  to  exceed  seventy-five  members, 
and  shall  be  formed  by  voluntary  enlistment,  and  each 
member  of  such  company  shall  be  exempt  from  poll  tax, 
from  serving  on  juries,  and  from  miKtary  duty,  during 
the  continuance  ot  such  membership. 

Sec.  3.  All  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  by-laws 
«hall  be  passed  by  an  affirnmtive  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  p^'^i-ISlJi'* 
city  council,  and  be  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  shall  be"^«»«^*«°c«- 
published  once  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  city, 
or  posted  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city  tor 
ten  days  before  the  same  shall  be  in  force;  and  within 
twenty  days  thereafter,  they  shall  be  recorded  by  the  re- 
corder, in  books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose ;  but  be* 
fore  any  of  tbe  said  laws,  regulations  or  by-laws  shall  be 
recorded,  the  posting  of  the  same,  or  the  publication  thereof 
as  aforesaid  respectively,  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit 
of  the  foreman  or  publisher  of  such  newspaper,  or  the 
certificate  of  the  recorder,  of  said  posting,  and  the  said 
affidavit  or  certificate  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  at 
all  times  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  time,  manner  and  place  of  such  publication  or  post- 
ing. No  appropriation  shall  be  made  without  a  majority 
of  the  ciiy  council  voting  in  favor  of  it ;  and  the  vote 
sh%Il  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  entered  among  the 
proceedings  of  the  council. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  conferred  upon  the  city  council  to 
provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisances,  shall  wh«t  deemed  to 
not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceedings  in  the  J*„^"*^"""*\ 
courts,  .according  to  law.  Houses  or  buildings  of  any 
kind,  wherein  more  than  twenty  pounds  of  gunpowder 
are  deposited,  stored  or  kept  at  any  time,  gambling 
houses,  houses  of  ill-fame,  disorderly  taverns  or  beer 
shops  or  places  where  spirituous,  vinous,  fermented,  mix- 
ed or  intoxicating  liquors  are' sold,  given  away  or  dealt  in 
without  a  license  required  therefor,  within  the  limits  of 
said  city,  are  hereby  declared  and  shall  be  deemed  public 
or  common  nuisances. 
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To  examine  ae-       Sec.  5.     The  city  counciI  shall  examine  and  adjust  the 
^wftf  ^^^     accounts  of  the  treasurer,  recorder,  and  all  other  officers 
and  agents  of  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  pro- 
per, and  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before  the  term  for 
which  such  officers  were  elected  or  appointed  has  expired. 
And  the  council  shall  require  each  and  every  such  officer 
and  agent  to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  for 
such  examination  and  settlement ;  and  if  any  such  public 
officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  order  of 
said  council,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  in  pursuance 
of  this  section,  the  council  shall  declare  the  office  of  such 
person  vacant,  and  may  commence  suit  or  proceedings  at 
law  against  any  such  officer  or  agent,  who  may  be  found 
delinquent,   as   defaulting  in  his  accounts,  or  in  the  dis- 
charge ol  his  official  duties.

Sec.  7.  Whenever  the  city  council  shall  deem  it 
necessary  to  construct  or  reconstruct  any  sidewalk  within 
oooMruction  of  the  city,  they  shall  direct  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any 
how^mi<r~  lots  adjoining  such  sidewalk,  to  make  and  construct  the 
same,  at  his  or  their  own  proper  cost  and  charge,  and  in 
such  a  manner,  and  within  such  a  time  as  in  such  direction 
specified.  If  such  work  is  not  done  in  the  manner,  and 
within  the  time  prescribed,  the  city  council  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  done  at  the  expenoe  of  the  lots  adjoining  such 
sidewalks. 

Sec.  8.  The  cost^  and  expenses  of  surveying  streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  sidewalks,  sewers,  public  grounds  and  res- 
ervoirs, and  estimating  the  work  thereon,  and  of  cleans  • 
frying  wdri^  ing  streets  and  alleys,  and  of  constructing  and  repairing 
hS?^**'**^**  reservoirs  and  sewers,  and  of  repairing  sidewalks,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  city  funds ;  opening,  grading,  gravel- 
ing, planking,  or  paving  streets  and  alleys,  to  the  centre 
thereof,  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  pa}  able  by  the  lots 
fronting  on  such  street  [or]  alley.  Sewers  may  be  ordered 
by  the  city  council,  to  be  built  at  the  expense  (if  the  lots 
or  parcels  ot  laud  to  be  benutited  thereby,  aud  which  shall 
be  apportioned  by  said  city  council  among  said  lota  or 
parcels  or  land. 

Sec.  9.     Whenever  the  city  council  shall  determine  to 
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onake  any  public  improvement,  as  authorized  by  sections  Etumate for  !m- 
si<,  seven,  eight,  of  this  chapter,  they  shall  cause  to  bel^w^^e. 
xnade  an  estimate  of  the  whole  expense  thereof,  and  the 
proportion  to  be  assessed  and  charged  to  each  lot,  and  in 
-case  of  grading   streets,  alleys  or  sidewalks,  of  th^  num- 
ber of  cubic  yards  to  be  filled  in  or  excavated  in  front  of 
each  lot,  and  such  estimate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  city  recorder,  for  the  inspection  of  parties  interested. 
The  city  council  shall  give  notice,  by  advertisement  for 
two  weeks  in  some  newspaper  published  in  said  city,  to 
the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  lots  oi:  parcels  of  land, 
fronting  on  any  street,  alley  or  sidewalk,  ordered  to  be 
.graded 9  graveled,  planked  or  paved,  constructed  or  re-

pants of  such  lands,  if  there  be  any,  and  if  such  lands  or 
any  portion  of  them,  shall  not  be  in  the  actual  occupancy 
of  auy  one,  then  thp  city  council  shall  cause  such  notice, 
describing  as  near  as  may  be  the  premises  proposed  to  be 
takeA,  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  published  iu 
ia  said  city,  for  three  weeks  successively,  once  at  least  iu 
each  week,  and  the  publisher  of  si^ch  paper,  or  his  fore- 
man, shall  make  affidavit  ot  such  nublication,  and  deposit 
the  same  with  the  city  recorder.

All  property,  real  and  personal,  within 
the  city,  except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of 
the  state,  or  by  ordinance  of  this  city,  shall  be  subject  to  MayierxAUa 
taxation  tor  the  support  of  the  city  government,  and  the  cH/gJ?2Siwnt. 
payment  of  its  debts  and  liabilities,  including  the  repair- 
ing of  sewers,  sidewalks,  streets  and  highways,  and  the 
^me  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  the 
:general  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  for 
town  purposes,  but  such  assessment  shall  not  exceed  six 
mills  ou  the  dollar  of  the  real  valuation,  and  all  qualified 
voters  shall  be  liable  to  a  poll  tax,  not  exceeding  one  dol- 
lar in  any  one  year,  to  be  levied  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  2.  All  funds  in  the  city  treasury  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  the  city  council,  and  shall  be  drawn  out

ment  of  a  fine  imposed,  may  be  kept  at  hard  labor  upon 
the  public  streets  and   improvements,  until  such  person 
shall  work  out  the  amount  of  such  fine  at  such  rate  of 
compensation  as  said  city  council  may  prescribe,  for  a.

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elected  under  the  provisious  of  this  act,  or  by  the  sheriff 
or  any  constable  of  said  county,  and  for  such  purpose  said 
sheriff  and  constables  shall  have  and  possess  the  power 
aad  authority  which  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state  they 
liave  and  possess  in  the  execution  or  service  of  warrants, 
writs  and  other  processes  issued  by  justices  of  the  peace 
elected  under  such  general  laws. 

Sec.  9.  The  constable  elected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  the  ministerial  officer  ot  the  council,  and 
shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  belonging  to  the  J^^^^  ^  ^^^^^ 
constables  elected  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  and  *>i«- 
his  compensation,  except  as  in  section  ten,  of  chapter  first, 
of  this  act  is  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance of  the  council ;  and  said  constable  shall  within  the 
county  in  which  he  resides,  also  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of,  and  when  acting  as 
such,  receive  the  same  compensation  as  constables  elected 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  state.  He  shall  also  be 
chief  of  the  police  force  of  said  village,  but  as  such  shall 
be  subordinate  to  the  president. 

Sec.  10.     There  shall  be  an  annual  election  for  elective  j^^^^  eiectioo 
officers  herein  provided  for,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  wbenhew-no. 
in  each  and  every  year,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open   ^  ^ 
from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  four  in  the  after- 
noon, and  ten  days  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by  the 
common  council  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
election,  and  the  officers  to  be  elected,  by  posting  notices 
thereof  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  village.  ^ 

At  the  said  elections  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them, 
shall  act  as  judges  of  election,  and  the  recorder  as  clerk  oif 
election,  and  in  case  of  inability  or  non-attendance  of  any 
of  said  officers,  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  an  appoint* 
ment  made  by  those  officers  present.  At  the  close  of  the 
polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement 
thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present,  by  one  of  the 
judges,  and  the  recorder  shall  make  true  i*ecord  thereof, 
and  within  five  days  thereafter,  he  shall  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  election.  The 
first  election  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  a.  d.  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy,  and  shall  be  conducted  by 
Jonathan  Owen,  J  H.  Kasson  and  John  £.  Bunker, 
with  power  of  appointment  and  substitution  in  case  of  i 

absence. 

Sec.  11.     Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  eleo-

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YaeMkciM,  how   tive  office,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  new  electioD^ 
^^  which  shall  be  ordered  by  the  common  counciU  and  notice

CHAPTER  n. 

Section  1*  The  common  council  shall  have  the  man- 
whotoooDtroi  agement  and  control  of  the  finances  and  all  the  property 
^n^Muf  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  also  in  addition  to  the  power 
^'  herein  vested  in  them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to 

make*,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter, 
modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules,  by- 
laws, and  regulations  tor  government  and  good  order  of 
the  village,  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  intemperance 
and  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient. The  common  council  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  declare  and  impose  fiues,  penalties  and  pun- 
ishments, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  or- 
dinance, rule,  by-law  or  regulation  parsed  and  ordained 
by  them ;  and  all  such  ordinances,  rules,  and  by-laws  and 
regulations  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of 
law.  Ptovidedy  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  for 
those  purposes  shall  have  authority  by  ordinances,  rules, 
by-laws  or  regulations — 

First. — To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  com- 
mon showmen  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  or  the  exhibitions 
of  caravans,  circuses,  concerts,  or  theatrical  performances, 
'  billiard  tables,  nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  bowling  saloons,  to- 
grant  licenses  and  regulate  auctions  and  auctioneers,  gro- 
ceries, taverns,  victualing  houses,  and  all  persons  vending 
or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquora. 

Second. — ^To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  ot 
gambling  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming  in  said  village,  and'  to  restrain  any 
persons  from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  fer* 
mented  or  vinous  liquors,,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  com- 
mon council. 

Third. — To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance  and 
disorderly  assemblages  in  said  village,  and  to  provide  for 
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the  arrest  and  punishment  of  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  same,  to  suppress  disorderly  houses 
or  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  provide  for 
the  arrest  and  punishment  of  the  keepers  thereof,  and  to 
authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming. 

Fourth. — ^To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro- 
cery, cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery, 
stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome,  nauseous 
house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from 
time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village. 

Fifth. — ^To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  slaugh- 
ter houses  and  markets,  breweries,  distilleries  and  pawn- 
brokers. 

Sixth. — ^To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side-         ^ 
walks,  lanes,  alleys  or  public  grounds,   with  carriages,  eu. 
carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  boxes,  lumber,  firewood,  posts, 
awnings,  or  any  other  materials  or  substances  whatever. 
Seventh. — ^To  prevent  and  punish  horse  racing,  immod- 
I  erate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets,  to  compel  persons  to 

I  fasten  their  horses  or  other  animals  attached   to  vehicles 

or  otherwise,  while  standing  in  the  streets ;  and  to  regulate 
places  of  bathing  and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the 
limits  of  said  village. 

Eighth. — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
horses,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize 
the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  penal- 
ties on  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation  of  the 
ordinances. 

Ninth. — ^To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  aud 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  and  to  authorize  the  de- 
struction of  the  same  in  a  summary  manner  when  at  large, 
contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

Tenth. — ^To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing, or  having  within  said  village,  any  putrid  carcass,  or 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal 
of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  prem  • 
ises  any  substance,  or  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  fish, 
hides  or  skins  of  any  kind,  and  on  default  to  authorize 
the  removal  thereol  by  some  competent  officers,  at  the 
expense  of  such  person  or  persons. 

Eleventh. — ^To  make  aud  establish  public  pounds,pumps, 
wells,  cisterns,  hydrants,  aud  'reservoirs,  and  to  provide 
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for  and  control  the  erection  of  water  works  for  the  supply 
of  water  to  the  inhabitants. 

Twelfth. — To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
and  provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds. 

Thirteenth. — To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
any  ox,  mule,  cattle,  or  other  anjmal  on  the  sidiewalks  in 
said  village,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damages  to  such 
sidewalks. 

Fourteenth. — To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire-arms  or 
crackers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks 
in  any  situation  which  may  be  considered  by  the  council 
dangerous  to  the  town,  or  any  property  therein,  or  annoy- 
ing any  citizen  thereof. 

Fifteenth. — To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunkenness 
and  obscenity  in  the  streets  orpublicplacesof  said  village, 
and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  all  persons 
ST"""  '^""    who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Sixteenth. — To  license  and  regulate  butchers'  stalls, 
shops  and  stands  for  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butchers' 
meat,  butter,  fish  and  other  provisions. 

Seventeenth. — ^To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of 
weighing  hay  and  selling  the  same,  and  the  measuring  of 
and  selling  of  firewood,  coal  and  lime,  and  to  appoint 
snitable  persons  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

Eighteenth. — -To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from 
the  sidewalk,  street  or  alley  opposite  thereto,  and  to  com- 
pel such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot  owned 
or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances  as  the  board  of 
health  shall  direct ;  and  in  his  default,  to  authorize  the 
removal  or  destruction  thereof,  by  some  ofiScer  of  the  vil- 
lage, at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Nineteenth. — To  provide  for  watchmen,  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  numbers  and  duties,  and  regulate  the  same, 
and  to  create  and  establish  the  police  of  said  village,  and 
to  prescribe  the  number  of  police  ofilcers  and  their  duties, 
and  to  regulate  the  same. 

Twentieth. — To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard  of 
weights  and  measures,  for  appointment  of  a  village  sealer, 
and  to  require  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by 
the  village  sealerf  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  ot 
the  use  ot  false  weights  and  measures. 

Twenty-first. — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and 
preserving  of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets  and  public 
grounds. 
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Twentj-seoond. — ^To  removo  and  abate  any  nuisance  in* 
jurlous  to  the  public  health,  and  to  provide  for  the  puniph- 
ment  of  all  persons  who  shall  cause  or  maintain  such 
nuisances. 

Twenty-third. — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance,  ob- 
struction, encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  public 
grounds  and  highways  of  the  village.  Fowtnja  oma- 

Twenty-fourth. — ^To  do  all  SLcts  and  make  all  regula-  ^ 
tioos  which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  preser- 
vation of  health,  and  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  to 
make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagi- 
ous or  intectious  diseases  into  the  village,  and  to  miue 
quarantine  laws  and  to  enforce  the  same  within  the  village. 

Twenty-fifth. — ^To  restrain  and  punish  mendicants,  street 
be^ars  and  prostitutes. 

Twenty-sixth. — Fines,  penalties  and  punishments  im- 
posed by  the  common  council  for  the  breach  of  any  ordi- 
nance, by  law  or  regulation  of  said  village,  may  extend  ^ 
to  a  tine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both,  and  to  be  fed  on 
bread  and  water  at  the  discretion  of  the  justice ;  and  offen- 
durs  against  the  same  may  be  required  to  give  security  for 
their  good  behavior,  and  to  keep  the  peace  fur  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  2.     All  ordinances,  regulations,  resolutions  and 
by-laws  shall  be  passed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majori- 
ty of  the  common  council,  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  published  AuordiBMoeto 
at  least  once  in  the  official  paper,  before  the  same  shall  wha^ll'i^'to.

Sec.  3.  The  power  coulerred  upon  the  common  ooun- 
cU,  to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisances, 
shall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceedings  ^^SS!i£ 
in  the  courts  according  to  law.  Gambling  houses,  houses  •^^' 
of  ill*fame,  disorderly  taverns,  and  houses  or  places  where 
spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  without 
license  required  therefor,  within  the  limits  of  said  village, 
are  hereby  declared  and  shall  be  deemed  public  or  com- 
mon nuisances. 

Sec.  4.    The  council  shall  examine,  audit  and  adjust  ^^  ,^„«,^  ^. 
the  accounts  of  the  recorder,  treasurer,  justice,  and  allc«u]ito<»f( 
other  officers  and  agents  of  the  town,  at  such  times  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  and  also  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and 
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before  the  term  for  which  the  officers  of  said  Tillage  were 
elected  or  appointed  shall  have  expired.  And  the  com- 
moD  council  shall  require  each  and  every  such  officer  and 
agent  to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts  and  youchers,  for  such 
examination  and  settlement,  and  if  any  such  officer  or 
agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  said  coun- 
cil in  discharge  of  their  said  duties,  in  pursuance  of  this 
section,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  his  accounts 
or  present  his  books  and  vouchers  to  said  council,  or  a 
committee  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common 
council  to  declare  cf  such  person  vacant,  and  the  common 
council  shall  order  suits  and  proceedings  at  law  against  any 
officer  or  agent  of  said  village,  who  may  be  found  delin- 
quent or  defaulting  in  his  accounts,  or  in  the  discharge  of 
his  official  duties,  and  shall  make  a  full  record  of  all  such 
settlements  and  adjustments.

Sec.  18.     The  corporation  is  invested  with  all  powers  to 
carry  into  lull  force,  virtue,  andeiSect  all  and  every  part  of^^ff^^- 
the  charter  of  said  village,  and  the  acts  amendatory  there-  ^^' 
of,  and  to  carry  into  execution  the  same,  shall  have  power 
to  pass  and  ordain  all  and  every  ordinance  necessary  to 
carry  out  fully  the  meaning  and  interest  thereof. 

Sec.  19.     All  previous  acts  and  amendments  thereto,  Jjgjj  ^••"* 
which  in  any  way  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
are  hereby  repealed.

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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

SEcnoN  1.  All  of  section  fire,  of  township  one  hun- 
dred and  seven,  range  twenty-eight,  and  all  of  the  south  oorpwaie  rifhu. 
half  of  section  thirty-two,  in  township  one  hundred  and 
«]ght,  range  twenty-eight,  shall  be  known  as  the  village 
of  Lake  Crystal,  and  as  such  corporation  shall  possess  and 
«iijoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  that  can  now  or  here-

Sixth. — To  compel  the  occupants  or  owners  of  any 
cellars,  tallow  chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  livery  stable, 
barn,  privy,  or  any  unwholesome,  nauseous  house  or  place, 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same. 

Seventh. — ^To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes,  public  grounds  and  alleys,  and  to  define  the 
same. 

Eighth. — To  prosecute  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in 
the  streets,  and  riding  or  driving  on  or  across  the  side- 
walks, and  to  prevent  any  damage  to  the  sidewalks,  cross- 
walks, fences,  buildings,  shade  or  ornamental  trees,  or 
any  public  property  or  improvements  in  said  village. 

iN^inth. — To  establish  and  create  pumps^  water  cisterns, 
reservoirs,  streams,  ditches  or  sewers. 

Tenth. — To  lay  out,  alter,  open,  widen,  extend,  estab- 
lish, grade,  repair,  or  otherwise  improve  or  keep  in  repair 
streets,  alleys,  commons,  sidewalks,  ditches,  sewers,  and 
public  grounds,  and  they  may  establish  and  record  with 
the  recorder,  grade  of  streets  or  sidewalks  with  which 
buildings  and  directions  shall  conform. 


I.  • 
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Eleyenth. — ^To  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  limits 
wooden  buildings  or  other  buildings  or  other  material  deem* 
ed  hazardous  and  not  fire-proof  may  or  may  not  be  erected 
or  placed. 

Twelfth. — To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  or 
placing  of  chimneys,  fire  places  or  stove  pipes  or  any  pipe 
or  instruments  for  the  construction  of  fire,  heat  or  smoke, 
^  open  boilers  or  appurtenances,  and  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  made  secure  or  removed,  and  to  prosecute  for  the  deposit 
of  ashes  in  any  unsafe  place,  and  to  regulate  the  carrying 
on  of  manufactories  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting 
fires.

Ulniy  and  the  persons  residing  and  inhabiting  therein^  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  municipal  corporation  by  the  name

performed  by  the  mayor.     The  acting  mayor  shall  have 
the  voting  power  but  not  the  veto  power.

To  establish  public  markets  and  regulate  the 
same.  To  regulate  the  manner  of  selling  and  provide  tor 
the  inspection  of  wood  and  other  fuel  and  weight  of  hay . 
To  take  such  necessary  measures  to  prevent  and  prohibit 
the  introduction  of  p»^U[)crs  and  persons  suffering  from 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  and  to  provide  for  the 
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proper  care  of  any  persons  laboring  therefrom ,  ami  reiuoyal 
to  some  proper  place.  To  regulate  and  license  auction- 
eers, hawkers  and  peddlers.  To  appropriate  money  and 
provide  for  the  expenses  o(  the  borough  government.  To 
alter,  abolish,  open,  widen,  extend,  grade,  repair,  pave 
and  lighten  or  otherwise  improve  or  keep  in  repair  the 
streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  of  the  borough.  To 
establish  and  support  the  police  of  said  borough.  To  pro- 
vide for  taking  an  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
borough  from  time  to  time.  To  prescribe  fire  limits  with- 
in which  wooden  buildings  or  buildings  of  other  inflammable 
materials  aie  composed  may  not  be  erected.  The  said 
council,  by  ordinance,  may  punish  by  fine  or  imprisonment, 
or  both,  any  violator  of  the  public  peace,  keepers  of  unli- 
censed saloons,  gamblers,  persons  without  occupation 
_....^  having  no  visible  means  of  support,  keepers,  inmates  and 
'  irequentors  of  houses  of  ill- fame  and  all  disorderly  or  in- 
toxicated persons  found  in  any  street,  alley,  stores,  sa- 
loons or  other  public  place.  The  said  council  shall  have 
power  to  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery, 
soap  factory,  tannery,  slaughter  house,  stable,  barn  or 
privy,  to  cleanse  the  same,  remove  or  abate  it  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  the  public  health.  To  prevent  the 
incumbering  of  any  oi  tbe  public  streets,  sidewalks  or  al- 
leys with  wagons,  boxes,  firewood,  lumber  or  any  other 
material  whatever ;  to  restmin  the  running  at  large  of  cat- 
tle, horses,  swine,  goats,  sheeprand  geese,  and  to  authorize 
the  impounding,  destraining  and  sale  ot  the  same.  To 
prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs ;  to  impose  fines  up- 
on their  owners,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same  when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinances,  and  to 
license  the  same  to  run  at  large ;  to  compel  the  owners 
and  occupants  of  any  building  or  grounds  to  remove  dirt, 
filth  or  rubbish,  wood  or  any  other  matter  prejudicial  to 
the  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  borongh,  from  the  side- 
walks, streets  or  alleys  opposite  thereto,  and  upou  default 
to  <cau8e  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expenses  of  such 
owner  or  occupant ;  to  prevent  the  dangerous  construction, 
placing  and  maintenance  of  chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths, 
stoves,  pipes,  ovens,  boiler  and  appurtenances,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  placed  in  a  safe  condition  when  dangerous ; 
to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  pro- 
hibit or  regulate  the  carrying  on  ot  manufactories  danger- 
ous or  promotive  of  fires  within  the  borough  limits. 
SfiC.  3.     Tbe  council  shall  have  power  to  purchase  fire 
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apparatus  and  authorize  the  formation  of  fire,  hose,  hook  TopwohMefli* 
and  ladder  companies,   provide   for  the  support  thereof ,  ^"'^  *** 
and  disband  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  may  by  ordinance 
exempt  the  members  thereof  from  serving  upon  juries  or 
payment  of  poll  tax  during  the  continuance  of  such  mem- 
bership. 

Sbc.  4.  The  borough  council  shall  have  exclusive  ju- 
risdiction over  highways  in  said  borough ;  shall  have  power  2S?w!Jiwi^" 
to  order  and  contract  for  the  grading,  repairing  and  clean- 
ing of  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  gutters,  sewers  and 
sidewalks  within  said  borough,  which  improvements  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  a  street  commissioner,  whose 
duties,  term  of  office,  appointment  and  compensation  shall 
be  regulated  by  ordinance,  and  the  law  of  the  state  rela- 
ting to  overseers  of  highways  in  said  state. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances,  Tegulations  and  resolutions 
before  taking  effect  shall  be  published  in  the  official  paper  Ao.,°to  im  ^* 
of  the  borough,  and  all  appropriations  shall  be  voted  upon  ^^'^^' 
by  ayes  and  noes  and  entered  among  the  proceedings  of 
the  council  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  and  called  the  **  jour- 
nal of  the  council "  of  tlie  borough  of  New  Ulm,  by  the 
clerk  of  said  borough,  and  when  so  entered  and  signed  by 
the  mayor,  attested  by  the  clerk,  shall  be  evidence  of  the 
facts  in  said  journal  set  forth  in  any  court  of  law  in  this 
state. 

Sec.  6.     In  opening,  widening  or  altering  any  street, 
alley  or  highway  in  said  borough,  the  council  shall  appoint  BowtoftoMdin 
by  resolution  three  disinterested  persons  who  shall  act  as  t!!teSr«!^^'' 
commissioners  and  in  all   things  be  governed  by  the  laws  JSu2' wiVed 
of  this  f«tate  respecting  the  laying  out,  altering  and  dis- 
continuance of  highways  as  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this 
state  respecting  the  same  and  reserving  to  the  aggrieved 
party  his  right  of  appeal  first  to  the  council,  second  to  the 
district  court  of  said   county.     Provided^  No  property 
shall  be  taken  without  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of 
the  damages  assessed  by  said  commissioners  to  the  owner 
of  any  property  so  taken  for  the  laying  out  or  altering  of 
such  street,  alley  or  highway. 

Sec.  7.     All  plats,  maps,  surveys  and  all  other  records  Aiipui^pt. 
or  papers  shall  by  ordinance  be  carefully  filed  with  the  **•*•' 
clerk  of  said  borough,  that  belonging  to  or  in  which  said 
corporation  is  interested  as  party,  and  shall  be  the  prop- 
erty thei-eof. 

Sec.  8.     Whenever  the  owners  of  two-thirds  of  front 
footage  of  any  block  shall  petition  therefor  in  writing,  the 
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atmi  inpr«T^  couDcU  may  by  ordinances  cause  such  improvements  in 

^hw^iSaml^f  paving,  grading  or  improving  the    sidewalks,   streets, 

to*£mS«.^*'  alleys  as  prayed  tor  to  be  done,  and  the  expenses  and  cost 

thereof  shall  be  borne  and  defrayed  by  the  owners  of  the 

whole  of  said  property  fronting  upon  said  improvement,  and 

in  case  of  delinquents,  or  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  pay 

an  equal  assessed  portion  of  such  assessment,  the  delinquent 

tax  shall  be  returned  by  the  clerk  of  said  borough  to  the 

county  auditor,  who  shall  extend  the  same  upon  the  tax 

duplicate,  and  proceedings  shall   thereupon  be  had  the 

same  as  in  the  collection  of  other  delinquent  taxes ;  Pro^ 

videdf  Said  tax  shall  not  be  returned  as  delinquent  until 

three  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  assessed ;  And 

Jurther  provided f  That  the  improvements  prayed  for  may 

be  made  by  order  of  said  council ;  And/urtiier  provided.

CHAPTER  V. 


Wbftt  yraptrtir 


Section  1.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  within 
m^i^ZZ-  said  borough,  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  by 
*^'  ordinance  of  the  borough,  shall  be  liable  for  the  support 

of  the  borough  government  and  payments  of  its  debts  and 
liabilities,  and  all  taxes  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in 
the  manner  provided  for  by  the  general  laws  ot  this  state 
lor  the  assessment  of  taxes,  except  as  provided  in  section 
eight,  of  chapter  four,  of  this  act;  but  such  assessment 
bhall  not  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  upon  the  real  val- 
uation, and  no  per  capita  tax  exceeding  one  dollar  upou 
each  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  borough  shall  be  levied  by 
the  council  during  any  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  All  funds  in  the  borough  treasury  shall  bo 
coaneii  to  ooD.  under  the  control  of  the  council.  All  orders  shall  be 
troiftu  funds.  Ji^^u  upou  the  treasurer  by  the  clerk,  and  shall  specify 
the  object  for  which  drawn,  a  record  whereof  shall  be  kept 
by  the  clerk.  All  orders  shall  be  payable  to  the  order  of 
the  person  in  whose  favor  they  may  be  drawn,  and  no  or- 
ders shall  be  issued  unless  the  treasurer  have  sufficient 
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funds  in  his  haods  to  pay  the  same  upon  presentation. 
Eyety  person  entitled  to  and  reoeiving  any  order  properly 
signed  and  attested  from  the  clerk,  shall  give  a  receipt  to 
the  clerk  therefor. 

Sso.  3.     All  property,  moneys,  effects  and  credits  of 
the  town  of  New  Ulm  shall  be  transferred  to  and  vested  in 
the  borough  of  New  Ulm,  and  the  said  corporation  shall  STISf  £!!» 
have  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  sue  for,  ask,  demand  ^^^^ 
and  receive  all  debts,  demands  or  liabilities  due  or  owing 
to  said  tcfwn  by  or  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever.

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into  the  treasury,  and  all  receipts  of  the  payment  of  money 
or  property  to  the  treasurer  snail  be  countersigned  by  the 
•clerk,  before  they  shall  be  a  legal  voucher  against  the 
Tillage. 

Seo  15.    The  trustees  of  the  cemetery  shall  have  the 
-exclusive  charge  and  direction  of  any  cemetery  at  any 
time  belonging  to  said  village  corporate,  whether  situated 
within  or  without  the  limits  of  said  village.     They  shall  5"S?i2SS?" 
cause  the  same  to  be  properly  surveyed,  platted  and 
mapped.     They  shall  establish  the   price  of  lots  which 
may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  as  they  may  deem  for 
the  best  interests  of  said  village.     They  shall  be  fully  em- 
powered to  sell  the  lots  in  said  cemetery  and  to  legally 
•convey  the  titles  to  the  same.     They  shall  have  exclusive 
charge  of  all  money  arising  from  any  vote  of  the  citizens 
of  said  village  for  the  purchase  of  grounds  for  said  ceme- 
tery, or  for  the  fencing,  improving  or  beautifying  the  same, 
and  also  of  all  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  lots  in 
said  cemetery.    They  are  also  hereby  empowered  to  ex- 
pend said  moneys  for  the  purchase  of  said  grounds  and 
for  the  survey  and  mapping  of  the  same,  and  also  for  the 
fencing,  arranging  and  beautifying  the  same,  as  they  may 
-deem  proper.     They  are  also  empowered  to  build  a  vault 
for  the  reception  of  the  dead  during  the  winter  months, 
to  build  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary  roads,  paths  and 
avenues,  and  to  set  out  trees  and  shrubbery,  within  the 
limits  of  said  cemetery,  and  to  employ  a  sexton  and  other 
laborers,  and  to  discharge  the  same  at  any  time  as  they 
may  deem  best.     No  indebtedness  of  their  creating  shall 
be  binding  upon  the  village  corporate,  except  it  be  previ- 
ously ordered  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
said  village,  voting  at  an  annual  or  special  election.     They 
shall  make  an  annual  report  and  statement  of  the  tinances 
of  the  cemetery,   which   shall   accurately   state  each  and 
every  item  of  expenditure,  the  sources  from  which  it  was 
derived,  and  the  amount  if  any  then  remaining  in  their 
hands,  they  shall  also  report  what  sum  in  their  judgment 
is  necessary  to  be  raised  by  tax  for  the  next  succeeding 
year,  to  be  expended  for  the  interests  of  said  cemetery. 
Said  report  shall  be  read  at  the  anpual  village  election, 
shall  be  signed  by  each  of  said  trustees  of  the  cemetery 
and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  village  clerk. 

Sec.  16.     The  style  of  all   ordinances  passed  by.  the 
president  and  trustees  shall  be,  '*  The  president  and  tras-  nln^M-wh^ 
tees  of  the  village  of  Farmington  do  ordain  as  follows :"  JSm*?*****  *  '**" 
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The  president  and  two  trustees,  or  three  trustees,  shalP 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business^ 
^  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  trustees  shall  ap- 
point one  of  their  number  pfcsident  pro  tern.,  who  shall" 
possess  all  the  powers  of  president. 

Sec.  17.     The  president  and  trustees  shall  have  exclu- 
sive authority  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  vil- 
lage,  to  grant,   according  to  law  or  ordinance,  or  both,, 
licenses  for  selling  wine,  beer  or  cider,  or  spirituous,  in- 
toxicating,  alcoholic,  vinous,   fermented,  malt  or  mixed 
liquors,  liquids  or  drinks ;  regulate  and  license  groceries,, 
taverns,  hotels,   victualing  houses  and   saloons ;  and  al( 
ySSm*"^  persons  vending  or  dealing  in  any  such  liquors,  drinks  or 
liquids,  and  to  revoke  the  same,  and  no  person  shall  sell^ 
vend,  deal  in,  or,  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  provi- 
sionfe  of  law  or  of  this  act,  or  the  ordinances  of  said  vil- 
lage, give  away  any  of  the  aforesaid  liquors,  drinks  or 
liquids,  within  such  corporate  limits,  without  having  first 
obtained  license  therefor,  as  provided  by  this  act,  the  Iaw» 
of  this  state,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  said  village,  and 
any  person  who  shall  in  anj'  manner  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  or  the  ordinances  or  the  laws 
herein  referred  to,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  pun- 
ished as  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  the  ordir 
nances  ot  said  village  on  this  subject,  and  all  such  offenses 
bhall  be  prosecuted  as  provided  by  such  laws  and  ordinan- 
ces.    All  money  received  for  such  licenses  shall  be  paid  to 
the  treasurer  t)f  said  yillage  for  its  use.     Provided^  That 
the  sum  to  be  paid  for  any  such  license  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  amount  fixed  and  provided  by  the  laws  of  this 
state;  or  the  ordinances  of  the  said  village ;  and  that  no- 
license  shall   be  granted  for  a  less  time  than  one  year ;. 
And  provided  further  ^  That  no  person  shall  sell  or  give^ 
away  any  such  wine,  beer,  cid^r,  or  spirituous,  intoxicat-' 
ing,  alcoholic,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  malt  liquorB^. 
liquids  or  drinks  on  any  election  day,  or  on  Sunday.     In 
all  prosecutions  for  any  violation  ot  this  section,  it  shall 
be  sufficient  to  allege  in  general  terms,  the  selling,  vend- 
ing, dealing  in  or  giving  away  without  such  license  of  such> 
inhibited  liquors,  liq^iids  or  drinks,  and  the  proof  on  trial 
of  such  selling,  vending,  dealing  in  or  giving  away  to  any 
person  of  any  such  inhibited  liquors,  liquids  or  drinks, 
sha:ll  be  sufficient  to  warrant  and  sustain  a  conviction  or 
proof  that  the  person  charged  kept  a  bar,  sideboard  or- 
other  thing  or  fixture,  with  bar  furniture  usually  used  by*

thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  day  he  shall  keep  or  oc- 
cupy any  such  place  for  such  purpose,  the  sum  of  ten 
doIlars,witb  costs  of  prosecution,  and  shall  also  in  addition 
thereto,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction

make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter, 
modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules,  reg- 
ulations, resolutions  and  by  laws  for  the  government  and 
good  order  of  the  village,  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and 
immorality,  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  and  for  the 
benefit  of  trade,  commerce  and  health,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient ;  declaring  and  imposing  penalties,  and  to  en- 
force the  same  against  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances,  rules, 
regulations,  resolutions  or  by-laws,  and  such  ordinances, 
rules,  regulations,  resolutions  and  by-laws,  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  and  have  the  power  and  force  of  laws  ;  Provided^ 
That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  for  these 
purposes  shall  have  authority  by  ordinances,  rules,  regu- 
lations or  by-laws — 

First. — To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition   of  com- 
mon showmen  or  shows  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibition  of 
caravans,  circuses,  menageries,  or  theatrical  performances, 
20 
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and  to  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nui  • 
sances  under  the  ordinances  or  at  conmion  law ;  to  restrain, 
prohibit,  or  license  billiard  tables,  ten  pin  or  other  ball 
alleys,  pigeon-hole  tables,  or  the  setting  up  or  playing  on 
the  same  in  said  village. 

Second. — ^To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming  in  said  village,  and  to  restrain  ^uy 
person  from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  intox  - 
icating,  alcoholic,  malt  or  mixed «  fermented  or  vinous  li> 
quors,  liquids  or  drinks,  unless  duly  licensed  by  them. 

Third. — ^To  prevent  any  riots,  noises,  disturbances,  dis- 
orderly conduct  or  assemblages,  suppress  and  restrain  dis* 
orderly  houses,  grog  shops  or  groceries,  and  houses  ot 
ill-fame,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instruments 
used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming. 

Fourth. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro 
eery,  cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tanner}', 
stable,  bam,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome,  nauseous 
house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  purify  or  abate  the 
iMtme  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  be  deemed  neoes* 
sary  for  the  health,  comtort  and  convenience  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  said  village. 

Fifth. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  all 
slaughter  houses  and  markets,  and  to  prevent  the  erection, 
use  and  occupancy  of  the  same,  and  to  establish  rates  for 
and  lidense  venders  of  gunpowder,  and  regulate  the  stor- 
age, keeping  and  conveying  the  same,  or  other  combustible 
materials. 

Sixth. — To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes,  and  alleys  with  carriages,  sleighs,  boxes, 
lumber,  firewood  or  any  other  materials  or  substances 
whatever,  and  to  prevent  the  digging  of  holes  in  the 
streets,  alleys,  or  other  public  grounds  in  said  village. 

Seventh. — ^To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  driviug 
or  riding  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  places  of  bath- 
ing in  the  water  within  the  limits  of  said  village. 

Eighth. — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horpes, 
cattle,  mules,  asses,  swine,  sheep,  goats,  poultry  and 
geese,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding  and 
sale  of  the  same. 

Ninth. — To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a  summary 
manner  when  at  large,  contrary  to  the  ordinances;  also  to 
license  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  the  same.

Tenth. — To  preyent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing,  or  having  within  said  village,  any  putrid  carcass,  or 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal 
of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  prem- 
ises any  such  substance,  putrid  or  unwholesome  or  un* 
eonnd  beef,  pork,  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind,  and 
in  default  of  such  person,  to  authorize  the  removaljthere- 
of  by  some  competent  officer,  at  the  expense  of  such 
person  or  persons. 

Eleventh. — ^To  make  and  establish  pounds,  and  appoint 
pound  masters  and  tence  viewers,  and  prescribe  their  pow- 
ers and  duties ;  also  to  protect  shade  and  ornamental  trees 
on  tbe  public  squares,  or  in  the  streets  of  said  village ;  also 
to  fence  the  public  squares  and  grounds,  and  to  protect  the 
same,  and  the  bridges  and  o^onuments  in  said  village.        Pow«n  or  bowd 

Twelfth. — ^To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health,  of 
provide  hospitals  for  those  infected  with  small  pox,  or 
other  contagious  diseases,  and  order  and  regulate  the 
removal  of  such  persons  from  the  village,  when  its  heafth 
and  safety  so  require,  and  to  provide  ground  tor  the  burial 
of  the  dead. 

Thirteenth. — To  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of 
the  voters  of  said  village,  and  to  prescribe  the  compensa- 
tion of  all  officers  of  the  corporation  except  their  own, 
and  shall  examine,  audit  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  all 
persons  and  of  all  officers  against  the  corporation. 

Fourteenth. — To  organize  fire  companies,  hook  and 
ladder  companies,  and  hose  companies,  to  regulate  their 
government,  and  the  time  and  manner  of  their  exercise,  to 
provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  to  require  the  owners  of  buildings  to  provide  and 
keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets,  which  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate,  and  ex- 
empt from  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any  manner,  and  if 
the  owner  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  procure  suitable  lad- 
ders or  fire  buckets,  after  reasonable  notice,  the  trustees 
may  procure  and  deliver  the  same  to  him,  and  in  default 
of  payment  therefor,  may  recover  of  such  owner  the  value 
of  such  ladder  or  fire  buckets,  or  both,  with  costs  of  suit ; 
lo  regulate  and  direct  the  safe  construction  of  places  for 
the  deposit  of  ashes,  to  appoint  one  or  more  fire  wardens 
to  enter  into  at  reasonable  times,  and  examine  all  dwelling 
houses,  lots,  yards,  enclosures  and  buildings  of  every  de- 
scription, in  order  to  discover  whether  any  of  them  are  in 
a  dangerous  condition,   and  to  cause  such  as  they  may 
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deem  dangerous  to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition,  to  regulate 
the  manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove  pipes,  to  pre- 
vent fires,  and  the  us.e  of  fire  works  and  firearms  within 
the  limits  of  said  village,  or  feuch  part  thereof  as  they  may 
think  proper,  to  compel  the  inhabitants  ot  said  village  to

— To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drink- 
ing or  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  other  places  in  said  vil- 
lage, and  to  provide  for  the  arresting,  removing  and  pnnish- 
ing  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Seventeenth. — ^To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire-arms  or 
the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in  any.  place  which  they 
may  consider  dangerous  to  the  village,  or  any  property 
therein,  or  annoying  to  any  person  thereof. 

Eighteenth. — To  regulate  the  police  of  the  village ;  to 
regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  and  weighing 
hay,  and  measuring  and  selling  fuel,  either  wood  or 
coal,  and  to^  appoint  suitable  persons  to  superintend  and 
conduct  the  same. 

Nineteenth. — To  regulate,  suppress  or  license  hawkera 
and  peddlers  who  travel  from  place  to  place  to  sell  gooda^ 
wares  and  merchandize  within  said  village,  and  to  licenae 
transient  dealers  and  traders  to  sell  the  same. 

Twentieth. — To  conipel  the  owners  of  buildings  or 
grounds,  or  the  occupants,  when  the  same  are  occupied^ 
to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from  sidewalks,  streets  or 
alleys  opposite  thereto,  and  to  compel  such  owner  or  occa* 
pant  to  remove  from  the  lot  owned  or  occupied  by  him» 
all  such  substances  as  the  board  of  health  shall  direct ; 
and  in  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of 
the  objectional  substance,  by  some  officer  ot  the  village,  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 
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Twenty-first. — To  regulate  the  time,  place  and  manner 
of  holding  public  auctions  and  vendues. 

Twenty-second. — ^To  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
users  of  false  or  untrue  weights  and  measures. 

Twenty-third. — ^They  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
owner  of  any  lots  or  grounds  in  the  village  to  set  out  or- 
namental trees  in  the  street  or  streets  fronting  the  same, 
and  in  default  thereof  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and 
to  lay  a  special  tax  upon  such  lot  or  grounds,  to  pay  the 
expense  of  the  same. 

Twenty  fourth. — ^To  make,  open,  keep  in  repair,  grade, 
improve,  lay  out,  alter,  widen,  vacate  or  discontinue 
streets,  avenues,  lanec^  alleys,  sewers  and  sidewalks ;  to 
keep  them  free  from  obstructions,  and  to  protect  them  from 
injury  in  said  village. 

Twenty-fifth. — To  tax  every  male  inhabitant  and  resi- 
dent of  said  village,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  one  day's  labor,  or  in 
lieu  thereof  one  dollar,  to  be  appropriated  to  improving 
the  roads  and  streets  of  said  village,  under  the  direction 
of  such  person  as  they  may  appoint; 
.  Twenty-sixth. — Upon  the  application  of  the  owners  of 
two -thirds  of  the  lots  on  any  street  or  part  of  a  street,  or 
on  one  side  of  any  block,  to  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax 
on  the  owners  ot  the  lots  on  such  streets,  parts  of  streets, 
or  blocks,  according  to  their  respective  parts,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a  sidewalk  along  the  same,  or  gradmg, 
paving  and  improving  the  street  along  the  same.

enforce  in  law  such  penalties  as  te  the  said  trustees  may 
seem  proper,  for  any  malfeasance  or  any  improper  con- 
duet  of  any  of  said  officers ;  and  may  require  bonds  satis- 
factory to  themselves  for  the  faithful  perfor  Jiance  ot  the 
duties  of  any  of  them  or  any  such  of  them  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  and  necessary  by  the  said  trustees.

before  the  same  shall  be  in  force,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  proof  of  such  publication,  by  affidavit  of  the 
printer  or  foreman  in  the  office  of  such  newspaper  or  by 
producing  a  copy  of  such  newspaper  containing  such  pub-

inafter  described,  shall  be  known  and  constitute  the  villaffe 
<A  Caledonia,  and  as  such  corporation  shail  have  all  the 
powers  generally  possessed  by  municipal  corporations  at

Third. — To  prescribe  what  shall  constitute  nuisance, 
and  provide  for  the  removal  or  abatement  thereof,  either 
under  the  ordinances  or  at  common  or  statute  law. 

Fourth. — To  suppress  or  restrain  disorderly  houses  or 
saloons  or  gambling  houses,  and  to  authorize  the  destruc- 
tion of  all  instruments  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming. 

Fifth. — ^To  direct  the  location  or  management  of  slaugh- 
ter houses,  markets,  tanneries,  breweries,  and  the  storage  * 
or  keeping  of  gunpowder  or  other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth. -^To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  eel-  p,,^^,of  bo«rd 
lar,  tallow  chandlers  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  of  travel. 
barn,  private  sewer,  or  any  unwholesome  or  nauseous 
house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same. 

Seventh. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  ot  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes,  public  grounds  and  alleys,  and  to  define  the 
same. 

Eighth. — To  prosecute  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in 
the  streets  and  riding  or  driving  on  the  sidewalks,  and  to 
regulate  the  places  of  bathing  or  swimming. 

Ninth. — ^To  prevent  any  damage  to  the  sidewalks, 
crosswalks,  fences,  buildings,  shade  or  ornamental  trees, 
or  any  public  improvements  or  property  ip  the  village. 

Tenth. — To  establish  and  create  poundis,  pumps,  water 
cisterns,  reservoirs,  drains,  sewers  and  ditches. 

Eleventh. — ^To  lay  out,  alter,  opeu,  widen,  extend,  es- 
tablish, grade,  repair  or  otherwise  improve  or  keep  in  re- 
pair, streets,  avenues,  lanes^  alleys,  common  parks,  side- 
walks, culverts,  sewers,  drains,  and  public  grounds,  and 
they  may  establish  and  record  with  the  clerk,  grades  of 
streets  or  walks  to  which  buildings  and  erections  shall 
conform.

nance of  regulation  of  said  village,  or  its  charter,  and  in 
all  cases  of  offenses  committed  against  the  same.  In  all 
prosecutions  and  proceedings  before  said  justices,  the 
same  forms  and  proceedings  shall  be  bad,  where  not  oth- 
erwise directed,  as  are  established  and  required  to  be  had 
in  civil  and  criminal  actions,  by  the  laws  of  this  state 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  and  appeals  from  the  judg- 
ment and  decisions  of  said  justices  shall  be  allowed  as 
provided  by  law  for  appeals  from  judgments  rendered  l)y 
justices  of  the  peace.  In  all  cases  of  convictions  for  a 
violation  of  any  law,  by-law  or  ordinance,  the  said  justices 
shall  have  power,  in  addition  to  the  penalty  imposed,  to 
•compel  such  offenders  to  give  security  for  their  good  be- 
havior, and  to  keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months,  and  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dol- 
lars. All  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  the  justices  of 
said  village  for  offenses  committed  within  the  village 
limits,  or  for  the  violation  of  any  by-law,  ordinance  or 
regulation  of  said  village,  shall  belong  to  and  be  a  part  of 
the  finances  of  said  village.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

Section  1.     That  chapter  four,  of  the  special  laws  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  entitled  an 
act  10  incorporate  the  village  of  High  Forest,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  si  as  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit :

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Section.  1.  All  that  part  of  the  county  of  Olmited,  ia 
Ihe  state  of  Minnesota,  contained  in  the  limits  and  boun- 
daries hereinafter  described,  shall  be  a  village,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  shall  be,  and  form  a  municipal  cor- 
poration under  the  name  and  style  of  the  village  of  High 
Forest,  and  shall  have  the  powers  generally  possessed  by 
Corporate  rigbta  municipal  corporatious  at  common  law,  and  in  addition

—eiactioD.  how  granted,  and  be  capable  of  contracting:  and  being:  contract- 
ed  with ;  suemg  and  being  sued  ;  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
^  pleasure,  and  also  take,  hold,  purchase,  lease  and  convey 
real  estate,  and  personal  estate,  and  mixed  estate,  within 
or  without  the  limits  thereof,  as  the  purposes  of  the  village 
may  require,  and  shall  constitute  and  be  one  election  dis-

The  elective  officers  ot  said  corporation  shall 
be  one  president,  one  recorder,  one  treasurer,  one  justice  Elective  oaoen 
of  the  peace,  two  councillors,  one  assessor,  and  one  con-  .  termof  omp©. 
stable,  who  shall  each,  except  the  justice  of  the  peace, 
hold  his  respective  office  tor  the  term  of  one  year,  and  un- 
til his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  justice  ot 
the  peace  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.

All  action  of  the  council  in- 
how'ki^"*'  tended  to  have  the  form  of  rules,  or  law,  or  authority  for 
contract,  shall  be  by  ordinance  under  the  style  of  *^  Be  it 
ordained  by  the  common  cpuncil  of  High  Forest,"  but  no 
ordinance  shall  embrace  more  than  one  subject,  which 
shall  be  expressed  by  its  title.  The  common  council  shall 
meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  least  once  in  six 
months,  and  a  majority  thereof  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business.

He  shall  re- 
ceive all  moneys   payable  to  said  corporation,  except  as 
heieinafter  provided,  and  shall  immediately  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  treasurer,  charging  him  therewith  and  taking  putieiof 
his  receipt  therefor.     He  shall  keep  all  the  accounts  of  the  rwiorAtr, 
corporation,  receive  all  claims  against  the  same,  and  draw 
orders  upon   the   treasurer   for   moneys  payable  by  said 
corporation ;  but  no   such  order  shall   ever  be  drawn  by 
said  recorder,  unless  the  same  shall   be  in  full  or  part 
payment  of  a  claim  against  said  corporation  previously 
audited  and  allowed  by  the  common  council.     He  shall  also

Sec.  9.  The  justice  oi  the  peace  provided  for  and  elec- 
ted under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  and  pos- 
sess, and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of 
justices  of  the  peace  provided  for  and  elected  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall 
have  cognizance  and  jurisdiction  of  all  suits,  prosecutions

but  as  such  shall  be  subordinate  to  the  president.. 

Sec.  11.     The  term  of  all  officers  elected  under  the 
provisions  of  this  a«t,  shall  commence  on  the  first  Tues-  wnen  term  of 
day  of  April,  of  each  year  (unless  elected  or  appointed  to  wheSwnSi"" 
fill  a  vacancy).     All  officers  shall  be  residents  of  the  vil-  noui''S,^i2Ji;e. 
lage,  and  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  for  elective  •*»<>'' con<>tto*«>- 
officers  herein  provided  for,  on  the  last  Monday  in  March, 
Id  each  and  every  year,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open 
from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  until  tour  in  the  after- 
noon, and  ten  days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by  the 
recorder,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election, 
and  the  officers  to  be  elected,  by  posting  notices  thereof 
in  three  oi  the  most  public  places  in  the  village.     At  the

The  treasurer  of  Olmsted  county  shall  retain 
in  his  hands  all  taxes  collected  off  from  property  within  Duty  of  county 
the  incorporated  limits  of  said  village,  and  pay  over  the  *"*■»«'• 
same  to  the  treasurer  thereof,  except  such  taxes  as  are 
assessed  for  state  and  county  purposes. 
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Sec.  15,  The  commoD  council  shalU  have  the  mauage- 
mcDt  and  control  of  the  finances,  and  all  th^  property  of 
the  corporation,  and  shall  also  in  addition  to  the  power 
herein  vested  in  them,  have  lull  power  and  authority  to 
make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter, 
modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  orders, 
by  laws  and  regulations,  for  government  and  good  order 
of  the  village,  tor  suppression  of  vice  and  intemperance, 
and  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient. The  common  council  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  declare  and  impose  fines,  penalties  and  pun- 
ishments, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or 
•oonnditoooQ-  persous  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  or- 
cS£^Swi  dinance,  rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  whic|j  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of  law ;  Jhrovided^  That 
they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State,  and  for  those  purposes  shall  have 
authority,  by  oitiinauces,  rules,  by-laws  or  regulations — 

First. — To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  com- 
mon showmen  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  or  the  exhibitions 
of  caravans,  circuses,  concerts  or  theatrical  peiformances, 
billiard  tables,  nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  bowliug  saloons ;  to 
grant  licenses  and  regulate  auctions  and  auctioneers,  gro- 
ceries) taverns,  victualing  houses,  and  all  persons  vending 
or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquora. 

Second. — ^To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gambling  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming  in  said  village,  and  to  restrain  any 
person  from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  fer- 
mented or  vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  com- 
mon council. 

Third. — ^To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance,  and 
disorderly  assemblages  in  said  village,  aud  to  provide  for 
the  arrest  and  punishment  of  any  person  or  persons  v  ho 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  same ;  to  suppress  disorderly  houses 
or  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  provide  tor 
the  arrest  and  punishment  of  the  keepers  thereof;  aud  to 
.authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming. 

Fourth. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro- 
cery, cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery, 
stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome,  nauseous 
house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same, 
from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
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for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  village. 

Fifth. — ^To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  slaugh- 
ter house  and  markets,  breweries,  distilleries  and  pawn- 
brokers. 

Sixth. — ^To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes,  alleys  or  public  grounds,  with  carnages, 
carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  boxes,  firewood,  posts,  awnings 
or  any  other  materials  or  substancos  whatever. 

Seventh. — To  prevent  and  punish  horse  racing,  immode- 
rate riding  or  driving  in  the  streets,  to  compel  persons  to 
fasten  their  horses  or  other  animals,  attached  to  vehicles 
or  otherwise,  while  standing  in  the  streets ;  and  to  regu- 
late places  of  bathing  and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  ^^«  «*««*- 
the  limits  of  said  village. 

£ighth. — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
horses,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize 
the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  penal- 
ties on  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation  of  the 
ordinances. 

Ninth. — ^To  prevent  the  nmning  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  and  to  authorize  the  de- 
struction of  the  same  in  a  summary  manner  when  at  large 
contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

Tenth. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing or  having  within  said  village,  any  putrid  carcass,  or 
other  unwholesome  subbtance,  and  to  require  the  removal 
of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  premi- 
ses any  substance,  or  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  fish, 
hides  or  skin  of  any  kind,  and  on  default  to  authorize  the 
removal  thereof  by  some  competent  officers,  at  the  expense 
qf  such  person  or  persons. 

Eleventh. — To  make  and  establish  public  grounds, 
pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  hydrants  and  reservoirs,  and  to 
provide  for  and  control  the  erection  of  water  works 
for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  inhabitants. 

Twelfth. — Tq  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
and  to  provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds. 

Thirteenth. — To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
any  ox,  mule,  cattle,  or  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks  in 
said  village,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damages  to  such  side- 
walks. 

Fourteenth. — To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire-arms  or 
crackers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in 
any  situation  which  may  be  considered   by  the  council  as 
2b 
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dangerous  to  the  village  or  any  property  therein,  or  an- 
noying any  citizen  thereof. 

Fifteenth. — To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunkenness 
and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of  said  town, 
and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  all  persons 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Sixteenth. — To  license  and  regulate  butchers'  stalls, 
shops  and  stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butchers' 
meat,  butter,  fish  and  other  provisions. 

Seventeenth. — To   regulate  the  place  and  manner  of 
weighing  hay  and  selling  the  same,  and  the  measuring  of 
and  selling  of  firewood,  coal  and  lime,  and  to  appoint  suit- 
able persons  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 
Powers  of  coun-       Eighteenth. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  build- 
^^-  ings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from  the 

sidewalk,  street  or  alley  opposite  thereto,  and  to  compel 
such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot  owned  or 
occupied  by  him,  all  such  substance  as  the  board  of 
health  may  direct;  and  in  his  default,  to  authorize  the 
removal  or  destruction  thereof,  by  some  oflicer  of  the  vil- 
lage, at  the  expense  of  such  owner  and  occupant. 

Nineteenth. — To  provide  for  wat<2hmen,  and  to  prescribe 
their  numbers  and  duties  and  regulate  the  same,  and  to 
create  and  establish  the  police  of  said  village,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  number  of  police  ofiicers  and  their  duties,  and 
to  regulate  the  same. 

Twentieth. — ^To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard  of 
weights  and  measures,  for  the  appointment  of  a  village 
scaler,  and  to  require  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed 
by  the  village  sealer,  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment

— To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance, 
obstruction  or  encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys, 
public  grounds  and  highways  of  the  village. 

Twenty  third. — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance  in- 
jurious to  the  publie  health,  and  to  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  all  persons  who  shall  cause  or  maintain  such 
nuisances. 

Twenty-fourth. — To  do  all  acts,  and  make  all  regula- 
tions which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  preser- 
vation of  health,  and  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  to 
make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagioud 
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•or  infectious  diseases  into  the  village,  and  to  make  quar- 
antine laws,  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  village.

Twenty-sixth. — Fines,  penalties  and  punishments  im-

Section  1.  Tbe  supervisors  of  the  town  of  Albert  Lea, 
in  the  county  of  Freeborn,  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  enact,  publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify,  amend 
and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient  for  the  purposes  following,  ta-wit:

fort and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Second. — To  direct  the  locatioa  and  management  of 
slaughter  houses  and  markets,  in  said  town,  and  to  regu- 
late the  sale,  storage,  conveying  and  keeping  of  gunpow- 
der and  other  combustible  materials. 

Third. — To  prevent  the  incumbrance  ot  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes  or  alleys,  with  carriages,  carts,  wagons,  boxes, 
barrels,  sleighs,  firewood,  lumber,  or  any  other  material 
or  substance  whatever. 

Fourth. — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  horses,  mules,  and  poultry,  and  to  authorize 
the  impounding,  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same. 

Fitth. — To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same. 

Sixth. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing, or  having  within  the  town  any  putrid  carcass,  or  other 
unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  of  the 
same,  by  any  person  who  shall  have  the  pame  upon  his 
premises,  or  by  the  person  who  shall  have  put  the  same 
thereon,  or  from  any  street,  lane,  alley,  or  public  square, 
and  on  de&ult,  to  authorize  the  removal  thereof,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  person  so  required  to  remove  the  same. 

Seventh. — To  make  and  establish  public  pounds  and 
regulations  touching  the  same. 

Eighth. — To  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  contagious  dis- 
eases. 

Ninth. — To  prevent  alL  persons  from  doing  any  damage 
to  the  sidewalks. 

Tenth. — ^To  prevent  opeti  or  notorious  drunkenness  and 
brawling,  and   obscenity   in  the  streets  or  public  places, 
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and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  all  per- 
sons who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Eleveuth. — To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and 
condition  of  chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove- 
pipes, ovens,  boilers,  boiler  stacks,  and  apparatus  used  lu 
or  about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  placed 
in  a  safe  and  secure  condition,  when  considered  danger- 
ous ;  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places 
and  the  throwing  of  ashes  in  the  streets  and  highways ; 
to  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufactories 
dangerous  in  causing  and  promoting  fires ;  to  regulate  and 
prevent  the  use  of  fireworks  and  firearms,  and  generall}- 
to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  prevention  and  extin- 
guishment of  fires  as  thev  may  deem  expedient. 

Twelfth. — To  provide  for  the  constr^iction  and  mainten- 
ance of  suitable  sidewalks,  and  street  awnings,  on  both 
^ides  of  Broadway,  between  Clark  street  and  Main  street, 
and  on  Clark  street,  between  Washington  and  Elizabeth 
streets  ;  said  sidewalks  to  be  constructed  and  maintained 
by,  or  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of 
lots  respectively,  opposite  and  adjoining  which  any  side- 
walk may  be  ordered. 

Thirteenth. — Shall  have  power  to  make  regulations  for 
the  preservation  of  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  town. 

Fourteenth. — To  prevent  and  punish  riots,  noise  and 
disturbance  of  meetings  and  assemblies,  and  generally 
to  promote  and  preserve  good  order,  and  the  public  peace.

When  two  or  more  candidates  for  how  decided, 
an  elective  office  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes 
for  the  same  office,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by 
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the  casting  of  lots  in  the  presence  of  the  city  council,  at 
such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  direct. 
whoMtiu«dto       Seg.  16.     All  persons,  entitled  to  vote  for  state  aad 
^o^'  county  officers,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  city  for 

thirty  days  next  preceding  the  election,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  for  any  officer  to  be  elected  under  this  law,  and 
the  city  established  by  law  shall  constitute  the  election 
precinct  f9r  state  and  county  as  well  as  city  elections,  and 
the  mode  of  conducting  all  state  and  county  elections  in 
said  city,  shall  be  in  the  •manner  herein  provided  in  refer  ^ 
ence  to  city  elections,  except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall 
be  made  by  the  judges  of  election  to  the  register  of  deeds 
of  the  county  of  Winona,  within  the  time  and  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law* 

Sec.  17.  The  elections  in  said  city  shall  be  held  and 
STcondSS!*^  conducted  by  three  judges  chosen  by  the  city  council,  who 
shall  be  inspectors  of  election,  and  shall  take  the  usual 
oath  or  affirmation  as  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of 
the  state  to  be  taken  by  the  judges  and  inspectors  of  elec* 
tions,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  clerks  of  such 
elections,  and  to  administer  the  necessary  oaths.  Said 
elections  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  penalties,  and  vacancies  in  the  board 
of  inspectors  thereof  filled  as  required  by  the  laws  of  this 
state  regarding  elections.

If  either  of  the  inspectors  of  election  shall 
suspect  that  any  person  offering  to  vote  does  not  possess 
the  qualifications  of  an  elector,  or  if  the  vote  of  such  per-

^ISS^I^w^tw  ^^  before  receiving  the  vote  of  any  such  person  shall  re- 
lUcgaiTotiDf.  quire  of  him  to  take  the  following  oath :  <*  You  do  solenmly 
swear  (or  affirm  as  the  case  may  be)  that  you  are  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  (or  have  declared  your  intentions  to  be- 
come a  citizen  conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
on  the  subject  of  naturalization)  that  you  have  resided  in  this 
state  four  months,  and  within  this  city  thirty  days  next 
preceding  the  election,  that  you  have  not  voted  at  this 
election,  and  that  you  have  made  no  bet  or  wager  depen- 
ding on  the  result  of  this  election."  And  if  the  person 
offering  to  vote  shall  take  such  oath,  his  vote  shall  be  re- 
ceived, and  if  such  person  shall  take  such  oath  falsely,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  upon  indictment,  shall  suffer  the 
punishment  provided  by  law  for  persons  guilty  of  perjury. 
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If  any  person  who  is  not  a  qualified  yoter  shall  yote  at  any 
^election,  or  shall  vote  more  than  once  at  any  election,  he 
■shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  and  on  conviction  thereof, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  inspectors  to  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  all 
persons  whose  votes  may  be  challenged  as  aforesaid,  and 
i^ho  shall  make  the  oath  aforesaid,  aad  if  any  inspector 
shall  knowingly  and  corruptly  receive  the  vote  of  any 
person  not  authorized  to  vote,  or  shall  make  out  false 
returns  of  an  election,'  or  any  clerk  shall  not  write 
-down  the  name  of  every  voter  as  he  votes,  or  shall 
wilfully  make  untrue  and  incorrect  counts  and  tallies 
•of  votes,  each  and  every  such  inspector  and  clerk  shall  be 
liable  to  indictment,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
severally  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars.  All  such 
indictments  shall  be  tried  in  the  district  court  of  the 
ooonty  of  Winona. 

Sec.  19.  When  an  election  shall  be  closed,  and  the

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Seo.  23.  Should  there  be  a  failure  by  tbo  people  ta 
elect  any  officer  herein  required  to  be  elected  on  the  day 
designated,  the  city  council  shall  order  a  new  election  to 
be  held,  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
such  election  being  first  given. 

Seo.  24.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  this  act,  shall  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties^

exemptions  or  liabilities,  and  said  bond  shall  contam  such 
penal  sum  and  such  conditions  as  the  city  council  may 
deem  proper,  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  require  new 
or  additional  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Sec.  25.  The  mayor  shall,  when  present,  preside  over 
the  meetings  of  the  city  council,  and  take  care  that  the 
laws  of  tbe  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  be  strictly 
enforced  and  duly  observed,  and  that  all  other  executive 
officers  of  the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties.  The 
mayor  and  two  aldermen  may  call  special  elections  of 
the  city  council.  He  shall  inspect  the  conduct  of  all  sub- 
ordinate officers,  and  cause  negligent  and  persistent  viola- 
tion ot  duty  to  be  prosecuted  and  punished,  and  may 
require  of  any  officer  ot  the  city,  whenever  he  may  deem 
it  necessary,  an  exhibit  of  his  books  and  papers.  He  shall 
from  time  to  time,  communicate  to  the  city  council,  and 
recommend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous 
to  the  city.  He  shall  have  power  to  execute  all  acts  thai 
may  be  required  of  him  by  any  ordinance  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  call  upon 
every  male  inhabitant  of  said  city  over  the  age  of  eighteeu 
years,  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances,  and  iu 
case  of  riot,  to  call  out  the  military  companies  of  the  city 
to  aid  him  in  suppressing  the  same,  or  carrying  into  effect 
any  law  or  ordinance.  Any  person  who  shall  not  obey 
such  call  shall  forfeit  to  the  city  a  fine  not  exceeding  twen- 
ty-five dollars  and  not  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  26.     In  case  the  mayor  shall  be  guilty  of  any  wil- 
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fill  oppression  or  corrupt  partiality  in  the  discharge  of  the  wheniiu«rorii»- 
duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  and  on    *    °  «*»■«»*• 
conviction  thereof,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  court  shall  have  power  (upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  jury  in  the  case)  to  add  to  the 
judgment  for  the  fine,  that  he  be  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  27.  In  case  the  mayor  shall  be  absent  from  any 
meeting  of  the  city  council,  the  city  council  shall  proceed 
to  elect  one  of  their  own  number  a  temporary  presiding  JSJ?*^^^* 
oflScer,  who,  for  the  time  being,  shall  discharge  all  the  how  choien. 
duties  of  mayor.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor 
from  the  city,  or  his  inability  from  any  reason  other  than 
removal  from  the  city,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office, 
the  council  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  their  own  number  an 
officer  who  shall  be  styled  acting  mayor,  and  all  acts  per- 
formed by  him  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if 
performed  by  the  mayor. 

Sec.  28.  The  recorder  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal 
and  all  the  papers  and  records  of  the  city,  and  keep  a  o^rtiMof 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council  at  whose  '«»'d«'. 
meeting  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend,  and  copies  ot  all 
papers  filed  m  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records 
of  the  city  council  certified  by  him  under  the  corporate 
seal  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  as  it  the  originals  were 
produced.  He  slyill  draw  and  countersign  all  orders  on 
the  treasurer  in  pursuance  of  any  order  or  resolution  of 
the  city  council,  and  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account 
thereof  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose*  The  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations,  and 
take  acknowledgments  of  deeds  and  other  writings.  He 
shall  report  annually  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  June,  to 
the  city  council,  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  city 
for  the  current  year,  and  the  revenue  necessary  to  bo 
raised  therefor,  and  the  fiscal  year  of  the  city  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year.  He  shall 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  estimates  of  the  expenses  of 
any  work  to  be  done  by  the  city,  and  countersign  all  con- 
tracts made  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  all  certificates  of 
work  by  any  officer  of  ihe  city,  or  any  committee  of  the 
city  council.  He  shall  negotiate  such  temporary  loans  for 
the  city  as  the  city  council  may  direct,  anticipating  the 
revenues  for  the  current  year,  but  such  loan  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  city  council.  The  recorder 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his  acts  and  doings,  which  record 
shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  parties 
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interested.  He  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  be  inter- 
ested in  any  contract  or  job  to  which  the  city  is  a  party, 
or  in  any  loan  to  be  negotiated  by  the  city.  He  shall 
receive  for  his  services  such  sum  as  the  city  council  shall 
deem  proper. 

Sec.  29.     The  attorney  for  the  city  shall  perfoma  all 

attorney.  professional  duties  incident  to  his  office,  and  when  required 

shall  furnish  written  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted 
to  him  by  the  council  or  its  committees. 

Sec.  30.     The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong- 

DntfMof  inff  to  the  city,  and  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed  account 

thereof  in  such  manner  as  the  city  council  shall  from  time 
to  time  direct.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  city 
council  within  at  least  twenty  days  after  the  annual  elec- 
tion or  sooner  if  required  by  them,  a  full  and  detailed 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  after  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury, 
which  accounts  shall  be  filed  with  the  record.  He  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  any  pay  for  his  services  except  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Sec.  31.     The  marshal  shall  execute  such  orders  as  are 
made,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by

pairing of  sidewalks,  and  the  expenditure  of  taxes  levied 
and  collected  for  such  purposes,  and  shall  have  the  same 
supervision  over  the  highways  in  the  city  and  dischai^ 
the  same  duties  as  are  by  law  required  of  overseers  of 
highways  generally. 

Sec.  33.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  require

by  any  officer  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  and  to 
appoint  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  prescribe  their 
duties   and   compensation.     Such  compensation  shall  be 
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fixed  at  the  time  such  office  is  created,  or  at  the  com- 
mencement ot  the  year,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or 
diminished  during  the  time  such  officer  shall  remain  in 
office.

The  city  printer  immediately  after  the  pub- 
lication of  any  notice  or  resolution  or  other  matters  which  Dn,^  or  printer 
by  this  act  is,  or  by  city  ordinance  shall  be  required  to  be  "i^J^^ 
published,  shall  file  with  the  recorder  a  copy  of  such  pub-  ttcaiioo,kG.— 
lication  with  his  affidavit  or  the  affidavit  of  his  foreman,  SLgtodeUrer 
of  the  length  of  time  the  same  has  been  published,  and£[S2?r.*^'**^ 
such  affidavit  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  ordinance,  resolution  or  other  matter. 
Any  person  having  been  an  officer  in  said  city  shall,  with- 
in ten  days  after  notification  and  lequest,  deliver  to  his 
successor  in  office  all  property,  books,  papers  and  effects 
of  every  description  in  his  possession  belonging  to  said  city 
or  pertaining  to  the  office  he  may  have  held.     If  he  fail

Sec.  37.     The  mayor,  sheriff  of  Winona  county,  and 
each  and  every  alderman,  justice  of  the  peace,  marshal,  wbotobeofflow* 
recorder  and  constables  of  the  town  of  which  said  city  is  rarMioSoDof 
a  part,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may  command  ^'^^^ 
the  peace  and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner  all  rioting 
and  disorderly  behavior  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and 
for  such  purpose  may  command  the  assistance  ot  all  by- 
standers, and  if  any  person  so  commanded  shall  refuse  to 
aid  in  maintaining  the  peace,  every  such  person  shall  pay 
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a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  lees  than 
five  dollars.  The  city  justices  shall  possess  all  the  author- 
ity, power  and  rights  of  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  state, 
and  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear  all  complaints 
and  conduct  all  examinations  and  trials  in  criminal  cases 
within  the  city  cognizable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
but  warrants  returnable  before  the  said  city  justice,  may 
be  issued  in  criminal  cases  by  any  justice  in  the  city,  but 
no  fee  shall  be  received  therefor  by  said  justice.  The  said 
justices  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  cog- 
nizable before  a  justice  in  which  the  city  is  a  party,  and 
shall  have  cognizance  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all 
suits,  prosecutions  or  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  any 
fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty  under  any  by-law,  ordinance  or 
jSSoS^oruw  regulation,  and  in  all  cases  of  offence  committed  against 
peace.  the  samc.     All   prosecutions  for  assault,   batteries   and 

afirays  not  indictable,  and  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  any 
such  by-law,  ordinance,  or  regulation,  shall  be  commenced 
in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Saint  Charles,  and  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had  in  civil  and  criminal^suits  before 
said  justice,  where  not  otherwise  herein  directed,  as  are 
established  and  required  to  be  had  in  civil  and  criminal 
actions  by  the  laws  of  this  state  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace.  Provided ^  That  in  cases  of  prosecutions  for  a 
breach  or  violation  of  an  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation 
of  said  city  or  its  charter,  or  for  any  assault,  battery  or 
affray  not  indictable,  committed  within  the  city  limits,  no 
appeal  shall  be  allowed  when  the  judgment,  exclusive  of 
costs,  is  less  than  twenty-five  dollars.  In  all  cases  of 
conviction  for  assaults,  batteries  and  affrays,  within  said 
city,  in  all  cases  of  conviction  under  any  ordinance  of  said 
city  for  breaches  of  the  peace,  disorderly  conduct,  keeping 
houses  of  ill-fame,  or  frequenting  the  same,  and  of  keep- 
ing and  maintaining  disorderly  and  ill-governed  houses,  the 
said  justice  shall  have  power  in  addition  to  the  fine  or 
penalty  imposed,  to  compel  such  offenders  to  give  security 
for  good  behavior,  and  to  keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  doU^s.

Sec.  39.     The  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  for  powenorjiMtio« 
said  city,  shall  have  the  same  powers,  authority  and  rights  jLUuwS!*'^ 
as  are  possessed  by  other  justices  and  constables  of  the 
county  of  Winona,  under  the  laws  of  the  state.

Provided y 
The  city  council  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  license 
persons  vending,  dealing  in,  or  disposing  of  spirituous, 
vinous,  malt  or  fermented  liquors  withm  the  limits  of  said 
city,  and  persons  so  licensed  shall  not  be  required  to  obtain 
a  license  from  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  and 
shall  not  be  prosecutecl  for  selling,  bartering  or  disposing 
of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors  without  first 
haviug  obtained  license  therefor,  agreeably  to  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  sixteen  of  the  general  statutes.

— To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  slaugh- 
ter houses  and  markets  in  said  city,  and  to  regulate  the 
sale,  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  gunpowder  or 
other  combustible  materials. 

Seventh. — To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
'walks,  lanes  and  alleys  witb  carriages,  carts,  wagons, 
sleighs,  boxes,  firewood,  lumber,  or  any  other  material 
or  substance  whatever. 

Eighth* — To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  riding  or 
driving  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  places  of  bathing 
.and  swimming  in  the  water  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

Ninth. — To  restrain  from  running  at  large  horses,  cattle, 
mules,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize

— To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
provide  hospitals  and  cemetery  grounds,  and  to  remove- 
the  same  when  necessary  for  the  public  good,  to  regulate 
the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  the  return  of  the  bills  of  mor- 
tality, and  to  exempt  burial  grounds  set  apart  for  public^ 
use  from  taxation. 

Fourteenth. — To  regulate  the  assize  and  weight  of  bread,, 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread 
baked  contrary  thereto. 

Fifteenth. — To  prevent  any  persons  riding  or  driving^ 
any  ox,  cow,  horse,  mule,  or  other  animals  on  the  side- 
walks of  the  city  or  in  any  way  doing  damage  to  such 
sidewalks. 

Sixteenth. — To  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire-arms,, 
crackers,  rockets  or  other  projectiles,  and  to  prevent  the 
exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in  any  situation  which  may  be 
deemed  by  the  council  dangerous  to  the  city  or  any  prop- 
erty therein  or  annoying  to  any  citizen  thereof. 

Seventeenth. — ^To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate 
drinking  of  intoxicating  beverages,  brawling  and  obscenity 
in  the  streets  or  public  places,  and  to  provide  for  arrest- 
ing, removing  and  punishing  any  person  who  may  be 
guilty  of  the  same. 

Eighteenth. — To  restrain  and  regulate  runners  and 
solicitors  lor  stages,  public  houses,  railways  and  other 
establishments,  and  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  city.

Nineteenth. — Tp  establish  public  markets  and  enforce 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same. 

Twentieth. — To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of 
selling  and  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  if  eight  of  hay 
and  stone  coal,  and  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and 
other  fuel,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  inspect,  su- 
perintend and  conduct  the  same. 

Twenty-first. — ^To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalk,  streets  or  alleys  opposite  thereto,  and 
in  his  default  by  some  officer  of  the  city  at  the  expense  of 
such  owner  or  occupant.

That  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
publish  a  description  of  the  property  sought  to  be  affected 
by  said  proceedings  or  give  any  further  notice  than  as 
above  provided.  That  upon  proof  of  service  of  such  no- 
tice, personally  or  by  publication  thereof,  and  proof  there- 
of filed,  the  service  shall  be  complete  and  the  parties  and 
all  persons  interested  be  deemed  in  court,  and  the  court 
shall  thereupon  have  jurisdiction  of  the  property  in  the 
petition  described,  as  well  as  of  the  parties  interested 
therein,  and  at  the  time  specified,  or  at  the  time  to  which 
the  same  may  be  adjourned,  the  court  may  make  the  order 
appointing  three  commissioners  to  ascertain  and  determine 
the  damages  or  compensation  to  be  made  to  the  owners  or 
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others  interested  in  said  lands,  and  fix  a  time  and  appoint 
a  place  at  which  said  commissioners  shall  meet  to  organize 
and  hold  their  first  meeting,  that  notice  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  said  court,  and  the 
same  shall  operate  as  notice  to  all  parties.  Before  said

That  section  two  of  an  act  entitled  **  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  Minnesota  Life,  Fire  and  Marine 
Insurance  Company,"  approved  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty -six,  as  amended  by
